Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  ended  the 
30th  June,  1919. 

In  replacing  the  Honourable  Jeremie  D^carie,  on  the  25th  August 
last,  in  the  important  office  of  Secretary  of  the  Province,  you  have 
succeeded  to  an  old  colleague  and  friend  with  whom  all  in  my  depart- 
ment have  had  most  pleasant  relations  which  we  shall  always  remember. 

Like  him,  you  may  count  upon  our  entire  devotedness  and  help  on 
every  occasion. 

The  year  just  closed,  in  spite  of  painful  circumstances,  has  been 
satisfactory,  in  many  ways. 

In  the  first  place,  the  opening  of  many  of  the  classes  was  delayed  a 
few  weeks  through  the  country's  needs,  as  the  signature  of  the  armistice, 
the  gage  of  victory  and  promise  of  peace  had  not  yet  been  announced. 
They  had  hardly  been  opened  when,  as  you  are  aware,  an  epidemic 
caused  them  to  be  again  closed. 

The  victims  were  numerous.  Death  had  sharpened  its  terrible 
scythe  well,  but  was  opposed  by  our  teachers,  both  lay  and  rehgious 
whose  spontaneous  services  were  eagerly  accepted  and  proved  most 
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valuable.  All  honour  to  them.  When  the  evil  was  overcome  they 
returned  to  thier  posts  where  by  redoubled  and  prodigious  efforts  the 
lost  ground  was  partly  recovered.  This  is  the  chief  reason  for  the  mark- 
ed decrease  in  the  percentage  of  average  school  attendance  you  will 
find  in  the  statistical  summaries  and  in  the  reports  sent  in  by  the  school 
inspectors. 

SCARCITY    OF    TEACHERS. 

Notwithstanding  the  good  work  of  the  Catholic  and  Protestant 
boards  of  examiners,  and  of  the  normal  schools,  real  nurseries  for  the 
training  of  teachers,  notwithstanding  the  sacrifice  the  directors  make 
to  put  them  on  a  good  footing,  as  an  instance  of  which  I  need  only  cite  the 
new  school  which  I  had  the  honour  to  open  at  Nicolet  on  the  17th  June 
last,  built  during  the  war  by  the  Sisters  of  I'Assomption  at  a  cost  of 
$150,000.,  and  where  henceforth  their  normal  school  will  continue  its 
useful  and  beneficent  work  ;  notwithstanding  the  Government's  offer  of 
awards,  the  number  of  teachers  does  not  increase,  it  rather  tends  to 
diminish.  The  scarcity  is  already  felt  in  many  places.  The  inspector 
general  of  Protestant  Schools,  Mr.  J.  C.  Sutherland,  sounds  the  alarm 
in  his  annual  report.  We  must  anticipate  the  danger  threatened.  Devo- 
tedness  has  been  discounted  for  too  long.  Our  worthy  teaching  com- 
munities, both  male  and  female,  are  not  sufficient  for  the  task.  The  lay 
teacher  must  not  therefore  disappear.  To  entertain  such  a  thought  is  a 
mistake. 

COURSE  OF  PEDAGOGICAL  TRAINING. 

The  religious  and  lay  teachers  are  making  constant  sacrifices  to  raise 
their  level.  Two  years  ago,  Laval  University,  at  Montreal,  with  the 
support  of  the  Catholic  School  Commission  of  Montreal,  opened  courses 
to  improve  pedagogical  training  among  the  teachers  of  primary  educa- 
tion. Over  three  hundred  were  enrolled  and  we  may  safely  hope  for 
good  results  from  them.  Such  deeds  deserve  tangible  recognition,  besides 
respect  and  gratitude  for  this  helper  of  the  family,  church  and  state. 
Let  us  therefore  preach  the  increase  of  his  salary.  Let  us  do  even  better. 
Times  are  hard.  Let  us  decide  at  once,  as  His  Grace  Mgr.  Bruch^si  elo- 
quently announced  at  the  Congress  of  Catholic  School  Commissioners, 
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at  I'Assomption  on  the  9th  October  last,  that  in  future  no  teacher  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  less  than  three  hundred  dollars  a  year. 

And  thus,  without  coercion,  legislation  or  any  threat  but  simply  by 
the  influence  of  reason,  an  act  of  justice  and  beneficial  reform  \vill  be 
effected  among  us. 

STATISTICS     AND     CENSUS 

In  my  report  for  1917-1918,  under  this  heading  I  said  amongst  other 
things,  that  we  were  not  deaf  to  complaints  nor  indifferent  to  attacks, 
that  steps  had  been  taken  and  we  would  not  cease  until  we  had  got  as  near 
perfection  as  possible.  The  work  has  continued  without  respite.  In 
order  to  obtain  a  good  census  and  thereby  better  statistics,  amendments 
were  made  to  the  school  law  at  last  session,  by  which  better  defined  and 
more  extended  powers  were  granted  to  me. 

According  to  the  government's  instructions  and  thanks  to  its  liber- 
ality a  new  French  edition  of  the  school  code,  revised  with  great  care 
by  Mr.  J.  N.  Miller,  secretary  for  the  Department,  and  containing  all 
amendments,  was  published  this  year  and  immediately  distributed  to  all 
school  municipalities. 

Finally  a  congress  of  school  inspectors  was  held  on  the  24th  July, 
1919,  whose  principal  object  was  to  indicate  the  procedure  to  gather 
statistics,  and  to  explain  the  new  amendments.  Mr.  G.  E.  Marquis,  chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  ably  discharged  this  task  in  an  interesting 
conference  which  was  immediately  published  and  distributed.  The 
cities  of  Quebec,  Sherbrooke  and  Chicoutimi  have  sent  in  their  census 
returns.  The  citj^  of  ^Montreal  is  organizing  to  make  its,  next  year.  I 
have  reason  to  hope  that  in  the  near  future,  public  opinion  will  be  entire- 
ly satisfied  in  this  connection. 

A     TASK     COMPLETED 

The  redistribution  of  the  Province  as  regards  inspection  districts, 
begun  in  1912,  has  just  been  completed  by  the  formation  of  two  new 
districts  on  the  south  shore  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  Thanks  to  the  result- 
ing freedom,  the  school  inspectors  will  have  more  time  to  devote  to  their 
important  duties  and  we  anticipate  the  best  results. 
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SCHOOL  MUNICIPALITIES 


The  number  of  school  municipalities  in  the  Province  on  the  30th 
June  1918  was  as  follows  :  1322  Catholic  municipalities,  352  Protestant  ; 
20  new  municipalities  were  erected  in  1919,  which  makes  the  total  on 
the  30th  June  1919  of  1694  school  municipahties. 


SCHOOL    BUILDINGS 


In  spite  of  the  war,  the  construction  of  school  buildings  has  not  been 
retarded  :  143  school  houses  were  built  or  repaired  and  an  amount  of 
$2,120,544.00  expended  for  this  purpose  during  the  year  1918-19,  by 
the  school  municipahties  mentioned  in  the  following  tables.

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REVISION  OF  COURSE  OF  STUDY 

On  the  morrow  of  a  war  which  has  heaped  up  such  a  pile  of  ruins, 
moral  and  material,  when  the  word  ''reconstruction"  is  in  everyone's 
mouth,  the  time  is  opportune  to  complete  the  revision  of  the  course 
of  study  for  primary  schools. 

This  work  which  was  entrusted  to  a  sub-committee,  appointed  on 
the  9th  ^lay  1917,  is,  I  am  happy  to  announce,  practically  finished,  and 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public 
Instruction  at  its  next  meeting  : 

In  its  first  report,  the  sub-committee,  as  I  have  already  stated, 
declared  itself  in  favour  of  the  creation  of  a  preparatory  class  and  of  a 
certificate  of  study  as  a  reward  in  each  of  the  three  courses,  elementary, 
intermediate  and  superior. 

In  the  last  it  will  redistribute  the  subjects  of  the  elementary  and 
model  school  courses,  so  as  to  eliminate  those  not  absolutely  necessary 
for  such  and  divide  them  over  the  seven  years  of  instruction. 

Abbe  L.-A.  Desrosiers,  principal  of  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School 
kindly  completed  the  task  entrusted  to  Mgr.  F.  X.  Ross,  principal  of 
Rimouski  Normal  School  who,  we  greatly  regret,  has  been  forced  to  ten- 
der his  resignation. 

I  trust  that  the  new  course  of  study  will  be  favourably  received. 

WINNIPEG  CONVENTION 

It  was  a  lofty  inspiration  which  caused  the  great  Winnipeg  Con- 
vention of  the  20th,  21st  and  22nd  October  1919  to  be  held,  as  which 
Messrs  J.  X.  Miller,  G.  "W.  Parmelee  and  myself  were  charged  to  repre- 
sent the  Department. 

^Nlore  than  ever,  the  necessity  is  felt  to  teach  morality  in  our  primary 
and  other  schools,  in  order  to  raise  the  standard  of  individual  character 
and  that  of  the  people. 

We  were  unanimous  in  this,  being  of  the  same  opinion. 

And  we  were  proud  and  happy  to  proclaim  that,  Catholics  as  well  as 
Protestants,  our  opinion  had  always  been  and  still  is  that  religions  ins- 
truction should  have  a  large  place  in  the  school,  and  the  experience  of 
latter  times  has  abundantly  proved  its  wisdom. 
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We  also  opposed  any  attempt  of  encroachment  on  the  autonomy  of 
the  Provinces  in  school  matters  and  our  contention  was  upheld  in  most 
instances. 

It  has  again  been  shown  that  Quebec  does  not  want  to  be  isolated 
nor  to  remain  isolated,  but  is  always  eager  to  contibute  to  the  success  of 
a  truly  patriotic  and  national  enterprise.  No  one  more  than  it  desires  a 
united,  happy,  progressive  and  prosperous  Canada,  loyally  attached 
to  the  British  Crown,  but  it  firmly  believes  that  this  ideal  can  only  be 
realized  by  persevering  labour,  and  the  intimate  union  of  the  two  great 
mother  races  of  Confederation,  a  union  of  their  legitimate  aspirations 
upon  the  solid  base  of  mutual  respect  and  sincere  in  all  circumstances 
and  places. 

A  i-oss  regretted  by  all 

Sickness  has  again  removed,  a  valued  and  remarkable  man  in  the 
person  of  Sir  Wm  Peterson,  rector  of  ]\IcGill  University  and  chairman 
of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  *he  Council  of  Public  Instruction.  For 
a  quarter  of  a  century  he  devoted  himself  to  the  grand  cause  of 
education  and  I  am  certain  of  being  a  faithful  interpreter  in  tendering 
him  sincere  thanks  and  wishes  for  his  co  nplete  recovery  long  to  be 
preserved  for  the  affection  of  his  family  and  the  admiration  of  his 
fellow  citizens.  He  is  entitled  to  public  gratitude  and  his  memory 
will  ever  live,  among  us. 

Reverend  Dr.  Rexford  succeeded  him  as  member  and  chairman  of 
the  Protestant  Committee.  This  is  another  passionately  devoted  educa- 
tor returning  to  us.  The  work  of  his  predecessor  has  fallen  into  good 
hands  and  will  not  be  abandoned. 

AX  important  event 

I  would  not  forgive  myself  did  I  not  mention  an  important  change 
in  our  school  world.  The  Branch  of  Laval  University  at  Montreal 
has  obtained  its  autonomy  and  has  become  the  Montreal  University. 
Quebec  Province  will  henceforth  have  two  French  Catholic  Universities, 
which  will  be  competitors  but  not  rivals.     Like  all  our  cherished   insti- 
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tutions,  it  has  already  received  its  baptism  of  fire  but  will  rise  again 
from  its  ashes,  for  those  who  watch  over  its  cradle  are  patriots.  Our 
modest  support  is  theirs  already. 

There  is  therefore  room  to  hope.  Useless  to  pretend.  We  have 
greatly  suffered  lately,  but  we  have  weatheied  the  storm  and  a  good 
fair  wind  will  fill  our  sails.  However  we  have  but  little  changed.  We 
are  the  same  to-day  as  yesterday,  faithful  and  loyal  ''forging  anchors 
of  salvation  in  our  schools'',  (Lord  Shaughnessy)  ''building  there  solid 
intrenchments  for  good  order,  lofty  political  sentiment,  liberty  and 
civilization"  (Sir  Andrew  McPhail).

Five  schools  under  control  in  my  division  were  not  in  operation 
during  the  school  year  1918  and  1919. 

St-Zenon-du-Lac-Amqui,  1  school  ;  Shoolbred,  1  school  ;  Mann, 
1  school  ;   Restigouche  and  Sellarville,  1  school  ;   Cross  Point,  1  school. 

Progress  was  very  satisfactory  this  year  considering  the  time  lost 
through  the  influenza  epidemic.

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SUPERINTENDENT  S  REPORT 


GENERAL  REMARKS 

A  disease  of  an  infectious  nature  marked  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  1918-19,  and  worked  considerable  havoc  in  our  district.  The 
majority  of  the  schools  were  closed  during  the  months  of  October  and 
November,  and  as  a  consequence,  I  noted  little  progress  in  the  schools 
which  I  visited  in  January  and  the  beginning  of  February. 

I  made  282  visits  and  gave  lectures  at  15  places  to  the  teachers. 

Two  school  houses  were  built  and  accepted  last  fall  ;  one  at  St. 
Celestin  and  the  other  at  Notre  Dame  de  Pierreville.  This  last  one  is 
entitled  to  special  notice.  It  is  a  large  and  magnificent  building  and 
was  constructed  with  very  limited  resources,  thanks  to  the  untiring 
devotedness  of  the  pastor,  Rev.  F.  X.  Letendre.  Fairly  good  repairs  were 
made  on  the  Brothers'  school  at  Nicolet,  with  the  understanding  that  it 
will  be  rebuilt  as  soon  as  possible. 

I  wish  to  draw  your  attention  again  this  year  to  the  small  encourage- 
ment that  is  given  to  the  teachers  of  my  district,  A  salar}^  of  SI 25  is 
still  paid  to  some  of  the  teachers  in  spite  of  the  high  cost  of  living. 
This  state  of  affairs  will  continue  as  long,  I  think,  as  a  minimum  salary 
has  not  been  fixed.  I  regret  to  say  that  there  is  one  municipality  in  which 
the  teachers  did  not  regularh^  receive  this  small  allowance. 

I  took  great  care  to  collect  school  statistics.  I  corrected  as  much  as 
possible  the  figures  sent  me  by  the  secretary,  and  I  hope  that  the  differ- 
ence in  our  figures  will  not  be  so  great  this  year.  I  regret  to  say  that 
the  secretaries  do  not  do  their  whole  duty  in  this  respect. 

I  recommend  the  following  municipalities  as  being  entitled  to  aid 
from  the  special  grant. 

St.  Joachim  and  Notre  Dame  de  Pierre\ille,  village,  in  the  county  of 
Yamaska  ;  St,  Samuel,  St.  Sylvere  and  St.  Leonard,  in  the  county  of 
Nicolet. 

I  trust  that  these  few  remarks  together  with  the  numerous  statistics 
supplied  below  will  suffice. 
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These  five  municipalities  deserved  the  special  grant: 
Notre-Dame-de-Pierreville,   village,    county  of    Yamaska,    $60.00; 
St-Samuel,  county  of  Nicolet,    $50.00;    St-Raphael,  county  of    Nicolet, 
$40.00;  Nicolet,  town,  county  of  Nicolet.  $35.00;  St-Leonard,  county  of 
Nicolet,    $30.00.

GENERAL    REMARKS. 

In  most  instances,  I  gave  the  parish  priests  communication  of  the 
statistics  of  their  respective  parishes  in  order  to  enable  them  to  appre- 
ciate the  school  situation  at  its  proper  value.  I  must  say  that  these 
tables  represent  the  exact  situation  of  my  division.  I  took  the  greatest 
care  in  compiling  these  statistics  and  made  sure  of  their  accuracy.  If, 
in  the  past,  some  secretary-treasurers  contented  themselves  with 
copying  their  census  from  the  parish  priest's,  which  was  not  such  a  bad 
thing  after  all,  it  never  occurred  to  them  to  give  me  the  enrolment 
figures  for  those  of  the  census.  The  secretalry-treasurers  of  this  county, 
on  the  whole,  perform  their  duties  properly.  With  the  new  school 
amendments  we  shall  have  the  best  possible  statistics,  as  near  perfecti  on 
as  can  be. 

The  educative  side  is  always  the  weak  point  in  our  small  rural 
schools.  And  yet,  in  my  lectures,  I  never  cease  to  repeat  that  the 
school  for  young  pupils  is  also  a  training  place  where  the  child  must 
acquire  good  habits  and  good  manners,  while  learning  the  elements  of 
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reading,  history,  geography,  etc.,  etc.  I  understand  that  this  responsi- 
bility does  not  rest  with  the  teacher  alone,  but  it  is  none  the  less  true 
that  she  does  not  always  possess  the  necessary  qualifications  which 
must  be  the  basis  of  all  her  teaching. 

The  remedy  I  propose  is  to  have  more  boarding  schools.  Then, 
with  the  establishment  of  a  normal  school  at  their  head,  we  should 
get  choice  teachers. 

It  is  a  mistake,  in  my  opinion,  to  try  to  get  a  diploma  without 
spending  some  years  in  a  boarding  school,  if  it  can  be  done.  Now, 
there  is  a  tendency  to  this.  It  must  be  done  quickly  and  expense 
must  be  avoided.  The  boarding  school,  where  order,  regularity,  good 
habits  and  reflective  living  reign,  is  an  institution  in  which  one  seems 
to  lose  interest  too  easily.  I  always  consider  things  from  the  standpoint 
of  my  own  division.  This  tendency  should  be  resisted  and  no  one  should 
try  for  a  teacher's  diploma  without  going  through  a  normal  school  or 
a  boarding  school. 

I  cannot  avoid  giving  honourable  mention  to  the  work  of  an  excellent 
young  teacher  in  the  most  remote  school  of  the  back  range  of  a  parish 
and  taking  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  show  how  it  is  possible 
to  teach  hand  work  in  our  rural  schools.  I  had  finished  my  inspection 
when  this  young  lady  asked  me  to  look  at  the  sewing  done  by  her  older 
pupils,  none  of  whom  were  over  12  years  of  age. 

I  was  delighted  with  it.  Then  we  went  to  the  school  garden,  one 
of  the  finest  in  my  division.  The  sight  of  the  band  of  young  children 
in  perfect  line  at  the  head  of  their  little  garden  plots,  with  their  modest 
teacher,  was  in  my  eyes  a  picture  far  exceeding  in  grandeur  the  limits 
of  its  rustic  framing.  May  this  example,  w^hich  I  hold  out  to  school 
commissioners  and  parents,  find  many  imitators !  This  class  represents 
the  type  of  the  real  rural  school. 

The  first  model  school  for  boys  under  control,  if  the  Brothers  college 
at  Roberval  be  excepted,  was  built  at  St.  Prime  during  the  past  year. 
It  is  a  fine  building  two  stories  high  with  two  class-rooms  and  a  lodging. 
The  intention  of  the  founders  is  to  have  the  teaching  of  agriculture  the 
chief  feature.  If  the  master  carries  this  out,  the  school  commission 
will  provide  a  garden,  an  apiary  and  a  poultry-house.  These,  with  a 
visit  to  the  principal  farms  in  the  parish,  will  constitute  the  agricultural 
teaching.     I  wish  the  greatest  success  to  this  institution  and  I  congra- 
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tulate  the  school  board  and  especially  Abbe  Joseph  Savard,  the  devoted 
parish  priest,  who  takes  a  sincere  interest  in  education. 

To  these  few  remarks,  I  add  :  1.  the  list  of  the  most  deserving 
municipalities  ;  2.  that  of  the  most  deserving  teachers  ;  3.  the  classi- 
fication of  municipalities  in  order  of  merit.

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GENERAL   REMARKS 

One  hundred  and  forty-eight  schools  under  control  were  in  operation 
during  the  year,  but  5  of  them  were  closed  for  some  weeks  owing  to  illness 
of  the  teachers  or  pupils.  If  I  allude  to  the  influenza  epidemic,  I  must 
admit  that  all  were  closed  for  9  more  or  less  lengthy  period  :  some  for 
15  days,  others  for  3  or  4  months  ;  some  were  even  closed  twice.  Never- 
theless progress  did  not  suffer  too  much,  thanks  to  the  devotedness 
and  work  of  the  teachers  who  redoubled  their  efforts  to  make  up  for  the 
time  lost. 

Four  other  schools  were  closed  because  there  were  not  enough 
children. 

On  the  other  hand,  a  new  district  was  formed  in  the  municipality 
of  St-Hubert  ;  three  classes  were  added  :  one  in  the  model  school  of 
N  -D  -du-Lac  ;  one  in  the  model  school  of  Riviere  Bleue,  and  one  in 
school  No.  1  of  St-Modeste. 

With  the  exception  of  the  influenza  epidemic,  which  caused  great 
ravage  in  some  localities,  also  various  hardships  affecting  the  material 
welfare  of  rural  parishes,  and  poverty,  I  may  say  that  no  important  event 
occurred  during  the  year. 

But  little  building  of  school  houses  was  done  ;  the  rebuilding  or 
restoration  which  required  to  be  done  was  put  off  until  later.  Never- 
theless I  hasten  to  say  that  St-Hubert  built  three  in  a  remote  range  ; 
it  also  thoroughly  repaired  its  model  school  which  is  now  a  credit  to  it 
in  every  respect. 

The  providing  of  improved  desks  for  the  classes  is  proceeding 
rather  slowly,  however. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that,  as  a  rule,  not  only  are  the  schools  under  my 
supervision  well  kept,  but  that  progress  is  becoming  more  and  more 
manifest. 

The  number  of  teachers  without  diplomas  has  markedly  decreased 
during  the  year  owing,  I  think,  to  the  increase  in  salaries. 

I  once  more  thank  the  parish  priest  and  commissioners  who  accom- 
panied me  when  I  visited  their  schools.  It  is  hard  to  realize  the  good 
which  these  visits  of  the  priests  or  commissioners  with  the  inspector, 
can  do  ;  while  adding  to  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion,  it  accustoms 
the  pupils  to  answer  with  more  assurance  and  consequently  to  prepare 
themselves  well  by  study  ;  especially  when  it  is  known  that  the  inspector 
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will  be  accompanied  by  the  parish  priest  or  the  commissioners,  both 
teachers  and  pupils  work  their  best  to  be  successful  and  often  the  report 
spreads  from  school  to  school  that  the  pupils  of  Miss  N.  have  passed 
a  good  examination.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

There  is  room  for  improvement  in  several  of  the  schools  of  my 
district.  The  commissioners  delay  building  or  repairing  schools  under 
the  pretext  of  the  high  cost  of  materials.  The  inspector's  authority  is 
often  overborne  by  some  secret  influences.  I  am  pleased  to  state, 
however,  that  St.  James'  parish  built  two  brick  schoolhouses  last 
summer.  Bouchard  island  also  built  a  pretty  schoolhouse  for  its 
children. 

The  furniture  and  appliances  of  the  school  are  being  gradually 
improved.  Fifty-two  schools  have  been  provided  with  sets  of  Vidal- 
Lablache  maps.  There  are  two  blackboards  in  most  of  the  schools, 
a  globe,  arithmeticon,  wall  reading  charts  and,  in  some  schools,  there 
are  fraction  maps. 

A  workman  cannot  work  without  tools.  When  the  teachers  will 
have  all  they  need  they  will  be  able  to  do  good  work.  Much  zeal  and 
devotedness  are  shown  by  our  rural  school  teachers.  If  there  is  any 
want  of  success,  it  is  due  :  1.  to  lack  of  assiduity  ;  2.  to  lack  of  equip- 
ment ;  3.  to  the  too  frequent  changing  of  teachers  ;  4.  to  want  of 
experience  on  the  part  of  teachers. 

When  the  children  are  sent  regularly  to  school,  when  the  schools 
are  provided  with  necessary  equipment,  when  school  commissioners 
know  how  to  select  a  good  teacher  and  pay  her,  we  shall  have  better 
schools  and  teachers  who  will  make  teaching  a  life  career. 

The  influenza  epidemic  worked  considerable  havoc  in  the  schools. 
You  will  note  by  the  classified  table  hereunder  that  the  notes 
are  lower  than  those  of  last  vear.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

The  37  municipalities  of  my  inspection  division  have  97  elementary 
schools,  7  model  schools,  and  4  independent  institutions.     The  enrol-     \ 
ment  was  5,125,  being  67%  of  the  children  of  school  age. 

Through  the  devotedness  of  our  religious  and  lay  teachers,  the 
average  attendance  (68.45%)  was  greater  than  last  year  and  the  progress 
made  by  the  pupils  was  not  lessened,  notwithstanding  the  epidemic 
which  kept  children  away  from  school  during  a  large  part  of  the  autumn. 
Thus  Providence  helps  those  who  resign  themselves  to  Divine  will.  May 
it  induce  our  school  commissions  to  better  reward  their  teachers  a  great 
many  of  whom  do  not  get  enough  for  their  daily  subsistance! 

It  seems  to  me  that  $300.00  a  year  is  too  small  an  amount  for  a  girl 
with  a  diploma. 

Our  country  teachers  need  encouragement  and  I  therefore  ask  the 
parish  priests  and  commissioners  to  visit  the  schools  under  their  control 
at  least  twice  a  year.  Such  visits  will  do  much  good  to  the  teachers 
and  stimulate  their  efforts  by  encouraging  the  assiduity,  application 
and  success  of  their  pupils  while  shaking  off  the  apathy  of  some  families 
which  neglect  their  children's  education. 

I  am  thankful  to  the  school  boards  which  send  representatives 
when  I  visit  the  schools.  Unfortunately,  too  many  neglect  this  import- 
ant duty.  They  should  take  advantage  of  this  opportunity  to  ascer- 
tain the  competency  of  the  teachers  they  engage,  the  general  progress 
in  the  schools  and  the  defects  that  may  exist  in  the  building  of  their 
schoolhouses,  the  imperfections  in  the  school  furniture  and  appliances, 
etc.,  which  are  so  many  obstacles  to  the  intellectual  development 
of  the  pupils. 

The  teachers  who  have  most  distinguished  themselves  in  teaching 
this  year  are  :  the  Misses  Maria  Lavigne,  Marie  Laure  Gauthier, 
Melanie  Malouin,  M.  A.  McCart,  Albertine  Mousseau,  Gladys  Carlin, 
Bertha  Ellis,  Marie  Robert,  Rose  Anna  Boudreau,  jVlarie-Lse  Richard, 
Emma  Denomme,  Corinne  Trepanier  and  Mrs.  Anna  Raymond. 
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In  accordance  with  the  amendment  made  to  the  Education  Act 

last  session,  the  secretary-treasurers  are  required  to  take  the  census  in 

January  instead  of  in  September.     I  hope  this  will  be  strictly  observed 

and  that  I  shall  not  have  to  revert  to  the  matter.

GENERAL    RAMARKS. 

New  schoolhouses  are  being  built  at  Godbout,  English  Point, 
Thunder  River,  the  Dock  and  East  Aguanis.  The}^  will  be  ready  for 
the  opening  of  schools  in  September. 

At  Magpie,  a  meeting  of  ratepayers  held  under  the  inspector's 
direction  decided  to  put  their  municipality  in  accordance  with  the  regu- 
lations, A  new  schoolhouse  will  be  built  on  a  spot  more  convenient 
for  the  village  pupils. 

The  Godbout  school  and  one  of  the  two  in  the  municipaHty  of 
Natashquan,  were  closed  this  year  through  lack  of  teachers 

The  students  of  the  training  school  for  teachers  at  Esquimaux 
Point  under  the  Quebec  Sisters  of  Charity  do  excellent  work.  This 
school  promises  to  become  a  nursery  of  school  teachers  whereof  this 
inspection  division  is  in  great  need.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 

For  several  years  I  have  insisted  upon  the  attendance  roll  being 
properly  kept  and  if  so  many  female'  teachers  are  still  unable  to  establish 
the  monthly  average  attendance,  to  properly  fill  out  the  form  of  their 
annual  reports  for  the  school  inspector  and  the  secretary  of  the  school 
municipality,  it  is  because  they  do  not  give  the  necessary  attention 
to  the  doing  of  this  important  work. 

Before  my  second  \dsit,  by  a  circular  letter  addressed  to  the  direc- 
tresses of  the  various  educational  institutions  in  my  division,  I 
requested  them  to  clearly  explain  to  candidates  for  a  teacher's  diploma 
the  importance  of  properly  keeping  the  attendance  roll  and  carefully 
making  out  the  yearly  reports  of  each  school. 

In  making  out  the  table  of  the  classification  of  municipalities, 
I  have  taken  S300.00  as  the  maximum  salary  to  be  paid  to  every  female 
teacher  to  enable  to  live  according  to  her  condition  in  life. 

The  salaries  of  SI 75. 00  still  paid  by  some  municipalities  in  my 
division  show  nothing  but  narrowmindedness  and  stinginess  in  the 
school  commissioners  of  those  locahties. 

The  follo'w'ing  is  the  Ust  of  deserving  municipalities  and  of  teachers 
who  have  deserved  a  bonus.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 

Courses  of  pedagogy  have  been  established  by  the  Faculty  of 
Laval  University  with  the  support  of  the  Montreal  School  Commission. 
This  is  due  chiefly  to  the  efforts  of  Rev.  Sister  Ste-Anne-Marie  of  the 
Congregation  of  Notre-Dame. 

Their  chief  object,  as  indicated  by  their  name,  is  to  complete  or 
perfect  the  professional  training  of  religious  and  lay  teachers  of  both 
sexes. 

I  was  pleased  to  find  that  they  had  been  followed  by  nearly  all  the 
teachers  of  my  division  and  that  a  good  many  had,  in  addition,  done 
the  literary  or  pedagogical  work  required  of  them. 

These  courses  are  given,  free  of  charge,  by  competent  and  expe- 
rienced men. 

Success  has  been  obtained  during  the  year  and  better  results  may 
be  expected  for  the  future. 

Special  pedagogical  diplomas  will  be  awarded  at  the  end  of  the 
third  year,  and  certificates  of  competency  at  the  end  of  the  second  year, 
for  those  who  succeed  in  the  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Only  teachers  with  academy  or  model  school  diplomas  can  compete 
for  the  certificate  and  the  holding  of  a  superior  school  diploma  pre- 
supposes an  academy  diploma. 

Teachers  obtaining  the  certificate  will  get  a  yearly  bonus  of  $40.00 
if  they  have  an  academy  diploma  and  $25.00  if  they  have  only  the  model 
school  diploma. 

They  who  obtain  the  superior  school  diploma  will  get  a  yearly  bonus 
of  $100.00. 

As  may  be  seen,  these  courses  are  calculated  to  create  much  emula- 
tion for  work  among  teachers  and  consequently  among  the  pupils  in 
oul"  schools,  because  teachers  who  love  work  know  how  to  inspire  a 
taste  for  it  among  the  children  under  their  care. 

The  course  lasts  three  years,  but  teachers  who  have  less  leisure 
may  take  a  longer  time  in  preparing  for  the  examinations.  The  impor- 
tant point  is  to  cover  the  full  programme  of  each  year. 

Lessons  are  given  from  the  beginning  of  October  to  the  end  of 
April  : 

(a)  For  all,  at  2  P.  M.  on  Saturday,  at  Laval  University  ; 

(6)  For  female  teachers,  at  9  A.  M.  on  Saturday,  at  the  mother 
house  of  the  Congregation  of  Notre-Dame, 
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They  are  given  in  French  and  in  English  at  both  places. 

1st  year  (a).— Practical  teaching  in  the  teacher's  own  class  ;  (b) 
Explanation  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  (1915 
edition)  and  of  the  pedagogical  directions  they  contain  ;  (c)  writing 
and  correcting  five  compositions  on  pedagogics. 

2nd  year  (a).— ^Practical  teaching  as  in  the  first  year  ;  (6)  Explana- 
tion of  2nd  part  (Books  III  and  IV)  of  Mgr  Ross'  Manuel  de  Pedagogie  ; 
(c)  Writing  and  correcting  six  compositions  on  pedagogics. 

3rd  year.— (a)  Practical  teaching  as  in  the  two  previous  years  ; 
(6)  Explanation  of  the  first  part  (Books  I  and  II)  of  Mgr  Ross'  Manuel 
de  Pedagogie  ;  (c)  Writing  out  and  sustaining  a  thesis  on  a  pedagogical 
subject  chosen  by  the  candidate  and  approved  by  the  directors  of  the 
course  ;     (d)  Explanation  of  four  pedagogical  texts. 

Object. — (a)  An  examination  in  practical  teaching  is  held  every 
year  by  the  school  \dsitors  and  inspectors.  Their  visits  must  be  made 
separately  and  the  combined  notes  constitute  the  result. 

(6)  During  the  first  days  of  July  a  written  examination  is  also 
held  which  is  presided  over  by  delegates  chosen  by  the  board  of  directors. 
It   consists  : 

(1)  In  the  first  year,  of  a  composition  on  a  pedagogical  subject  and 
of  questions  on  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  ; 

(2)  In  the  second  year,  of  a  composition  on  a  pedagogical  subject 
and  of  questions  concerning  the  second  year's  course  of  study  ; 

(3)  In  the  third  year,  of  the  sustaining  of  the  thesis  written  by 
the  candidate  ; 

(c)  In  the  third  year  an  examination  is  held,  before  a  jury  of  at 
least  three  members,  on  the  first  part  of  Mgr'  Ross  Manual  and  on  the 
four  pedagogical  texts. 

I  cannot  omit  mentioning  that,  through  the  death  of  Mr.  Patrick 
Ahern,  the  principal  of  the  Sarsfield  school,  the  commission  of  ]\lont- 
real  has  lost  one  of  its  most  devoted  and  distinguished  principals.  His 
memory  will  always  be  cherished  in  Montreal,  but  especially  in  the 
St.  Charles,  St.  Gabriel,  St.  Anne  and  Verdun  wards.

2.  to  the  interpretation  by  teachers  and  secretaries  of  the  categories  of 
children  from  5  to  7  years,  from  7  to  14,  from  14  to  16  and  from  16  to  18 ; 

3.  to  the  fact  that,  in  many  families,  the  parents  count  the  year  in 
which  the  child  goes  to  school  as  the  full  year  ;  4.  to  the  fact  that 
some  secretaries  do  not  take  the  census  themselves  or  neglect  to  count 
the  children  from  16  to  18  years  of  age.

GENERAL    REMARKS 


WORK  TO  BE    DONE 


Having  been  appointed  on  the  8th  Januan'.  to  replace  Mr. 
L.  Longtin,  the  successor  of  the  late  lamented  ^Ir.  J.  E.  Lefebvre,  I 
endeavoured  to  ascertain,  as  well  as  I  could,  the  pedagogical  organiza- 
tion and  present  needs  of  my  division.  This  is  difficult  work  because 
it  is  both  new  and  long.  The  object  of  this  work  is  to  make  a  detailed 
study  of  its  material  and  pedagogical  condition,  to  obtain  an  intimate 
knowledge  of  the  private  and  public  initiatives  of  the  various  localities, 
of  the  various  opinions  of  the  inhabitants  regaiding  public  instruction 
and  to  clearly  understand  the  result  of  such  different  opinions. 

I  have  not  the  sUghtest  intention  to  claim  that  I  have  comple- 
ted this  work  since  my  appointment.  This  year,  I  have  chiefly  devoted 
myself  to  ascertaining  the  degree  of  advancement  among  the  pupils  the 
methods  followed,  and  the  manner  of  preparing  class  work  by  the  tea- 
chers. I  also,  as  far  as  circumstances  allowed,  devoted  special  attention 
to  the  material  condition  of  the  schools,  the  furniture  and  school  ap- 
pliances. 

I  shall  continue  this  work  of  research,  of  analysis  and  various  studies 
until  I  am  thoroughly  famiUar  with  the  pedagogical,  intellectual  and 
material  condition  of  my  division  in  all  its  details.  ^Meanwhile,  I  shall 
concentrate  my  efforts  on  filling  the  most  apparent  gaps  and  renew- 
ing every  thing  that  appears  too  old  from  the  standpoint  both  of  me- 
thods and  of  the  schools,  furniture  and  appliances. 


SE  CBET  ARY-TRE  ASURE  RS 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  secretary-treasurers  all  perform  their 
duties  properly  with  the  exception  of  three  of  whom  I  have  great  reason 
4. 
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to  complain  of,  not  only  because  they  do  not  make  out  their  reports  and 
send  them  to  me  in  time,  but  also  because  they  refuse  to  give  me  expla- 
nations when  I  ask  for  them.  The  others  realize  the  importance  of  their 
office  as  well  as  the  great  responsibility  it  entails.  I  find  in  their  various 
kinds  of  work  accuracy  and  clearness  which  does  them  credit.  These 
excellent  qualities  greatly  facilitate  my  work.  Ever  eager  to  give  me 
the  information  I  need,  they  are  the  faithful  and  sincere  interpreters  of 
the  sentiments  and  opinions  of  the  corporations  that  employ  them. 

PEDAGOGICAL  LECTURES 

In  compliance  with  the  wish  you  expressed,  I  gave  lectures  to  the 
teachers,  but  unfortunately  I  had  to  discontinue,  owing  to  epidemics  of 
influenza  and  scarlet  fever,  the  bad  condition  of  the  roads  and  lack  of 
time.  At  all  the  lectures  I  gave,  besides  the  teachers  who  made  it  a  duty 
to  attend,  I  was  always  honoured  by  the  presence  of  several  commisioners 
and  a  great  many  citizens.  These  conferences  revealed  two  facts  to  me  : 
1.  that  the  public  may  be  made  to  take  much  interest  by  speaking  to 
them  about  primary  education  and  that,  if  there  were  more  of  these  lec- 
tures, the  mentality  of  our  country  people  would  be  altered  by  dispelling 
a  great  many  prejudices  under  which  they  labour  ;  2.  that  the  majo- 
rity of  the  female  teachers  who  attend,  pay  but  little  attention.  To 
remedy  this  I  thought  I  might  do  what  is  done  in  a  sister  province,  name- 
ly :  1.  after  giving  warning  at  the  beginning,  direct  one  of  the  teachers  to 
write  a  paper  on  the  lecture  for  the  next  teachers'  meeting ;  2.  ask  another 
to  write  something,  not  taking  more  than  ten  or  fifteen  minutes  on  some 
pedagogical  subject  which  she  also  would  read  at  the  next  meeting. 
This  is  a  new  feature,  I  admit,  and  I  expect  much  good  from  it.  They  to 
whom  I  addressed  myself  eagerly  complied  with  my  wishes  and  most  of 
them  told  me  that  this  new  proceeding  would  be  of  great  advantage  to 
them  and  would  give  them  an  opportunity  of  going  over  what  they  had 
to  learn  when  qualifying  as  teachers. 

By  this  means  the  lectures  will  be  made  much  more  attractive  and 
interesting  through  the  variety  of  subjects  treated.  They  will  enable 
the  commissioners  and  the  public  to  better  judge  of  the  value  and  compe- 
tence of  those  whom  they  choose  for  teaching  their  children  and  both  the 
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teachers  and  the  inspector  will  have  worked  together  imperceptibly 
for  the  same  end  to  educate  the  people,  to  make  them  take  an  interest  in 
what  concerns  the  mind,  and  to  learn  themselves. 


schoolhouses 

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  my  predecessor,  my  division  has  a  great 
many  fine  schoolhouses  with  the  best  of  furniture  and  appliances.  There 
are  still  a  few  old  fashioned  buildings  here  and  there  which  will  soon  be 
done  away  with,  for  the  commissioners  have  formally  promised  me  this. 
Improvements  and  repairs  are  being  made  everywhere  notwithstanding 
the  excessive  cost  of  materials,  I  found  no  dirty  schoolhouses  anywhere  ; 
the  great  advantages  of  sanitation  seem  to  be  better  understood  in  all 
places  and  it  is  being  attended  to. 

Besides  keeping  the  class-rooms  healthy,  the  teachers  add  decora- 
tions which  please  the  children  and  develop  a  taste  for  the  beautiful.  This 
is  an  excellent  way  of  making  the  children  remain  longer  at  school  and 
I  warmly  congratulate  the  teachers  who  do  this. 

teachers 


I  am  happy  to  say  that,  out  of  a  staff  of  238,  only  two  failed  in  their 
duty.  Notwithstanding  the  little  sympiathy  most  of  them  get  in  the 
places  where  they  have  to  live  and  give  their  valuable  services,  as  well  as 
unfair  criticism  and  calomny,  all  perform  their  task  with  zeal,  devotedness 
and  abnegation  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 

SALARIES 

The  teacher's  value  is  not  sufficiently  appreciated  as  a  rule.  I  am 
sorry  to  say  there  is  in  my  division,  one  parish,  not  the  poorest  (St. 
Philomene)  which  values  its  teachers'  services  at  $175.00  a  year.  This 
is  shameful.  With  this  exception  there  is  a  strong  tendency  everywhere 
to  increase  the  salaries. 
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THE   TEACHING   OF   ENGLISH 

Although  Enghsh  is  taught  everywhere,  I  do  not  consider  that  it  is 
sufficiently  taught.  I  called  the  teachers'  attention  to  this  and  in  my 
report  to  the  commissioners  I  request  them  to  see  that  a  little  more  time 
be  given  to  it  in  future.  In  doing  this  I  point  out  to  them  that  speaking 
English  is  what  should  be  taught  French-Canadian  children. 

My  di\'ision  is  largely  bilingual,  and  as  the  great  majority  of  the 
children  will  live  as  farmers  or  carry  on  some  kind  of  business  where  they 
were  born  they  should  not  be  put  in  a  position  of  inferiority  but  should 
be  taught  this  second  language  which  they  quickly  learn. 

CHANGING  TEACHERS 

This  old  custom  prevails  everywhere  and  is  a  great  evil.  It  para- 
lyses the  progress  of  the  children  in  the  primary  schools,  causes  them 
to  lose  taste  for  study  and,  lastly,  keeps  them  away  from  school.  Wretched 
salaries,  interested  preference,  favoritism,  incompetent  commissioners 
and  the  people's  indifference  for  education  are  the  root  of  the  evil.  This 
year,  one  third  of  my  teachers  will  be  changed  for  one  or  the  other  of  the 
above  reasons.  The  same  organization  has  always  to  be  done  over 
again. 

SCHOOL    GARDENS 

There  are  very  few  of  these  ;  no  importance  seems  to  be  attached  to 
them  although  there  is  much  to  be  said  in  their  favour.  It  is  very  neces- 
sary at  the  present  time  to  get  our  country  children  to  like  farm  work. 
National  reconstruction,  so  much  spoken  of,  will  not  be  attained  before 
we  have  more  young  men  fitting  the  soil  to  produce  food.  The  practical 
teaching  of  agriculture  cannot  but  have  a  good  influence  on  young  chil- 
dren's minds  and  give  them  a  liking  for  a  farmer's  life. 
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INSUFFICIENCY  Ot    MALE  LAY  TEACHERS 

My  statistics  show  that  I  have  only  five  male  lay  teachers,  which 
is  not  enough.  Without  wishing  in  any  way  to  undervalue  women's 
teaching,  I  consider  it  very  disadvantageous  to  confide  the  teaching  of 
boys  13,  14  and  15  years  of  age  in  our  model  schools  to  women,  instead 
of  to  men.  I  have  always  thought  that  it  takes  a  man  to  teach  men, 
and  I  still  think  so.  I  therefore  greatly  regret  that  the  commissioners 
confide  the  education  of  the  boys  in  model  schools  to  women  instead  of 
to  men,  in  order  to  save  a  few  dollars.  I  intend  to  take  up  this  question 
next  fall  with  the  commissioners  and  to  make  every  effort  to  get  them 
to  change  their  minds. 

WORK    AND    SUCCESS 

I  cannot  conclude  this  report  without  saying  a  word  about  the  work 
done  and  the  success  obtained.  The  schools  reopened  after  having  been 
closed  for  two  -months  en  account  of  the  influenza  epidemic.  All  had 
to  be  begun  over  again,  so  the  teachers  set  to  work  teaching  only  what 
was  most  necessary  and  leaving  details  aside,  and  probably  no  more  prac- 
tical teaching  was  ever  given  Class  work  was  well  prepared,  recapitula- 
tion was  judiciously  done  and  discipline  strictly  maintained.  In  many 
places  the  teachers  helped  the  children  in  studying  morning  and  evening. 
All  this  devotedness,  zeal  and  generous  efforts  met  with  full  success.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

There  is  a  marked  increase  in  the  average  of  salaries  : 

Male  religious  teachers,  model  schools $  20 .  33 

Female    religious    teachers,    model    schools 10.25 

Female  lay  teachers,  elementary  schools 26 .  55 

Female    lay    teachers     model    schools 31 .00 

Many  municipalities  have,  without  too  much  hesitation,  consider- 
ably increased  their  female  teachers"  salaries  ;  the  Lake  St.  Joseph 
commission  deserves  special  mention,  however,  for,  in  order  to  have 
the  services  of  a  very  good  teacher,  it  has  raised  the  salary  from  §275  00 
to  S300.00.  During  the  year  the  teacher  was  serioush'  ill  with  influenza 
and  had  to  stay  three  months  in  a  hospital  ;  the  commissioners  sent 
her  a  cheque  for  S30.00  at  the  end  of  each  month  and  paid  the  same 
salary  to  the  one  who  replaced  her. 

This  generous  act  makes  up  for  the  stinginess  shown  in  some  places 
where  they  stopped  the  salary  of  teachers  who  were  unluckly  enough  to 
be  ill  with  influenza  and  were  unable  to  teach  for  some  days. 

The  average  attendance  was  1^2  P^^'  ^^^^  l^ss  than  last  year,  but 
it  was  nevertheless  very  good  under  the  circumstances  ;  the  progress 
made  was  afso  slightly  less  than  in  previous  years  ;  all  this  was  due 
to  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Three  female  teachers  without  diplomas  taught  in  three  smaller 
schools  ;  all  the  French-Canadian  nuns  who  teach  have  a  normal  school 
diploma  or  one  from  the  central  board  of  examiners.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 


The  municipality  of  Lac  Chat  now  only  exists  in  name,  its  popula- 
tion not  being  large  enough  to  support  a  school. 

The  teachers  in  the  village  of  Saint-Thuribe  only  receive  $100.00 
a  year.  This  decreases  considerably  the  average  for  model  school 
salaries. 

There  were  not  many  improvements  made  in  my  district  this  year, 
Some  municipalities  whose  assessment  is  low  complain  of  the  high  cost 
of  Uving,  but  are  only  paying  30%  of  the  salaries.  Some  undertook 
to  improve  their  schools  without  the  authorization  of  the  Department 
or  of  the  school  inspector  and  only  succeeded  in  diminishing  the  value 
of  their  schools.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 


In  regard  to  this  statistical  summary,  I  can  say  that  the  figures 
contained  therein  are  accurate  and  moreover,  they  are  complete,  save, 
nevertheless,  that  those  which  relate  to  the  children  of  the  city  of  Sher- 
brooke  are  based  on  the  figures  of  1918-1919.  The  school  commission 
for  that  city  is  now  taking  the  census  for  1919-1920. 

The  salaries  for  teachers  are  becoming  more  satisfactory  every  year. 
In  the  year. just  ended,  some  school  commissions  have  again  increased 
salaries  in  quite  a  substantial  manner  ;  thus,  in  Stoke,  the  salary  of  all 
the  teachers  was  raised  from  $200  to  S330  ;  in  North  Stukely  and  St- 
Georges-de- Windsor,  it  was  raised  from  $175  to  $200  ;  in  St-Elie-d'Or- 
ford,  from  $180  to  $200.  Elsewhere,  as  in  Windsor  Mills,  Windsor, 
Shifton,  Cleveland,  Lawrenceville,  Melbourne  &  Brompton  Gore,  the 
increase  was  limited  to  certain  schools.  The  teacher  of  school  No  1  of 
Melbourne  &  Brompton-Gore,  received,  last  year,  the  highest  salary 
that  was  paid  to  any  teacher  in  my  district :  $380,  an  increase  of  $60  over 
that  of  last  year. 

I  reported  last  year  that  there  were  9  municiDalities  who  paid  their 
teachers  less  than  $200.  The  number  has  been  reduced  to  5  this  year. 
These  five  are  :  Kingsey  Falls,  Kingsey,  St-Pierre-de-Durham,  St-Ful- 
gence-de-Durham  and  Ste-Ghristine.  Apart  from  these  five  muni- 
cipalities where  salaries  are  still  limited  to  $175,  everywhere  else  the 
teachers  receive  a  salary  of  $200  and  over. 

I  wish  to  compliment  the  school  commissioners  of  my  district  for  the 
zeal  displayed  by  them  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  duties  of  their  office 
and  the  interest  taken  by  them  in  the  progress  of  the  schools.  There  are 
still,  however,  a  large  number,  who,  notwithstanding  the  inspector's 
exhortation,  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  encouraging  the  schools  by 
visiting  them  twice  a  year  and  they  omit  to  make  the  first  term  visit. 
The  Education  Act,  nevertheless,  prescribes  two  visits.  When  made 
regularly,  these  visits  stimulate  the  pupils  and  teachers,  and  sometimes 
are  a  help  to  the  latter.  , 
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The  teachers  acquitted  themselves  conscientiously  during  the  year 
and,  notwitstanding  the  disturbance  caused  last  fall  by  the  influenza 
epidemic,  the  maintenance  of  the  schools,  in  general,  gave  satisfaction. 

The  following  classification  is  the  result  of  the  examinations  I  held  : 

Excellent  schools  :  39  ;  Very  Good  schools  :  74  ;  Good  schools  :  48  ; 
Middling  schools  :  13  ;  Bad  schools  :  3. 

Some  schools  are  excluded  from  this  classifications  because,  for  one 
reason  or  another,  they  were  found  closed  at  the  time  of  my  second  visit. 

The  teachers  who  excelled  in  teaching  are  :  Mrs  J. -A.  Talbot,  Misses 
Emma  Martel,  Elmira  Beauchemin,  Yvonne  Desmarais,  Germaine 
Desmarais,  Rose-de-Lima  Peloquin,  Maria  Fournier,  Aimela  Desmarais, 
Aurore  Champagne,  Alexina  ]\lalenfant,  Irma  Racicot,  Philomene  Gen- 
dreau,  Nelida  Champagne,  Donalda  St-Pierre,  Adela  Gamache,  Eveline 
Dubuc,  Opportune  Gendreau,  Amanda  Brouillard,  Laura  Bourassa. 
Sara  LachapeJle,  Yvonne  Reid,  Albina  Manseau  and  Orise  Desruisseaux. 

All  the  above  teachers  .received  a  bonus  of  S20,  except  Miss  Orise 
Desruisseaux  whose  bonus  was  limited  to  S15  on  account  of  the  lack  of 
funds. 

Other  teachers  have  equal  or  nearly  equal  merit  with  those  whom 
I  have  mentioned  and,  nevertheless,  I  could  not  give  them  a  bonus, 
because  of  the  too  limited  number.  I  would  like  to  mention  among  the 
most  meritorious  :  the  ^Misses  Lydia  Chandonnet,  Juliette  Arpin,  Emi- 
lienne  Morel,  Alma  Croteau,  Jeanne  Jauron,  Marie- Anne  Blanchet, 
Beatrice  Cormier,  Maria  Dupuis,  and  I  might  name  others.  These 
teachers  worked  hard  during  the  year  hoping  to  receive  a  bonus  and 
great,  I  am  sure,  will  be  their  disappointment  when  ihey  learn  that 
they  have  not  received  any.  There  will  be  thus  great  joy  for  some 
and  great  disappointment  for  others.  This  is  one  of  the  great 
disadvantage  of  this  system  of  bonuses.  It  also  awakens  many  suspicions 
against  the  integrity  of  the  inspector,  and  excites,  in  some  instances, 
bitter  spite,  all  of  which  is  of  a  nature  to  discredit  him  with  the  teachers, 
school  commissioners  and  people  generally.     But  to  ask  to  have  these 
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bonuses  suppressed  on  account  of  the  disadvantages  to  which  they  are 
liable,  or  to  increase  the  number  so  as  to  give  satisfaction,  not  to  every- 
body, but,  at  least  to  all  praiseworthy  teachers,  would  be  a  useless  trouble: 
my  words  would  not  be  heard. 

The  following  municipalities  are  entitled  to  a  bonus  : 

Asbestos,  $60.00  ;  Richmond,  $50.00  ;  Stoke,  $40.00  ;  St.  Georges 
de  Windsor,  $35.00  ;   St.  Claude,  $30.00. 

To  complete  this  report,  I  think  I  should  add  a  personal  observa- 
tion :  the  work  in  my  district  is  growing  from  year  to  year  ;  there  are 
3  more  schools,  8  more  classes,  and  254  more  pupils.  This  increase 
makes  the  number  of  schools  under  control  182,  with  313  classes  and 
10,358  pupils  who  attend  them.  I  foresee  an  increase  of  3  schools  next 
year.  The  territory  that  I  have  to  cover  to  visit  these  schools,  extends 
over  the  whole  of  the  counties  of  Richmond  and  Sherbrooke  and  over 
part  of  Drummond,  Bagot  and  Shefford.  I  can  assure  you  that  without 
overwork  it  is  impossible  for  one  inspector  to  visit  twice  during  a  school 
year  of  200  days,  such  a  number  of  schools  with  so  many  classes  and  so 
many  pupils  scattered  over  so  large  a  territory.  In  the  past  I  have 
always  \dsited  the  schools  twice  a  year  and  endeavoured  to  make  a 
thorough  inspection.  In  the  future,  however,  it  will  be  impossible  for 
me  to  visit  all  the  schools  twice  a  year,  or  if  I  do,  it  will  only  be  possible 
to  make  a  superficial  inspection,  and  this,  I  am  sure,  you  do  not  desire. 
I  was  able  to  do  so  heretofore  only  by  overworking  myseJf  and  this  I 
cannot  do  any  more.  It  will  soon  be  4  years  since  the  Catholic  Com- 
mittee, recognizing  that  many  inspectors  had  too  great  a  task,  recom- 
mended a  redistribution  of  inspection  divisions  and  the  appointment 
of  new  inspectors,  so  as  to  relieve  those  who  were  overburned,  and 
the  thing  has  not  yet  been  done.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

During  the  past  two  years,  my  division  has  been  increased  by  3 
municipalities,  16  schools  and  24  classes. 

It  now  comprises  28  municipalities  in  the  following  counties  : 
Beauce,  Dorchester,  Bellechasse,  Montmagny  and  L'Islet. 

During  the  past  year,  I  accepted  6  new  school-houses,  built  accord- 
ing to  the  plans  and  specifications  of  your  Department,  in  the  following 
municipalities  :  St.  Pierre,  Ste-Lucie-de-Beauregard,  Ste.  Germaine, 
St.  Zacharie  and  St.  Odilon.     The  cost  amounted  to  $30,000.00. 

The  female  teachers'  salaries  were  increased  in  several  munici- 
palities ;    most  of  them  now  pay  $200  00. 

I  regret  to  say  that  there  is  somewhat  of  a  tendency  to  increase 
in  the  number  of  female  teachers  without  diplomas  in  my  division  ; 
six  taught  there  this  year,  all  without  authorization. 

The  examinations  were  fairly  satisfactory  in  most  of  the  schools 
but  the  influenza  epidemic  last  fall,  markedl}^  delayed  progress. 

The  pupils  are  provided  with  approved  books  as  a  rule.  Several 
school  boards  have  chosen  a  series  of  books  a  list  of  which  was  posted 
up  in  all  their  schools. 

Some  municipalities  neglect  having  the  issues  of  U Enseignement 
Prim  aire  bound.  I  hope  your  instructions  recently  given  in  this  con- 
nection will  be  better  followed  in  future. 

Before  including  this  report  I  wish  to  most  sincerly  thank  the 
government"  of  this  province  for  the  increase  of  salary  it  has  given  us.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 


You  will  see  by  the  statistical'  summary  of  my  division  that  the 
number  of  children  of  school  age  is  much  larger  than  that  of  the  children 
attending  the  schools  ;  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that,  when  the  pupils 
attain  the  age  of  14  years,  they  are  taken  away  from  school. 

I  am  very  well  satisfied  with  the  teachers  of  my  division,  both 
religious  and  lay,  who  have  displayed  much  zeal  and  devotedness  in 
the  performance  of  their  duties  ;  of  course  there  are  some  exceptions, 
but  theUj  there  is  nothing  perfect  in  this  world. 

Many  schoolhouses  are  in  bad  order  and  provided  with  unsuitable 
furniture.  The  willingness  I  find  among  the  commissioners  leads  me 
to  hope  that  there  will  be  an  improvement  before  long.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

Notwithstanding  the  influenza  epidemic  last  year,  I  was  able  to 
visit  all  the  schools  of  my  di\dsion  and  to  give  a  pedagogical  lecture  in 
every  parish. 

The  number  of  municipalities  is  the  same  as  last  year.  On  the 
other  hand  I  have  three  schools  less  :  a  boy's  academy  at  St.  Frangois, 
one  at  Cap  St-Ignace,  and  a  boys'  model  school  at  St-Pierre.  Some  of 
the  pupils  who  attended  these  schools  went  to  colleges  and  the  others 
did  not  go  back  to  school.  I  regret  the  disappearance  of  these  schools 
for  they  rendered  great  services  to  boys  between  13  and  18  years  of 
age,  who  got  a  good  education  near  their  homes.  I  hope  the  closing  of 
these  schools  will  be  only  temporary  and  that  they  will  again  open  to 
continue  the  work  they  have  so  well  begun. 

I  congratulate  the  school  municipalities  which  have  raised  their 
female  teachers'  salaries  to  $200.00  and  $225.00  The  commissioners 
have  understood  that,  at  the  present  time  when  the  cost  of  li\dng  is 
so  high,  teachers  cannot  perform  their  important  duties  on  starvation 
salaries. 

During  the  past  year,  I  accepted  four   schoolhouses  built  according  * 
to  plans  and  specifications  approved  by  your  Department  at  a  cost  of 
S6,000.00. 

The  teaching  of  agriculture  is  making  satisfactory  progress.  This 
year,  I  counted  32  school  gardens  and  600  gardener  pupils  ;  several 
gardens  were  begun  and  successfully  cultivated  by  the  pupils  at  home.

The  Education  Act  is  well  observed  in  the  schools  under  my  juris- 
diction ;  the  official  programme  of  studies  is  quite  well  adhered  to,  espe- 
cially in  the  most  important  matters,  and  notwithstanding  the  forced 
absence  of  the  pupils  from  5  to  8  weeks  last  fall,  the  results  have  been 
very  good,     I  expected  less.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 

With  regard  to  the  statistical  summary,  I  have  the  honour  to 
inform  you  that  the  figures  for  the  following  municipalities  are  not 
included,  namely  ;  St.  Aime,  St.  Narcisse-de-St-Aime,  St-Joseph-de- 
Sorel,  St-Michel,  village.  The  influenza  epidemic  prevented  the 
secretary-treasurer  from  taking  the  census  last  fall,  and,  either  through 
illness  or  for  some  other  reason,  they  stated  that  they  could  not  do  the 
work  during  the  course  of  the  year.  The  closing  of  the  schools  from 
the  3rd  October  to  the  end  of  November,  prevented  my  completing 
the  fall  visit,  but  I  was  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  of  my  division  in 
the  spring. 

Progress  has  been  satisfactory  on  the  whole,  considering  the  loss  of 
time  due  to  the  epidemic  ;  in  some  municipalities  teaching  was  inter- 
rupted for  over  two  months  and,  in  others,  for  over  three  months  ; 
in  many  cases,  pupils  could  not  go  to  school,  although  the  schools  were 
open,  because  there  was  still  sickness  in  their  famiUes. 

Notwithstanding  all  the  causes  hampering  regular  attendance,  I 
am  happy  to  say  that  the  average  for  my  division  was  79.6%. 

The  repairing  of  two  schoolhouses  and  providing  some  classes 
with  modern  furniture  are  all  the  improvements  to  be  noted. 

The  salaries  have  hardly  been  raised  at  all,  notwithstanding  the 
high  cost  of  li\dng.  Among  the  municipalities,  Longueuil  pays  no 
salary  less  than  S300.00  a  year  ;  Boucherville,  S250.00  ;  the  others 
generally  pay  S200.00  ;     some,   but  happily  not  many,  pay  $125.00. 

On  the  whole,  there  is  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  school  situation 
in  my  division  with  the  exception  of  the  salaries.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

In  submitting  this  report,  I  have  much  pleasure  in  pointing  out 
the  progress  I  noted  in  my  division.  I  was  even  surprised  to  see  so 
much  modernism  ;  it  looks  as  if  there  was  a  competition  between  the 
school  municipalities  for  building  and  embellishing  schoolhouses.  As 
a  rule,  the  population  of  our  division  may  be  proud  of  their  schools. 

The  parish  priests  are  very  kind  to  me  ;  those  among  them  whose 
occupations  permit  of  it,  come  to  the  examinations. 

The  school  commissioners  have  shown  much  and,  at  times,  astonish- 
ing willingness.  Even  in  seed  time,  they  have  left  their  fields  to  accom- 
pany me  to  the  schools,  to  make  remarks  to  me  and  intelligently  Usten 
to  those  I  made  them. 

I  found  everywhere  devotedness  on  the  part  of  the  female  teachers, 
the  parish  priests  and  the  Commissioners. 

English  is  taught  in  all  the  village  schools.  The  history  and  geo- 
graphy of  the  country  are  taught  imperfectly  owing  to  lack  of  prepara- 
tion and  of  suitable  books. 

The  little  boys  go  to  school  all  winter,  but  in  seed  time  they  leave 
as  soon  as  they  can  be  of  use  on  the  farms.  This  can  easily  be  under- 
stood in  a  colonization  and  farming  country.  One  class  of  children, 
those  between  5  and  6  years  of  age,  generally  begin  to  attend  school 
in  May  and  continue  in  September,  but  bad  weather  in  the  fall  and 
winter  keeps  them  away  until  the  following  spiing.  The  effect  of  this 
is  to  lower  the  percentage  of  attendance  but  not  to  diminish  the  parent's 
sacrifices.  I  have  found  many  children  from  5  to  6  years  who  could  read 
fluently.     This  is  no  slight  matter  considering  local  difficulties. 

Teachers  without  diplomas  are  the  exception.  Two  or  three  schools 
were  closed  through  lack  of  pupils.  The  two  schools  in  St.  Marcelin 
were  not  opened  during  the  year. 

The  commissioners  realize  the  importance  of  keeping  good  teachers 
and  do  not  allow  them  to  leave  unless  they  cannot  help  it. 

There  are  school  gardens  in  many  parishes.  There  will  be  a  school 
exhibition  at  St.  Donat  and  one  at  Ste.  Luce  this  fall. 
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The  school  attendance  last  year    was  86.70%  ;     this  year  it  was 
only  67.23%,  owing  to  the  influenza  epidenuc. 

Twenty-one  female  teachers  are  recommended  for  bonuses,   but 
a  great  many  more  deserve  them. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  repeat  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Government 
for  the  confidence  it  has  shown  me  and  the  honour  it  has  done  me. 
You  may  rest  assured  that  I  shall  do  my  best  to  be  worthy  of  this  great 
favour.

Donat.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 

I  cannot  begin  the  present  report  without  offering  to  all  the  Honou- 
rable Members  of  the  Executive  Council  of  this  Province,  the  most  heart- 
felt thanks  for  the  confidence  which  they  shbwed  in  the  inspectors  by- 
granting  them  a  bonus  of  $200.00  and  an  additional  indemnit^^  of 
$100.00  for  their  travelling  expenses. 

Generally  speaking,  the  year  has  not  been  as  good  as  preceding  ones 
because  of  the  loss  of  time  occasioned  by  the  influenza  epidemic,  the 
schools  having  been  closed  for  two  and  sortietimes  three  months. 

Nevertheless,  if  all  owance  be  made  for  the  time  lost  and  the  compe- 
tence of  some  of  the  teachers  in  my  district,  I  have  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  result  of  the  thorough  examination  which  I  made  of  the  pupils. 

The  cause  of  the  lack  of  success  of  some  of  the  teachers  was  the  want 
of  application.  Some  teachers  do  not  seem  to  attach  enough  importance 
to  the  preparation  of  classes  and  personal  work. 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  tell  you  that  some  of  the  municipalities  which 
did  not  comply  with  the  law,  by  adopting  a  uniform  rate  for  all  districts, 
have  changed  their  commissioners  this  year,  and  are  now  fully  in  accord 
with  the  regulations. 

By  \'irtue  of  the  amendment  added  to  article  2768,  I  am  convinced 
that  we  may  obtain  a  more  complete  census  in  some  municipalities, 
because,  as  you  know  by  my  reports,  there  are  quite  a  number  of  secre- 
tary-treasurers who  do  not  furnish  us  a  satisfactory  census.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  intermediate  and  superior  primary  schools  taught  by  commu- 
nities suffered  greatly  by  the  epidemic  last  year;  many  pupils  were  com- 
pelled to  interrupt  their  studies.  Notwithstanding  this  serious  draw- 
back, the  teachers  redoubled  their  efforts  and  succeeded  in  keeping  these 
institutions  on  an  effective  footing. 

SALARIES 

In  this  c  mnection,  I  regret  to  say  that  they  are  not  in  proportion 
to  the  cost  of  living  and,  if  some  effort  is  not  made  to  improve  the  teach- 
ers' position,  the  best  among  them  will  give  up  teaching  for  more  remu- 
nerative positions  ;  this  has  happened  in  my  di\'ision. 

I  have  not  had  any  teachers  without  diplomas  for  the  past  two 
years,  but  I  am  afraid  that  we  shall  revert  to  this  sad  state  of  affairs  if 
the  minimum  salary  is  not  increased  to  S200.00. 

Another  thing  I  have  to  remark  is  the  overcrowding  of  the  first  year 
classes,  e^p^cially,  in  the  superior  schools. 

In  spite  of  all  my  efforts  and  on  false  pretexts,  the  giving  of  too  many 
pupils  to  a  single  teacher  and  crowding  them  in  too  small  class-rooms  is 
still  persisted  in. 

Besides  the  danger  from  a  sanitary  standpoint,  the  pupils  cannot 
make  sufficient  progress  and  can  get  to  the  higher  classes  only  at  the  age 
when  they  are  needed  on  the  farm  or  elsewhere. 

I  presume  that  the  suggestions  of  the  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Statis- 
tics regarding  the  census  taken  by  the  secretary-treasurers,  as  well  as 
the  orders  of  the  Department,  will  have  an  excellent  effect.  All  will 
not  be  perfect  this  year,  but  the  instructions  given  by  the  inspector  during 
the  autumn  visit  will,  I  hope,  finish  convincing  these  officials  of  the  im- 
portance of  this  work  from  a  national  point  of  view. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  express  my  deep  gratitude  to  the  authorities 
for  the  increase  of  salary  granted  the  inspectors  and  the  consideration 
with  which  they  are  treated  by  the  Superintendent,  the  inspector-gene- 
ral and  the  higher  officers  of  the  Department.

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GENERAL  REMARKS 

The  school  year  which  has  just  closed  was  marked  by  an  invasion 
of  the  influenza  epidemic  which  worked  havoc  in  our  school  attendance. 
It  made  many  \'ictims  in  our  midst.  This  epidemic  forced  us  to  close 
the  schools  at  two  different  times,  so  that  it  is  not  astonishing  that  the 
average  attendance  which,  last  year,  was  78%,  was  only  73%  this  year, 
a  difference  of  5%. 

The  teachers,  with  very  few  exceptions,  gave  proof  of  zeal  and  good- 
will in  the  discharge  of  their  duties.  Many  of  them  gave  extra  time  in 
order  to  make  up  for  the  time  that  was  lost  on  account  of  sickness. 
Let  us  honour  those  who  did  not  measure  the  dignity  of  their  calling 
by  the  meagre  salary  that  is  paid  them. 

LECTURES 

It  is  evident  that  the  lecture  given  in  the  autumn,  however  short 
it  may  be,  is  of  considerable  benefit  and  supplies  to  a  certain  extent  for 
the  lack  of  experience  of  the  teachers,  particularly  of  beginners.  But 
an  inspector  has  so  many  things  to  say  to  teachers  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  that  the  various  subjects  which  he  has  to  speak  about,  can 
only  be  touched  upon,  owing  to  the  limited  time  allowed  him.  It  seems 
to  me  that  a  great  improvement  would  follow  by  restoring  the  lectures  as 
formerly  given,  instead  of  the  fall  lecture  as  now  provided  for. 

SALARIES 

The  average  salary  of  female  lay  teachers  of  elementary  schools 
which  was,  last  year,  S161.00,  has  been  for  the  year  just  ended,  S17J.00. 
There  has  been  progress,  no  doubt;  but  I  would  like  to  have  it  more 
considerable,  and  at  least    more   in   proportion  to  the   cost  oi   living. 
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I  regret  to  say  that  there  are  still  8  school  municipalities  which  pay 
only  S150.00  to  their  teachers.  Such  a  meagre  pittance  is  neither  in 
proportion  to  the  expenses  of  a  teacher,  nor  to  the  important  and  res- 
ponsible position  which  she  occupies. 


TEACHERS  WITHOUT   DIPLOMAS 


The  number  of  teachers  without  diplomas  is  rapidly  diminishing. 
Whereas  there  were  16  last  year  there  were  only  11  this  year  ;  I  am  happy 
to  note  that  nearly  all  of  these  latter  have  presented  themselves  before 
the  Central  Bureau  in  order  to  become  qualified. 


BUILDING  AND  FURNITURE 


There  has  been  no  neglect  in  the  material  improvement  of  the 
schools,  as  is  proved  by  the  numerous  plans  and  specifications  approved 
by  your  Department  during  the  year.  Old  desks  are  gradually  disappear- 
ing to  be  replaced  by  a  new  and  more  modern  kind.  I  am  generally  well 
seconded  by  the  commissioners  who  understand  that  where  there  are 
so  many  improvements  needed,  some  should  be  made  each  year.

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GENERAL    REMARKS. 

I  add  to  the  above  summary  certain  general  remarks  which  I  deem 
it  my  duty  to  submit  to  you. 

PROFESSIONAL    QUALIFICATION. 

It  would  be  desirable  that  our  teachers  should  devote  themselves 
more  generally  to  study.  Criticism  of  some  of  them  is  increasing. 
The  inspector,  who  is  the  teachers'  protector,  is  sometimes  obliged  to 
admit  that  certain  accusations  are  well  founded.  The  responsibility 
of  those  who  teach  is  so  heavy  and  so  great  from  a  twofold  moral  and 
patriotic  standpoint  that  none  of  those  whose  vocation  is  to  train 
future  citizens  should  neglect  the  imperative  duty  of  study. 

PAMPHLETS. 

In  connection  with  the  above  remarks,  I  take  the  liberty  of  suggest- 
ing that  pedagogical  literature  be  distributed  to  the  teachers.  It  is 
astonishing  to  see  how  rapidly  knowledge  of  the  sciences  is  spread  by  the 
multiplication  of  magazines  and  pamphlets.  Our  teachers  can  study 
but  they  have  not  always  the  means  of  procuring  books.  Much  know- 
ledge is  needed  for  teaching,  but  abiUty  to  impart  it  is  also  necessary. 

The  disciplinary  means  in  use  are  very  often  prejudicial  to  our 
children's  future  ;  the  methods  employed  are  also  frequently  taken 
from  some  questionable  pedagogues.  Uniformity  of  training  in  the 
study  of  the  best  pedagogical  methods  may  be  found  on  one  point  and 
not  on  others.  You  are  aware  how  difficult  it  is  to  appreciate  and 
decide  when  means  and  methods  differ.  We  are  your  workmen  and, 
as  such,  we  bring  you  the  result  of  our  observations  in  all  loyalty.  Thus, 
I  beUeve  in  a  staff  of  teachers  who  have  increased  their  knowledge 
by  continuing  to  study  after  obtaining  their  diplomas.  The  diffusion 
of  books  or  magazines  seems  to  me  an  effective  means  of  spreading 
pedagogical  knowledge. 
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DISCIPLINE. 

Without  entering  into  the  false  criticism  which  deals  only  with  the 
good  or  the  bad  side  of  a  question,  I  would  like  to  touch  upon  an 
important  point  in  connection  with  teaching,  namely  :  school  discipline. 
Some  teachers  think  that  this  means  not  sparing  the  rod  and  they  use 
it  rather  too  much.  Moreover,  these  men  or  women,  though  otherwise 
well  disposed,  are  when  impatient  rather  prone  to  be  harsh  with  sUghtly 
mischievous  children.  Do  they  reahze  the  child's  sense  of  honour? 
Do  they  really  know  that  the  teacher's  every  remark,  every  action  is 
a  lesson  having  such  influence  that  it  may  determine  the  pupil's  conduct 
when  he  becomes  a  man  ?  Lastly,  none  of  them  should  ignore  the  kindly 
influence  which  contact  with  a  courteous  man  or  woman  has  upon  the 
moulding  of  a  person.  The  teachers  should  not  be  ignorant  of  the 
moral  effect  of  their  acts. 

LEARNING    BY    ROIE. 

We  must  necessarily  do  away  with  learning  by  rote  in  many  schools. 
Grammar,  history,  geography,  etc.,  are  recited.  The  inspector  must 
put  nis  questions  according  to  the  form  in  the  text-book,  otherwise  he  will 
get  no  answer.  I  have  striven  to  contend  against  this  abuse  and  I 
would  like  to  have  the  aid  of  my  brother  inspectors  in  order  to  make 
the  teachers  who  go  from  one  division  to  another  understand  that 
history  and  geography  are  not  recited  but  the  former  is  related,  summed 
up  or  appreciated,  and  the  latter  is  studied  by  comparison,  observation 
and  looking  at  maps. 

COMMISSIONERS 

Zeal  and  even  much  success  are  to  be  found  in  my  division,  but 
there  are  also  defects  and  negligences  which  I  wish  to  contend  against 
under  your  orders.  The  commissioners  are  obliged  to  visit  their  schools 
at  least  twice  a  year.  Many  do  not  realize  the  importance  of  this  and 
neglect  to  do  so.  The  moral  effect  of  the  visit  of  the  parish  priest, 
inspector  and  commissioners  is  most  beneficial.     We  must  watch  our

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

In  September,  104  schools  opened,  and  in  October  and  November, 
five.  After  the  influenza  epidemic,  some  did  not  reopen  before  January; 
5  were  not  in  operation  this  year,  and  7  were  open  only  in  the  spring. 

Although  sickness  made  the  pupils  lose  much  time,  I  am  satisfied 
with  the  work  of  the  teachers  in  my  division.  There  were  some  excep- 
tions, it  is  true,  but  the  sight  progress  made  in  some  schools  was  due 
more  to  lack  of  professional  training  or  to  inexperience  than  to  lack  of 
good  will. 

Twelve  teachers  taught  without  diplomas  ;  this  could  have  been 
avoided  if  the  interested  school  commissions  had  given  better  salaries 
for  the  schools  in  the  most  remote  places. 

Three  schools  were  built  this  year  :  1  at  Bouchette  No.  5  ;  1  at 
Low  No.  1  and  1  at  Northfield  No.  4.     The  first  only  was  accepted. 

Most  of  the  rural  schools  are  not  what  they  should  be  regarding  sani- 
tation in  connection  with  ventilation,  sweeping  and  washing  the  class 
rooms,  to  say  nothing  about  the  closets  which  nobody  looks  after. 

Please  have  a  special  grant  given  to  the  following  poor  municipali- 
ties.

n)  The  census  furnished  by  nine  municipalities  out  of  ten  In  my  division  and  the  total  enrolment  have  served 
as  a  ba^  to  establish  the  probable  number  of  children  of  school  age  In  the  portion  of  the  city  of  Montreal,  situated 
in  my  division. 
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GENERAL     REMARKS 

(a)  By  comparing  the  enrolment  with  that  of  last  year,  I  find  an 
increase  of  1.121,  being  929  more  in  the  schools  under  control  and  192 
in  the  independent  institutions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  average  atten- 
dance, which  in  1917-18  was  90.9%  in  the  schools  under  control  and 
89,6%  in  the  independent  schools,  was  this  year  88.5'%  in  the  former  and 
89.1%  in  the  latter.  This  slight  decrease  is  doubtless  due  to  the  influ- 
enza epidemic  during  the  winter  of  1919. 

(b)  The  course  of  study  is  well  followed  in  the  schools  of  my  division. 

The  teachers,  with  few  exceotions  carefully  prepare  their  class- 
work  :  all  are  not  equally  capable  and  devoted  which  is  the  same  in  other 
professions — but  the  work  they  have  done  this  year  has  been  very  fruit- 
ful. 

The  phonic  method  of  teaching  reading  to  beginners  is  in  use  every- 
where and  is  producing  good  results. 

Writing,  though  somewhat  neglected  for  a  while,  has  been  given 
special  attention  in    my  schools. 

The  French-Canadian  papils  are  taught  English  by  the  natural 
method  and  much  progress  has  been  achieved. 

I  was  also  pleased  to  see  that  the  teaching  of  French  to  the  Enghsh- 
speaking  pupils  is  being  done  more  regularly  and  in  a  greater  number 
of  classes.     This  improvement  is  to  be  noted  and  I  hope  it  will  continue. 

(c)  Pedagogical  Courses. 

In  my  general  report  for  the  year  1916-17,  I  mentioned  the  inau- 
guration of  special  courses  for  the  teachers  of  the  schools  of  the  Montreal 
Catholic  School  Commission  and  I  added  that,  without  a  doubt,  the 
school  authorities  of  the  Metropolis  would  follow  this  praiseworthy  ini- 
tiative by  assuming  the  maintenance  of  these  courses. 

This  year  with  the  support  of  the  Montreal  Cathohc  School  Com- 
mission, Laval  University  has  inaugurated  a  regular  pedagogical  course 
for  primary  school  teachers. 
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It  wishes  to  give  the  teachers  of  both  sexes  a  powerful  stimulant 
through  the  perpective  of  diplomas  and  bonuses  to  be  won. 

The  object  of  the  course  is  to  perfect  the  professional  training  of  our 
primary  school  teachers,  both  religious  and  lay,  English  as  well  as 
French. 

The  course  is  given  free  of  all  charge  and  lasts  three  years. 

The  lessons  were  followed  by  nearly  all  the  teachers  and  about  200 
have  entered  as  candidates  for  the  diplomas  to  be  granted  by  Laval  Uni- 
versity in  Montreal. 

I  add  to  this  report  the  list  of  the  most  deserving  municipalities  ; 
that  of  the  teachers  who  have  deserved  a  special  bonus,  and  the  classifi- 
cation of  school  municipalities  in  order  of  merit.

Notwithstanding  the  influenza  epidemic,  the  average  attendance  in 
the  schools  of  my  division  remained  at  75%  last  year.

In  1915  the  amount  paid  was  $16;  120.00,  making  the  average  sala- 
ries $143.92.  During  this  year,  $19,680.00  were  spent  in  teachers'  sala- 
ries, so  that  the  average  has  risen  to  $174.16,  an  increase  of  $30.24.  Thus 
there  is  a  slow,  but  sure  increase,  notwithstanding  the  objections  due  to 
too  great  a  spirit  of  economy  in  public  matters. 

A  new  school  municipality  was  formed  at  Cap  a  I'Aigle. 

A  schoolhouse  costing  nearly  $1,300  00  was  built  in  the  municipa- 
lity of  De  Salles. 

The  two  committees  for  certificates  of  study  worked  very  zealou^y 
at  Malbaie  and  Baie  St.  Paul.  Thanks  are  due  the  gentlemen  for  their 
devotedness  in  promoting  the  education  of  our  young  people. 

I  have  often  noticed  that,  in  my  dii-ision,  the  regulation  about  class 
hours,  recreations  and  holidays  is  not  strictly  observed.  This  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  the  commissioners  too  often  neglect  to  visit  their  schools  and 
do  not  sufficiently  study  the  School  Code. 

The  following  municipalities  are  entitled  to  a  grant  out  of  the  fund 
for  poor  schools  :  Callieres,  De  Salles,  St.  Placide,  St.  Simeon,  parish, 
St.  Urbain,  St.  Hilarion,  parish,  Riviere  St-Frangois,  He  aux  Coudres 
and  St.  Fiddle. 

I  beg  to  thank  the  Government  for  the  increase  granted  us  as  well 
as  all  who  work  for  the  inspectors'  welfare.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 
SALARIES 

The  average  salary  of  female  lay  teachers  in  the  elementary  schools 
for  1917-18  was  $193.61  ;  it  will  be  $202.91  for  1918-19.  I  thank  the 
commissioners  for  this  increase  ;  but  it  is  not  yet  large  enough,  and  I 
would  suggest  that  no  municipality  paying  less  than  $175.,  receive  any 
bonus. 

CENSUS 

The  census  could  not  be  taken  last  fall  in  a  regular  way  in  some  of  the 
parishes  on  account  of  the  epidemic.  There  was  also  negligence  in  some 
places.  No  census  was  taken  at  St.  Jean  Baptiste,  notwithstanding  the 
two  notices  that  were  given  to  the  secretary.  It  was  very  incomplete  at 
Ste.  Marie  de  Monnoir>  The  late  Secretary  at  Richelieu  (village)  did 
not  take  any  census  of  the  children. 

ENGLISH  LANGUAGE 

This  language  is  taught  in  all  the  academies  and  model  schools  as 
well  as  in  56  elementary  schools.  Many  of  the  teachers  have  not  suffi- 
cient knowledge  of  this  language  and  are  following  a  special  course  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  regulations. 

SCHOOLHOUSES   RENEWED 

The  municipalities  of  St.  Bernard,  St.  Charles  (parish),  Ste.  Made- 
leine (parish),  La  Presentation  and  St.  Mathias  have  renewed  their 
schoolhouses  to  the  extent  of  $13,885.00.  The  renewed  building  com- 
ply strictly  with  the  regulations  and  are  a  credit  to  the  cause  of  education. 
Thanks  to  those  to  whom  the  credit  is  due. 

SUCCESS 

The  influenza  epidemic  caused  considerable  havoc  for  two  and  even 
three  months  in  some  of  the  parishes.  The  teachers  were  determined 
to  redeem  the  time  lost.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  they^ave  been  successful 
beyond  my  expectation.  In  classes  where  progress  was  not  sufficient, 
I  attribute  the  want  of  success  to  irregularity,  lack  of  discipline  and 
cleanliness. 
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I  trust  that  these  few  remarks  with  the  bulletins  you  have  received 
from  me  will  enable  you  to  have  a  fairly  good  idea  of  the  school  situation 
in  my  district.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

The  influenza  epidemic  last  year  was  the  cause  of  the  schools  of  my 
division  being  closed  for  over  a  month  and  general  progress  has  conse- 
quently been  less  than  in  the  past.  I  estimate  the  results  of  my  exami- 
nations as  follows  :  excellent,  28  schools  ;  verj^  good,  79  ;  good,  53  ;  in- 
ferior, 18  ;  bad,  2.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

The  above  statistical  summary  shows  that  82%  of  the  number  of 
pupils  according  to  census  went  to  school  with  an  average  attendance 
of  74.86%,  a  very  good  showing  for  the  year.  The  students  of  the  Jo- 
liette  and  Berthier  colleges,  and  of  the  no\dtiate  and  scholasticate  of  the 
Clercs  de  St.  Viateur  (Viatorians)  should  be  added  to  the  number. 

The  school  boards  of  this  division  strive  to  follow  the  instructions  of 
your  Department  and  the  education  act  is  well  observed.  I  find 
willingness  everywhere.  In  future  we  will,  if  possible,  devote  more  atten- 
tion to  school  statistics. 

The  competition  between  schools  has  had  the  best  results  and  the 
niuniciDaiities  that  organized  them  find  that  they  have  had  a  good  effect ; 
Nvden  will  the  certificate  of  studies  sanction  these  interesting  competi- 
tions ? 

A.  second  way  of  increasing  the  efficiency  of  oar  schools  is  the  public 
eicamination  at  the  end  of  the  year,  which  should  be  as  solemn  as  possible 
with  the  parish  priest,  his  curates,  all  the  school  commissioners  and  the 
children's  parents  being  in  attendance  at  every  school  in  the  manicipahty, 
to  see  lor  themselves  how  the  school  is  kept,  the  work  done  by  the  teach- 
ers and  pupils,  the  giving  of  rewards  for  the  best  copy-books  and  answers 
to  questions,  and  for  assiduity,  especially  that  of  the  pupils  in  the  3rd 
and  4th  years  of  the  course.  There  should  also  be  singing,  declamations, 
etc.  The  pubhc  examination  at  the  end  of  the  year,  well  prepared  and 
managed,  is  a  great  festival  in  the  district.  All  the  families  attend  it  ; 
the  parents  want  to  see  their  children  get  a  good  place  and  let  them  go 
regularly  to  school  ;  the  teachers  and  pupils  work  hard  throughout  the 
year,  and  the  results  are  encouraging.  The  municipalities  of  St.  Nor- 
bert  and  St.  Damien  deserve  special  mention  in  this  respect. 

Some  schoolboards  complain  about  he  questions  to  be  put.  It 
would  be  of  great  service  U  L' EnseigiieiJient  Primaire  would  publish  every 
month  a  series  of  questions  in  connection  with  the  requirements  of  the 
course  of  study  for  the  2nd,  3rd,  4th,  oth  and  6th  years.  Both  teachers 
and  commissioners  would  then  have  a  suitable  series  of  questions  for 
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recapitulaMons  and  examinations.  All  educators  recognize  the  impor- 
tance of  monthly  recapitulations  ;  by  thus  facilitating  the  teachers'  task, 
they  would  lead  to  monthly  competitions.  Al  oreover,  these  series  of 
questions  would  serve  as  a  guide  for  the  teachers  in  classifying  the  pupils 
and  carrying  out  the  course  of  study.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

The  schools  had  to  remain  closed  for  6  weeks  last  fall  on  account 
of  the  influenza  epidemic.  In  some  municipalities,  success  in  teaching 
was  seriously  affected,  not  only  by  loss  of  time  but  also  by  change  of  tea- 
chers which  was  repeated  3  or  4  times  in  some  schools  during  the  year. 
I  am  happy  to  say,  however,  that  teachers  and  pupils  seem  to  have  redou- 
bled their  ardour  to  make  up  for  lost  time  because  success  has  been 
achieved  during  the  year,  even  beyond  our  expectations. 

The  municipalities  I  recommend  for  a  grant  out  of  the  poor  munici- 
palities fund  are  the  following  :

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

The  census  taken  by  the  secretaries  often  is  not  as  it  should  be,  for  it 
is  generally  incomplete.  The  parents  sometimes  deny  having  children 
or  do  not  give  their  real  age,  in  order  to  avoid  paying  the  monthly  con- 
tribution. If  this  were  abolished  at  least  for  the  elementary  course,  I 
think  the  figures  given  by  the  parents  would  be  more  accurate. 

New  schoolhouses  continue  to  be  built,  notwdthstanding  the  high 
cost  of  materials.  Soon  there  will  not  be  a  single  school  more  than  thirty 
years  old. 

In  my  division  not  one  head  teacher  without  a  diploma  was  engaged 
in  the  month  of  September  last. 

Most  of  the  school  boards  are  increasing  their  teachers'  salaries 
because  they  realize  that,  if  they  want  good  teachers,  they  must  pay 
them.  May  this  truth  be  well  understood  by  municipalities  that  pay 
starvation  salaries  to  their  teachers  !

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GENERAL   REMARKS 

(a)  The  putting  into  operation  of  the  course  of  study  ;  (h)  imme- 
diate preparation  ;  (c)  classification  ;  (d)  rational  method.  These  are 
the  four  main  sources  of  success  and  I  shall  enter  into  them  somewhat 
in  detail  to  show  their  weak  points. 

(a)  The  putting  into  operation  of  the  course  of  study  for  the  year 
1917-18  gave  8.6  out  of  10  ;  this  year  it  gave  only  7.6,  a  decrease  of  1% 
I  repeat  the  suggestion  made  last  year  :  the  division  of  the  course  by  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction  into  months,  is  necessary.  This  would 
show  the  teachers  the  route  to  follow,  would  acquaint  them  with  the 
various  grades  of  the  course,  and  the  pupils  would  be  better  able  to  go 
up  a  grade  after  each  school  year. 

(b)  Several  of  the  teachers  think  that  their  learning,  their  experi- 
ence in  teaching  and  the  excellence  of  the  books  they  use  can  take 
the  place  of  the  daily  preparation  of  their  class  work.  Others  think  that 
because,  they  teach  lower  classes,  they  can  also  be  dispensed  from  pre- 
paring their  class  work.  Achille  says  :  ''  If  there  has  been  no  prepara- 
tion, the  teacher  enters  the  class-room  uneasy  ;  she  loses  valuable 
time  in  putting  her  ideas  in  order  and,  even  then,  hardly  succeeds  in 
doing  so.  She  teaches  without  pleasure,  and  consequently  without 
energy  nor  ambition;  her  diffusive  speech  betrays  the  incoherency  and 
obscurity  of  her  thoughts  ;  she  hesitates,  she  repeats  ;  lays  emphasis 
on  non-essentials  and  omits  things  that  are  essential  ;  she  departs  from 
her  subject  by  useless  and  untimely  digressions. 

"  It  is  no  small  difficulty  for  a  trained  mind  to  come  down  to  the 
level  of  the  very  young  ;  to  adapt,  in  some  way,  after  the  manner  of 
the  prophet  who  raised  the  son  of  the  widow  of  Sarepta,  one's  faculties 
to  those  of  young  pupils  and  cause  the  latter  to  be  born  to  intellectual 
life.  " 

(c)  The  classification  was  defective  in  15  schools  :  Some  teachers 
adojjt  the  principle  of  having  all  the  pupils  of  one  class  go  up  the  various 
grades  together.  This  is  not  a  judicious  method  of  classification.  In 
classifying  the  pupils,  the  teacher  should  take  into  account  the  various 
capabifities  of  the  pupils  as  well  as  their  assiduity.  Otherwise  the  pupils 
are  liable  to  lose  a  good  deal  of  time  on  account  of  the  backwardness 
of  some  of  them. 
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Suggestion.  Towards  the  middle  of  June,  the  teacher  should  ex- 
amine the  pupils  on  all  the  subjects  of  the  course,  and  allow  those  to  go 
up  to  a  higher  grade  who  have  retained  60%  of  the  notes  allotted. 

(d)  I  was  happy  to  note  the  socratic  method  used  in  many  of  the 
schools.  There  were  some,  however,  where  the  expositive  method  was 
more  in  use  :  in  this  latter  method  the  teacher  speaks.  She  lays  down 
some  principles  or  relates  some  facts.  The  child  listens,  he  tries  to  under- 
stand the  teacher's  explanations,  and  endeavours  to  get  information  in 
that  way.  This  method  of  teaching,  says  Michel  Charbonneau,  in  his 
course  of  pedagogy — except  in  the  case  of  instruction  of  a  very  high 
character  and  addressed  to  thoroughly  developed  minds, ^ — should  not  be 
used  in  the  elementary  course,  where  memory  alone  is  appealed  to. 

I  notice  that  in  arithmetic  too  much  importance  is  given  to  fractions 
when  the  pupils  have  not  yet  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  sim- 
pler problems.  There  is  a  great  disadvantage  in  this  method.  The 
children  leave  school  early  and  this  drawback  cannot  be  denied.  They 
soon  forget  their  fractions,  having  no  opportunity  of  practising  them. 
They  have  not  become,  well  acquainted  with  easier  problems,  and  the 
consequence  is  that  they  know  practically  nothing  in  arithmetic.  I  have 
often  met  pupils  who  were  good  at  fractions,  but  were  unable  to  tell  the 
cost  of  a  house  for  the  construction  of  which  so  many  feet  of  lumber  were 
required  at  so  much  per  foot,  plus  the  nails  and  plastering.  Hence,  we 
find  so  much  ignorance  in  arithmetic  even  among  our  educated  farmers.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 

There  has  been  but  Utile  change  in  the  material  position  of  my 
district,  although  the  population  suffers  greatly  from  the  high  cost 
of  living.  The  great  trouble  that  arose  in  the  municipaUty  of  Ste. 
Marguerite  through  the  unexplainable  obstinacy  of  the  school  commis- 
sioners is  about  to  cease.  Part  of  the  difficulty  was  got  over  by  the 
almost  complete  adhesion  to  the  school  inspector's  \'iews  ;  the  other 
is  in  appeal  before  the  courts  and  in  a  few  days,  all  will  be  over.  As 
to  other  matters,  the  remarks  I  made  in  my  previous  reports  still  apply. 

Below  is  a  summary  of  the  notes  respecting  municipalities  in  my 
inspection  report  and  the  rewards  should  be  given  to  the  first  five.

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GENERAL   REMARKS. 

My  division  still  comprises  21  municipalities  with  192  schools  of 
all  kinds,  ha^dng  215  departments  under  control,  as  follows  : 
178  elementary  schools  under  control  ; 
5  model  schools  under  control  ; 
1  bo3^s'  academy  under  control  ; 

1  Beauceville  technical  school  ; 

4  subsidized  independent  academies  ; 

2  subsidized  independent  model  schools  ; 
1  independent  orphanage,  not  subsidized. 

These  various  institutions  were  under  the  direction  of  28  male 
religious  teachers,  65  nuns  and  189  female  lay  teachers. 

The  enrolment  during  the  year  was  7,165,  with  an  average  attend- 
ance of  73  9%. 

There  were  : 

5,560  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  under  control  ; 
558  in  the  model  schools  under  control  ; 
122  in  the  academies  under  control  ; 
861  in  the  subsidized  independent  schools  ; 
64  in  the  St.  Joseph  orphanage,  not  subsidized  ; 

The  Vocations  Tardives  seminar}^  at  St.  Victor,  attended  by  75  pupils 
is  not  included  in  these  statistics. 

The  teachers  of  94  schools  were  changed  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year  and  26  others  during  the  year.  Notwithstanding  the  zeal 
and  willingness  of  the  teachers,  no  marked  progress  was  made. 

At  the  second  visit  to  all  the  schools  of  my  di\dsion  I  found  that 
several  female  teachers  without  diplomas  had  been  engaged,  without 
authorization,  to  replace  teachers  with  diplomas.  I  request  you  not 
to  be  severe  upon  these  municipalities,  which  did  this  in  order  not  to 
close  their  schools. 

There  are  still  some  schoolhouses  and  some  sets  of  school  furniture 
which  are  not  what  they  should  be,  but  their  number  is  decreasing  every 
year. 

Ventilation  is  insufficient  in  too  many  class  rooms.  The  school 
boards  are  not  unaware  of  this  and  say  they  would  like  to  improve  it, 
but  cannot  find  competent  workmen  to  do  the  work  properly 

The  secretary-tieasurers,  in  general,  perform  their  duties  satis- 
factorily ;    some  would  be  more  zealous  if  they  were  better  paid. 
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The  census  sent  by  the  secretaries  at  the  second  visit  hardly  ever 
corresponds  to  the  one  sent  in  July  every  year.     The  chief  reason  for 
this  is  that  many  secretaries  who  get  but  httle  pay,  will  not  undertake  j 
to  do  this  extra  work  for  nothing  when  the  school  boards  refuse  to  pay 
them,  so  they  do  it  in  a  hurry. 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  school  commissioners  perform  their 
important  duties  better  ;  I  still  find  some  exceptions  but  they  are 
becoming  fewer  and  fewer. 

The  issues  of  UEnseignement  Primaire  are  not  bound  in  all  the 
municipaUties.  I  ^^H  mention  them  in  my  next  report  if  they  do  not 
comply  with  the  orders  given  by  the  Department. 

The  general  result  for  the  year  is  satisfactory  considering  the  loss 
of  time  cavised  by  the  influenza  epidemic,  and  the  change  of  teachers 
in  too  many  schools.

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GENERAL    REMARKS 

I  had  some  difficulty  in  verifying  the  school  statistics.  The  stat- 
istics furnished  by  the  secretarj'-treasurers  of  some  municipahties  res- 
pecting the  various  categories  of  age.,  etc.,  did  not  correspond  with 
those  which  I  had  gathered  during  my  visit  to  the  schools.  Here  are 
some  of  the  explanations  given  :  Some  teachers  prepare  a  statistical 
summary  for  the  inspector  when  he  visits  the  school  and  then  prepare 
another  for  the  secretary  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  happens  that  many 
children  who  were  in  the  category  of  those  from  5  to  7  years  when  the 
inspector  made  his  visit,  are  in  the  category  of  those  from  7  to  14  in  the 
month  of  June  statistics.  In  any  case,  the  secretaries  and  I  consulted  the 
school  registers  together,  and  I  think  I  can  truly  say  that  the  statistics 
are  as  complete  and  accurate  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them.  These 
statistics  show  that  65  new  pupils  entered  the  schools  since  my  last  visit, 
and  as  they  are  very  young,  I  classed  them  in  the  first  year. 

The  progress  made  during  the  school  year  was  much  delayed  by  the 
influenza  epidemic  which  necessitated  the  closing  of  the  schools  for  about 
three  months  and  lasted  almost  throughout  the  winter.  The  teachers 
displayed  much  zeal  under  the  circumstances  and  tried  to  make  up  for 
lost  time.     Several  of  them  succeeded  beyond  what  might  be  hoped  for. 

It  is  also  due  to  the  prevalence  of  the  epidemic  that  the  average 
attendance  decreased  by  7%  during  the  year. 

There  are  three  new  schoolhouses  being  built  in  my  district,  two  of 
which  are  in  the  municipality  of  Etang-du-Nord  and  one  in  that  of  Havre 
Aubert.  One  of  these  buildings  will  be  ready  for  the  opening  of  schools, 
but  I  am  afraid  that  the  other  two  will  not  be  ready  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  of  getting  building  materials  and  transporting  them. 

The  commissioners  are  making  praiseworthy  efforts  to  improve 
their  schools  and  equipment,  notwithstanding  the  hard  times  we  are 
passing  through,  and  my  suggestions  are  generally  well  received. 

The  academy  which  has  been  built  by  the  Government,  thanks  to 
the  efforts  of  our  member,     Hon.  J.  E.  Caron,  will  open  its  doors  this 
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fall.  It  is  situated  in  the  middle  of  the  Islands,  in  the  municipality  of 
Etang-du-Nord,  and  will  be  the  means  of  advancing  the  cause  of  educa- 
tion. Let  us  hope  that  parents  will  appreciate  such  an  institution  and 
make  the  necessary  sacrifices  to  obtain  for  their  children  the  advan- 
tages it  offers. 

The  school  authorities  of  the  Islands  and  the  ratepayers  generally 
would  have  hked  to  confide  this  institution  to  the  direction  of  the  Bro- 
thers of  the  Christian  Schools,  but  His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Charlotte- 
town,  for  very  wise  reasons,  no  doubt,  decided  to  give  the  direction  thereof 
to  an  eminent  priest  of  the  diocese  who  will  be  assisted  by  another  priest 
of  the  diocese  and  by  a  lay  professor.  These  will  suffice,  I  think,  for  the 
first  years. 

The  programme  of  the  academy  has  not  yet  been  definitely  ar- 
ranged, but  I  hope  that  it  will  respond  to  the  aspirations  of  the  youth  of 
our  district. 

As  the  municipality  of  Etang-du-Nord  has  to  incur  large  expendi- 
tures this  year  for  the  building  of  schoolhouses,  I  would  ask  you  to 
grant  it  the  bonus  that  is  paid  to  my  inspection  district.

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GENERAL   REMARKS 

The  influenza  epidemic  caused  the  loss  of  from  2  to  8  weeks  in  the 
beginning  of  the  school  year.  It  began  at  North  Chester,  East  Chester 
and  St  Paul  about  the  20th  September,  and  then  extended  gradually  to 
the  municipalities  of  Wolfe  and  Alegantic,  carrying  off  three  teachers 
and  a  large  number  of  pupils. 

Considerable  time  was  necessaril}^  lost  on  account  of  this  epidemic. 
The  mild  winter  which  followed,  however,  enabled  the  pupils  to  attend 
school  more  regularly  than  in  many  previous  years. 

The  municipality  of  North  Ham  suffered  a  considerable  loss  by  the 
resignation  of  its  secretary,  Mr.  P.  Blais.  One  of  the  first  settlers  in  this 
region,  he  was  for  nearly  half  a  century  associated  with  the  municipal 
and  school  progress  of  Ham.  He  never  failed  to  visit  the  schools  with 
the  commissioners  and  inspectors  and  was  thus  able  to  keep  himself 
informed  of  the  needs  of  each  school  and  each  district.  His  thorough 
acquaintance  with  school  law  made  him  the  Mentor  among  the  com- 
missioners and  he  was  able  to  render  services  whose  value  it  would  be 
difficult  to  appreciate.  I  wish  to  thank  him  sincerely  for  what  he  has 
done. 

There  are  9  municipalities  out  of  32  that  pay  their  lay  teachers  in 
the  elementary  schools  less  than  $200.  I  do  not  think,  from  what  I 
heard,  that  there  will  be  one  next  year  to  pay  this  small  salary.  It  will 
not  be  too  soon,  as  before  the  war,  the  minimum  salary  was  $150.  As 
the  cost  of  living  has  doubled  during  the  last  5  years,  it  is  evident  that  a 
salary  of  $150.  in  1914  was  more  than  one  of  $200.  now.

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GENERAL     REMARKS 

The  year  just  ended  was  not  as  disastrous  as  was  feared  although 
shortened  by  6  or  8  weeks  by  the  influenza  epidemic. 

When  the  schools  opened  again,  both  teachers  and  pupils  realized 
that  earnest  efforts  must  be  made  to  make  up  for  the  losses  caused  by  the 
disease  ;  but,  in  spite  of  all,  it  is  none  the  less  true  that  complete  compen- 
sation was  impossible  and  that  several  pupils  in  the  different  years  of  the 
course,  are  at  least  two  months  late  and  will  have  to  begin  over  again  this 
year.     Such  is  the  conclusion  I  came  to  during  my  visits. 

I  have  but  praise  to  award  the  teaching  communities  as  well  as  the 
lay  teachers  of  both  sexes  in  my  division. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  calling  your  attention  to  the  Rev.  Christian 
Brothers'  School  in  Montcalmville,  w^hich  as  yet  has  only  the  title  of  "ele- 
mentary school."  I  would  be  pleased  to  see  it  changed  to  ''model  school" ; 
everything  leads  me  to  foresee  that  it  will  be  an  Academy  before  long. 

In  this  report  I  will  repeat  certain  ideas  I  have  already  expressed  and 
will  do  so  as  briefly  as  possible. 

It  is  beyond  a  doubt  that  a  teacher  who  is  capable  and  thoughtful, 
prudent  and  firm,  zealous  and  punctual  in  all  things,  is  needed  in  order 
to  have  a  good  school.  But  there  is  another  indispensable  condition 
and  that  is  the  personal  work  of  the  pupils  at  school  and  at  home.  Now 
this  work  being  frequently  neglected  by  the  pupils  at  home,  it  is 
necessary  to  obtain  it  at  school  before  and  after  class  hours  every  day  ; 
in  this  preparatory  study  lies  the  superiority  of  boarding  schools  for 
boys  and  girls. 

Another  desideratum  I  wish  to  recall  is  the  certificate  of  studies 
which,  in  my  opinion,  would  have  the  effect  of  stimulating  the  pupils' 
zeal. 

I  once  more  take  the  liberty  of  recommending  the  making  of  a  pro- 
gramme of  half-yearly  examinations  for  model  schools  and  academies, 
this  would  be  a  good  way  of  ascertaining  the  real  value  of  each  of  them. 

The  establishing  of  a  school  library  would  also  be  of  great  benefit  to 
teachers  and  pupils.     The  former  would  find  in  them  all  they  need  for 
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perfecting  their  teaching  while  the  latter  would  have  pleasing  and  useful 
books  to  read.     I  venture  to  hope  that  this  idea  will  be  carried  out. 

I  should  like  to  see  the  following  done  in  connection  within  depend- 
ent institutions,  namely:  every  person  or  group  of  persons  wishing  to 
open  or  keep  an  independent  school,  should  give  you  notice  at  the  beginn- 
ing of  the  school  year  and  at  the  end  of  May,  and  send  either  to  the 
Department  or  to  the  divisional  inspector,  a  report  on  the  year's  opera- 
tions ;  this  would  have  the  effect  of  doing  away  with  many  cases  of  unjus- 
tifiable tardiness. 

As  you  may  see  by  the  table  at  the  beginning  of  this  report,  there 
are  in  my  division  93  schools  under  control  with  441  classes,  the  classifi- 
cation of  which  is  given  below. 

You  will  also  find  below  the  list  of  most  deserving  municipalities, 
that  of  the  teachers  who  have  deserved  a  bonus  for  success  in  teaching 
as  well  as  the  classification  of  municipalities  in  order  of  merit.

The  influenza  epidemic  was  the  cause  of  a  decrease  in  the  average 
attendance  during  the  fall  and  part  of  the  winter. 

The  teachers'  salaries  were  increased  in  several  municipalities.  I 
congratulate  the  commissioners  and  trust  that  others  will  follow  their 
example. 

Ten  schoolhouses  were  repaired  according  to  the  plans  of  the 
Department.   Some  of  them  will  be  ready  for  September. 

I  would  ask  you  to  grant  the  title  of  model  school  to  the  following  : 

School  No.  1  ;  St-Louis  de  Blandford  ;  School  No.  5  ;  Ste-Marie  de 
Blandford.

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All  the  schools  were  in  operation  for  various  periods  during  the  year. 

All  the  teachers  were  engaged  on  permit:  two  of  them  with  diplomas 
from  other  provinces,  one  with  a  grade  IX  certificate  from  Pictou  Aca- 
demy and  two  residents  of  the  islands  with  no  qualification  at  all. 

Several  of  the  school  houses  are  getting  out  of  repair  and  too  small 
(notably  Entry  Island  and  Old  Harry)  to  accommodate  properly  the 
number  of  pupils  attending.  The  trustees  of  these  municipalities  realize 
this  and  know  that  they  should  have  a  new  building,  but  owing  to  the 
high  prices  prevailing  for  material  do  not  see  their  way  clear  to  build  and 
spend  no  money  on  repairs,  saying  that  as  they  are  going  to  build,  it 
would  be  money  thrown  away,  and  they  need  all  they  can  save  towards 
the  new  building.  Grosse  Isle  has  taken  no  steps  as  yet  beyond  passing 
resolutions  either  to  build  a  new  school  house  at  Grosse  Isle  north  or 
build  an  ell  to  this  one  and  employ  two  teachers,  yet  there  are  from  60 
to  70  pupils  on  roll,  too  many  for  one  teacher  to  handle  successfully. 

Consolidation  between  Old  Harry  and  Grand  Entry  has  not  mater- 
rialized  although  Old  Harry  is  willing  but  Grand  Entry  is  not.  Grand 
Entry  has  not  sufficient  children  of  school  age  in  the  municipality  to 
maintain  a  school,  having  had  only  6  pupils  on  roll  during  the  past  winter, 
4  of  them  Roman  Catholics  and  French. 

Municipalities.-— Grosse  Isle  Local  Municipality  comprises  Grosse 
Isle,  Old  Harry,  East  Cape,  and  Grand  Entry,  yet  there  are  4  school 
boards  within  its  limits,  viz :  Grosse  Isle  school  commissioners,  Old  Harry 
school  trustees.  Grand  Entry  school  trustees,  all  protestant,  and  Grand 
Entry  school  commissioners  (R.  C).  Matters  would  be  simplified  and 
expenses  reduced  if  all  the  Protestant  school  municipalities  as  they  now 
exist  were  under  one  management  and  a  board  of  school  commissioners 
(as  they  are  the  majority)  elected  representing  all  sections. 

Conferences.— Owing  to  the  influenza  epidemic  no  conference  could 
be  held  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  and  none  was  attempted  in  the  second, 
On  account  of  the  uncertain  mean  of  travel  and  the  long  distances  from 
one  end  of  the  islands  to  the  other,  compelling  teachers  to  be  absent  from 
their  schools  for  an  indefinite  time,  I  have  decided  with  your  permission 
to  hold  two  meetings  each  year,  one  in  the  eastern  end  and  one  in  the 
western  so  that  teachers  will  not  have  to  travel  the  whole  distance  of  the 
islands  from  east  to  west  or  vice  versa.

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The  Extent  of  this  district  has  not  changed  during  the  year  except 
that  the  eleven  Indian  schools  on  the  Caiighnawaga  Reserve  have  been 
added  to  my  district  of  inspection. 

All  the  schools  of  this  district  of  inspection  were  visited  and  inspect- 
ed during  the  year,  and  bulletins  of  inspection  and  reports  forwarded 
to  your  department,  as  well  as  to  the  school  boards  of  the  different  muni- 
cipalities. ]\ lee  tings  were  held  with  the  Commissioners  and  trustees 
of  several  of  the  leading  school  boards.  The  regular  annual  conferences 
were  held  during  the  month  of  September. 

I  am  sorry  to  have  to  report  very  poor  and  irregular  attendance 
during  the  year.  Most  of  the  schools  were  closed  six  or  seven  weeks 
during  the  first  half  of  the  je&r  and  many  of  them,  after  opening,  were 
closed  for  periods  of  two  to  three  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the  new 
year.  Although  the  Influenza  raged  throughout  my  entire  district, 
■extending  over  nine  counties,  we  were  fortunate  in  having  no  deaths 
among  the  teachers  and  very  few  among  the  children. 

All  the  teachers  of  this  district  excepting  three  are  quahfied,  these 
three  unqualified  teachers  were  engaged  after  failing  to  secure  applica- 
tions for  the  salary  offered,  or  to  fill  vacancies  made  by  either  illness  or 
other  necessary  causes,  over  75  per  cent  of  the  teachers  are  Normal 
trained  ;  20  per  cent  are  graduates  of  Macdonald  College  1918-18  ;  11 
per  cent  hold  model  diplomas,  and  three  hold  academy  diplomas  from 
the  Roman  Catholic  Normal  School  Valleyfield.  The  full  course  of 
study  including  elementary  Agriculture  and  Nature  Study  is  followed  in 
every  school. 

French  by  the  Natural  method  is  being  attempted  in  everj'  school 
but  one,  and  in  that  one  some  attempt  is  made  to  teach  it  by  the  old 
method. 

Salaries  have  not  changed  much  since  my  previous  report  ;  they 
range  from  $30  to  $50  per  month.

GENERAL   REMARKS 

A tte7idance.— 'The  enrolment  this  year  was  still  less  than  it  was 
last  year.  Not  only  was  there  the  great  scarcity  of  labour  for  the  farms, 
but  this  year  the  serious  epidemic  of  influenza  kept  many  pupils  away 
from  school  entirely,  lowered  considerably  the  average  attendance  and 
made  the  work  of  the  teachers  more  difficult  and  less  effective. 

At  the  time  of  my  second  visit  to  the  schools  the  attendance  was  as 
follows  : 

Number  of  Protestant  boys 1, 187 

Number  of  Roman  Catholic  boys 122 

Number  of  Protestant  Girls 1,186 

Number  of  Roman  Catholic  girls Ill 

Total  number  enrolled 2,606 

The  average  daily  attendance  was  1554.57,  or  a  little  less  than  60 
per  cent.  The  average  daily  attendance  for  boys  and  girls  showed 
very  little  difTerence. 

There  were  166  French  pupils  studying  English  and  512  English 
pupils  studying  French. 

The  number  of  schools  in  this  inspectorate  remains  the  same  as  it 
was  last  year.  The  school  at  La  Macaza  was  reopened  in  a  new  school- 
house.  The  independent  school  at  Annunciation  was  also  in  operation. 
In  the  municipality  of  Robertson  and  Pope  (diss),  two  schools  were  in 
operation  during  the  year. 

Stajf. — There  haS  been  no  improvement  in  the  supply  of  qualified 
teachers  in  this  district.  Last  year  some  of  the  reasons  for  the  scarcity 
of  teachers  were  mentioned.  Those  reasons  still  hold  good,  with  added 
force.

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Salaries — The  salaries  have  increased  more  than  the  figures  show. 
Many  Boards  were  willing  to  pay  higher  salaries  if  qualified  teachers 
could  be  obtained.  Several  schools  were  closed  a  part  of  the  year  " 
simply  beacause  teachers  of  any  kind  could  not  be  secured.  This  fact 
makes  the  average  salary  considerably  less  than  it  otherwise  would  be. 
In  the  case  of  male  teachers,  the  term  was  only  a  short  one — -to  finish 
out  a  term.  So  the  salaries  look  very  small.

Progressive  municipalities. — Each  year  the  Department  allots  five 
prizes  of  $60.,  $50.,  $40.,  $35.,  and  $30.  to  each  inspectorate  for  muni- 
cipalities that  make  special  efforts  in  improving  buildings,  grounds, 
equipment,  etc.,     School  boards  might  take  notice  of  this. 

The  following  municipalities  are  recommended  for  these  prizes- 
this  year,  in  the  order  named  : 

(1)  Northfield  &  Wright  ;  (2)  Clarendon  ;  (3)  Wakefield  North  ;; 
(4)  Campbell's  Bay  ;  and  (5)  Aldfield  East. 

The  classification  of  the  school  municipalities  remains  much  as  it 
was  last  year.  If  any  changes  were  to  be  made  they  would  be  due  to  a 
shortened  term.  In  every  case  this  would  be  due  to  the  fact  that  a 
teacher  could  not  be  secured  for  the  full  term.  Obviously  it  would  be- 
unfair  to  the  school  boards  to  degrade  a  municipalit}'  for  this  reason.. 
Therefore  the  classification  will  remain  as  it  was  last  year. 

School  Boards  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  <;ensus  of  the  children 
of  the  school  municipality  is  now  to  be  taken  in  the  month  of  January. 
They  must  also  bear  in  mind  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  secretary-treasurer 
to  take  that  census.  Tha  officer  should  be  paid  accordingly.  It  is  a 
duty  that  is  too  often  neglected  or  only  imperfectlj'-  done.  Most  of  the- 
Secretaries  do  their  work  well.     A  few  are  too  careless. 

This  year  we  have  lost  one  of  our  old  reliable  men  in  the  person  of 
Charles  A.  Dewar,  of  Chelsea.  For  many  years  he  was  the  faithful  and 
efficient  secretary-treasurer  of  Saint-Etienne-de-Chelsea.  With  the 
decease  of  Mr.  Dewar  and  the  retirement  two  years  ago  of  Mr.  J.  R. 
Sloan,  of  Kazubazu  and  Chris.  Biehler,  of  Mulgrave,  the  inspectorate; 
has  lost  three  of  its  ablest  and  most  faithful  school  officers. 
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The  teachers  have  worked  faithfully  and  well  under  most  trying 
circumstances.  Never  have  the  schools  suffered  so  much  from  loss  of 
time  as  thej'  have  this  year. 

Teachers'  Conferences  were  held  in  the  autumn  at  North  Wakefield 
Thurso,  Hull,  Shawville  and  Ladysmith.  They  were  fairly  well  attended. 
Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  schools  were  closed  for  several  weeks 
in  the  autumn  your  inspector  was  not  able  to  visit  all  the  schools  before 
Christmas.  With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  that  were  closed  at  the 
time  of  his  second  visit,  all  the  schools  were  visited  after  Christmas. 

The  reports  and  bulletins  have  been  filled  out  and  forwarded  to  the 
Department  from  time  to  time.

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The  previous  year  was  a  strenusus  one  owing  to  the  length  and 
severity  of  the  winter  season. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  equally  strenusus  for  the  schools 
owing  to  the  extended  closing  of  the  schools  on  account  of  the  "flu". 

However  much  credit  is  due  the  teaching  staff  of  the  inspectorate 
for  their  heroism  and  fidelity  and  good  measure  of  success  in  spite  of 
difficulties  under  which  they  labored. 

The  inspectorate  includes  16  municipalities  of  which  1  is  in  Sher- 
brooke  Co.,  6  in  Stanstead  Co.,  and  9  in  Compton  Co. 

LEISGTH   OF   TERM 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  gradual  extension  of  school-term,  as  well 
as  the  increase  of  salaries. 

The  elimination  of  "summer-schools"  is  practically  complete,  there 
remaining  but  1  in  the  inspectorate.  It  is  hoped  this  one  will  be  no  more 
after  September. 

Hatley  leads  the  way  with  10  months  term,  During  the  coming 
year  Ste  Cath.  de  Hatley  will  follow  Hatley. 

Bury  and  East  Angus  (annex)  have  had  9  mos.  term,  Barnston 
will  follow  this  lead  during  1919-20. 

All  the  other  municipalities  have  8  mos.  terms. 

SALARIES 

No  teacher  holding  a  diploma  received  less  than  $35.  a  month. 

Magog  and  Stanstead  led  the  way  with  $38  a  month.  There  were 
individual  cases  where  teachers  received  $40.  such  as  Hatley  No.  2  and 
East  Angus  (annex). 

The  maj6rity  of  the  Boards  are  offering  $40  for  1919-20.  This 
salary  will  be  none  too  much  in  view  of  the  H.  C.  L. 

CERTIFICATED  TEACHERS 

The  Boards  are  to  be  commended  for  their  endeavor  to  secure  cer- 
tificated teachers.  Their  endeavors  have  not,  however,  met  with  com- 
plete success. 

The  lure  of  matrimony,  of  office-work  and  of  the  Great  AVest  means 
the  depletion  of  the  teaching  ranks.  Hence  many  non  certificated  teach- 
ers have  to  be  engaged. 
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However  many  of  these,  if  having  passed  academy  grades,  do  very 
faithful  and  creditable  service. 

Bury  was  the  only  municipality  that  secured  a  complete  staff  of 
certificated  teachers  for  1918-19. 

CONFERENCES 

The  conferences  were  held  at  the  usual  places,  and  the  attendance 
was  very  encouraging  if  weather  permitted. 

CONSOLIDATION 

Two  schools  No.  5  Barnston  and  No.  16  Compton  were  carried  on  as 
consolidated  schools  ;  the  former  having  one  teacher,  the  latter  having 
two.

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All  the  schools  of  my  inspectorate  were  visited  twice  according  to 
instructions,  and  reports  sent  to  teachers,  boards  and  the  Department. 

One  new  school  house  has  been  built  in  district  No.  3  of  the  muni- 
cipality of  Gaspe  Bay  South.  It  is  a  well  finished  building  and  a  credit 
to  the  few  people  in  the  district  who  had  it  erected  without  much  expense 
to  the  municipality. 

In  October  I  held  one  general  conference  at  Gaspe  Village  for  all 
the  teachers  in  my  inspectorate.  This  was  made  feasible  through  the 
kindness  of  the  general  manager  of  the  A.  Q.  and  W.  R.  R.  in  giving 
nominal  rates  to  the  teachers.

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The  limits  of  my  district  remain  as  before,  and  include  73  rural  ele- 
mentary schools  and  4  city  schools. 

• 

All  of  these  schools  have  been  visited  twice  within  the  year  with 
the  exception  of  some  summer  schools  in  the  municipalities  of  Marston, 
Ditchfield,  St.  Pierre  Baptiste,  Weedon,  Whitton,  Hampden  and  Duds- 
well,  which  were  inspected  in  the  autumn  and  were  closed  at  time  of  my 
second  visit. 

The  number  of  summer  schools,  I  am  pleased  to  report,  is  gradually 
diminishing. 

Reports  of  inspection  for  the  autumn  visits,  and  the  bulletins  of  ins- 
pection for  the  year  have  all  been  forwarded  to  the  Department.  The 
three  schools  of  the  City  of  Quebec  and  one  in  the  City  of  Levis  under 
my  supervision  were  also  visited,  and  reports  of  my  inspection  forwarded 
to  the  respective  school  boards.  These  three  public  schools  of  the  City 
of  Quebec  are  about  to  be  placed  under  the  control  of  one  board.  We 
believe  that  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  and  will  secure  a  better 
system  of  education  for  the  city. 

All  of  the  Teachers'  Conferences  held  annually  in  that  part  of  my 
district  lying  south  of  the  St.  Lawrence  were  conducted  as  usual  in  the 
early  autumn  and  were  well  attended,  but  those  usually  held  in  the 
county  of  Quebec,  were  cancelled  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  the  influenza. 

One  school  fair  under  the  auspices  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
and  the  Rural  School  Department  of  Macdonald  College  was  held  within 
my  district,  at  Scotstown,  and  was  eminently  successful. 

During  the  past  winter,  Mr.  J.  Egbert  McOuat,  B.  S.  A.,  and  Mr. 
Abel  Raymond,  B.  S.  A.,  of  the  Provincial  Department  of  Agriculture, 
visited  the  schools  of  Megantic  Co.  with  a  view  to  the  organizing  of  a 
fair  for  its  schools. 

We  are  grateful  to  these  men  for  the  interest  they  have  manifested 
in  our  schools  and  very  pleased  to  see  the  number  of  school  fair  is  in- 
creasing and  education  in  this  line  going  rapidly  forward. 
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Four  of  the  73  rural  schools  were  closed  throughout  the  year.  Ihe 
cause  may  be  mainly  attributed  to  the  carelessness  and  indifference  of  the 
parents.

The  prizes  in  connection  with  the  Strathcona  Trust  for  excellence  in 
physical  culture  have  been  won  by  the  pupils  of  Misses  Meda  S.  Mabe, 
Mina  A.  Coombe,  Isabel  M.  Hillman,  and  Clara  E.  Longmoore. 

The  prizes  for  physical  drill  consist  of  set  of  about  24  splendid  books, 
and  have  been  very  mush  appreciated  by  the  winners  in  the  past.  They 
are  worthy  special  effort  on  the  part  of  both  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  school  libraries  were  augmented  this  year  by  618  books  which  I 
received  for  distribution  from  the  Department,  and  deposited  in  the 
schools  at  the  time  of  my  visit.  Both  teachers  and  parents  should  zea- 
lously endeavour  to  inculcate  in  the  pupils  a  taste  for  good  literature. 
They  should  be  encouraged  from  the  outset  to  read  good  books. 

A  number  of  the  school  boards  have  not  yet  supplied  the  schools  with 
a  set  of  text  books  for  the  teachers'  use.  Such  essential  equipment 
should  be  provided  without  delay. 

Twenty-four  schools  have  been  supplied  with  a  "Permanent  Record" 
This  book  should  he  in  every  school.  It  contains  a  record  of  each  pupil's 
attendance,  progress  and  conduct  while  in  school,  is  a  powerful  incent- 
ive togood  work  and  manliness  on  the  pupil's  part  and  valuable  for 
reference.

(l)  As  no  census  is  taken  in  Montreal  and  even  other  municipalities,  the  figures  given  may   be 
misleading. 
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Ihere  has  been  no  unusual  feature  in  the  year's  work.  The  confer- 
ences were  held  and  the  visits  made  as  per  instructions,  while  the  teachers, 
did  good  work  notwithstanding  the  loss  of  time  through  the  influenza 
epidemic.  I  have  been  surprized  at  the  creditable  results  in  school  work 
secured  by  a  majority  of  the  teachers  in  the  country  schools.  Strange 
to  say ,  some  of  the  very  best  were  working  on  permits.  These  naturally 
adapted  persons  I  have  urged  to  go  to  the  school  for  teachers  and  enter 
the  profession  with  diplomas. 

It  is  little  wonder  that  there  is  a  shortage  of  qualified  teachers, 
since  I  find  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  staff  of  this  inspecto- 
rate of  194  teachers  during  the  year.  Nearly  all  of  these  have  been 
employed  by  the  cities  of  Montreal,  Westmount,  Coteau  St-Pierre  and 
Lachine.  This  number  is  just  about  twice  the  present  annual  output 
to  our  normal  school  in  the  model  class  of  teachers.  Then  to  this  increase 
must  be  added  the  number  of  teachers  who  cease  to  teach  on  account  of 
age  or  other  good  reason. 

As  you  will  observe  by  my  statistical  table  there  are  4362  more  pupils 
enrolled  this  year  than  last  year,  which  would  give  about  23  pupils  each 
to  each  extra  teacher  on  the  staff.  But  it  cannot  be  worked  out  in  that 
way,  as  both  teachers  and  pupils  are  found  everywhere. 

Last  year  there  were  121  municipalities,  but  this  year  only  118 
owing  to  the  other  being  incorporated  into  Montreal.  None  have  died 
though  some  are  very  small  in  the  census  roll. 

The  average  salaries  for  female  teachers  in  the  cities  mentioned 
above  is  $810,61,  in  the  rural  schools  the  female  teachers'  (there  are  no 
males  in  rural  schools)  salary  $360.  When  the  average  for"  city  and 
country  is  taken,  it  amounts  to  $771.23. 

The  increase  for  male  teachers  averages  $36.91  and  for  the  female 
$97.81.  The  handsome  increases  given  to  city  teachers  last  Ma^^  \\ill 
show  up  much  better  next  year. 

Out  of  a  rural  staff  of  73  teachers  only  18  taught  without  diplomas, 
but,  as  I  said  before,  these  did  good  work  as  a  rule.

CITY    SCHOOLS 

City  of  Sherbrooke. — The  city  of  Sherbrooke  contains  four  Protes" 
tant  elementary  schools,  with  a  staff  of  16  teachers,  an  enrolment  o 
550  pupils,  and  an  average  daily  attendance  of  412.  In  comparison 
with  last  j^ear  this  shows  a  decrease  in  the  enrolment  of  5  pupils,  and  in 
the  average  attendance  of  4.  The  average  dail}^  attendance  during 
1918-19  was  approximately  75%  of  the  enrolment.  11  teachers  hold 
model  school  diplomas  and  5  hold  elementary  diplomas.  The  average 
salary  is  $720.94.  The  highest  salary  is  S1200.  and  the  lowest  is  S550. 
All  the  teachers  are  competent,  and  good  work  is  being  done  in  the 
schools.  The  Board  is  to  be  commended  for  its  succesful  efforts  to 
provide  educational  facilities  for  the  Protestant  children  of  the  city. 

With  a  view,  however,  to  still  further  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the 
city  schools,  the  following  recommendations  have  been  made  to  the 
School  Board  during  the  year  : 

1.  That  the  Board  hand  over  all  executive  duties  to  a  competent 
superintendent,  and  confine  its  labors  to  such  duties  as  legislating  on 
school  matters  ;  examining  and  passing  (or  rejecting)  items  of  expendi- 
ture and  appointments  to  the  staff  proposed  by  the  superintendent  ; 
and  inspecting  the  results  obtained  by  its  executive  officers; 
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2.  That  the  Board  ask  its  Superintendent  to  draw  up  and  submit 
for  approval  a  salary  schedule  (a)  based  on  academic  and  professional 
attainments,  and  on  class-room  efficiency  ;  (b)  framed  so  as  to  stimu- 
late industry,  encourage  individual  improvement,  and  reward  excep- 
tional merit  ;  and  (c)  so  arranged  as  to  permit  of-  the  assignment  of 
every  teacher  to  that  position  or  kind  of  work,  which  he,  or  she,  can  do 
best,  without  having  first  to  consider  the  salary  attached  to  the  position; 

3.  That  the  Board  ask  its  Superintendent  to  study,  critically, 
conditions  in  the  system  with  a  view  to  determining  the  most  advanta- 
geous expenditure  of  resources,  and  to  prepare  and  submit  for  the  approval 
of  the  Board  a  tentative  budget  for  the  next  school  year,  showing  the 
proposed  apportionment  of  the  total  funds  available  ; 

4.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  its  work  of  inspection,  the  Board 
require  its  superintendent  to  lay  before  it,  from  time  to  time,  such  facts 
as  the  following  :  the  number  of  pupils  per  teacher  in  the  various  schools; 
the  cost  of  education  per  pupil  in  the  various  schools  ;  the  percentage  of 
pupils  in  each  school  promoted  each  ^^ear  ;  the  average  daily  attendance, 
at  each  school,  as  compared  with  the  enrolment  ;  the  average  length 
of  the  school  life  of  pupils  ;  and  the  number  of  pupils  enrolled  in  the 
schools  as  compared  with  the  total  Protestant  school  population  of  the 
city. 

RURAL    SCHOOLS 

School  Term. — The  average  length  of  the  term  in  rural  schools  is 
8  months.  4  schools  were  in  operation  10  months,  and  18  other  schools 
for  9  months.  11  schools  were  in  operation  for  less  than  8  months.  6  of 
these  were  in  the  municipality  of  Ascot ;  2  in  Kingsey  Falls  ;  and  1  in 
each  of  Shipton,  North  Ely,  and  St.  Pierre  de  Durham.  8  schools  were 
in  operation  during  the  summer,  and  the  results  obtained  in  these  schools 
were  very  poor.  The  summer  schools  were  found  in  the  following  muni- 
cipalities :  St.  Pierre  de  Durham,  1  ;  St.  EHe  d'Orford,  1  ;  Shipton,  2  ; 
and  Ascot,  4. 

Attendance. — -The  average  dail}'  attendance  in  rural  schools  was 
71.5%  of  the  enrolment.     Of  pupils  aged  5  to  18,  47%   were  enrolled

in  the  schools  ;  and  of  pupils  aged  7  to  14,  79.2%  were  enrolled.  The 
average  time  which  each  pupil,  aged  7  to  14,  actually  attended  school 
was  45%  of  the  school  year,  or  a  term  of  41^  months.  One  more  than 
one  half  of  the  schools  in  operation  had  an  average  daily  attendance  of 
less  than  10  pupils. 

Qualifications  of  Teachers. — 9.7%  of  the  rural  teachers  had  no  legal 
qualification  to  teach  ;  14.5%  were  teaching  on  permits  ;  61.3%  held 
elementary  diplomas  ;  and  14.5%  held  model  diplomas. 

Salaries. — -The  average  monthly  salary  in  the  rural  school  for  1918-19 
was  $36.76  ;  and  the  average  yearly  salary  was  $298.22.  The  highest 
salary  paid  was  $100  per  month  and  the  lowest  was  $30.  per  month. 

Physical  culture. — The  following  schools  are  recommended  for  the 
four  prizes  awarded  annually  for  proficiency  in  Physical  Culture  : 
Ascot,  Consolidated  School,  Xo.  1,  teacher,  IMiss  I.  M.  Chaddock  ; 
Ascot  No.  2,  teacher,  iMiss  Hazel  Young  ;  Durham  township,  Xo.  5, 
teacher,  Miss  Goldies  E.  Montgomery  ;  North  Ely,  Xo.  2,  teacher, 
Miss  A.  L.  Lannigan.

Bonuses  to  progressive  municipalities. — -In  recognition  of  progressive 
measures  undertaken  by  the  school  board,  the  following  municipalities 
are  recommended  for  the  five  bonuses  awarded  each  year  to  the  most 
progressive  municipaUties  :  Asbestos  village,  South  Durham,  Cleveland, 
Alelbourne  and  Brompton  Gore,  Durham  township. 
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Consolidation. — During  the  year  a  new  consolidated  school  was 
opened  in  the  municipality  of  Ascot,  providing  educational  facilities  for 
the  pupils  of  five  school  districts.  The  local  schools  have  been  closed 
and  the  pupils  are  now  being  conveyed  in  vans  to  consolidated  school. 
The  building  is  of  brick,  contains  four  class-rooms,  two  play-rooms,  a 
teacher's  rest-room,  ample  corridors  and  cloak-rooms,  and  is  equipped 
with  modern  facihties  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  school.  The  quali- 
fications of  the  staff  fulfill  the  requirements  of  an  academy,  and  work 
as  high  as  Grade  IX  was  carried  on  during  the  year.  The  scheme  has 
proved  to  be  a  decided  improvement  on  the  old  district  system,  and 
provides  the  rural  child  with  equal,  if  not  better  advantages  educa- 
tionally, than  those  of  the  city  child.

The  past  year  has  been  an  unfortunate  one  for  school  work.  All 
our  schools  were  closed  for  longer  or  shorter  periods  on  account  of  the 
prevailing  epidemic  of  what  was  called  the  Spanish  Flue  and  in  some  cases 
Small  Pox.  I  started  out  early  in  October  for  Autumn  inspection,  be- 
ginning in  the  western  end  of  my  district.  A  few  of  schools  were  open 
in  Matapedia,  St.  Laurent  and  as  far  down  the  river  as  Broadlands  muni- 
cipality, but  the  majority  were  closed.  When  I  came  as  far  as  Oak  Bay, 
I  was  informed  that  the  schools  were  all  closed  from  there  downward 
except  in  the  municipalities  of  Cox  and  Hamilton.  After  returning 
to  my  home  in  New  Carlisle  I  visited  the  academy  in  New  Carlisle,  the 
model  school  in  Paspebiac  and  the  three  elementary  schools  in  Hamilton. 

There  are  three  model  schools  w^ithin  my  bounds.  There  are 
two  teachers  in  each  of  these  and  all  were  working  well  and  wdth  pros- 
pect of  a  successful  term  :  striving  to  make  up  as  far  as  possible  for  the 
interruptions  of  the  "flue". 

In  conducting  Teachers  Conferences  for  two  years,  I  found  it  a  good 
arrangement  to  call  all  the  teachers  down  to  New  Carlisle  Academy. 
I  was  preparing  to  do  so  again  this  year,  but  when  the  time  arranged  for 
came,  the  influenza  was  prevailing  so  seriously  that  it  was  plainly  imprac- 
ticable to  expect  the  teachers  to  leave  their  homes  or  to  provide  for  their 
accommodation  in  New  Carlisle.  So  this  meeting  was  called  off.  Accord- 
ingly there  was  no  teachers  Conference  held,  and  no  teacher  was  able 
to  attend  conference  this  year. 

This  year  a  nice  new  school  house  was  finished  and  opened  in  Sellar- 
ville  and  the  house  in  Restigouche  was  repaired  and  painted.  In  other 
districts;  buildings  were  liberally  repaired  and  improved  in  appearance 
and  in  comfort. 

Flags  and  flagpoles  were  provided  for  their  schools  in  Shoolbred. 
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Generally  the  school  houses  are  in  comfortable  condition  and  fairly 
well  provided  with  necessary  furniture  and  other  conveniences.

My  enjoy- 
ment of  the  work  was  largely  owing  to  the  friendship  and  helpfulness  of 
the  Superintendent,  the  General  Secretary  and  other  officials  under  which 
I  laboured. 

It  was  pleasant  too  to  meet  with  the  pupils  in  the  various  schools 
and  to  feel  the  cheerful  outlook  and  hopefulness  in  the  minds  of  the 
rising  generation.

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The  Autumn  reports  were  duly  sent  to  your  Department  as  well 
as  the  Spring  Bulletins  of  inspection. 

Although  the  municipality  of  St.  Damien-de-Stanbridge,  through 
formal  union  with  Bedford,  ceases  to  exist  as  a  municipality,  under 
my  inspection  I  still  have  the  same  number  of  municipalities  as  last 
year,  namely,  26,  as  a  new  municipality  has  been  formed  through ,  the 
incorporation  of  the  village  of  Foster,  thus  taking  what  was  one  of  the 
Brome  Townships  schools. 

Through  the  extension  of  the  principle  of  consolidation  I  have  less 
schools  this  year  than  last.  And  as  there  are  60  less  pupils  in  the  schools 
of  my  district  of  inspection  than  the  previous  year  and  the  decrease  is 
confined  to  the  younger  pupils,  and  the  lower  grades,  it  is  reasonable 
to  expect  a  further  decrease  for  the  next  year. 

In  consequence  of  the  increased  conveyance  of  pupils,  the  average 
daily  attendance  would  have  risen,  had  it  not  been  for  the  prevalence 
of  influenza. 

The  salaries  of  the  Teachers  have  been  increased  but  the  increase 
is  not  keeping  pace  with  the  largely  increased  U\dng  expenses.  Very 
few,  as  yet,  have  reached  the  minimum  recommended  by  the  Depart- 
ment. The  average  salary  has  been  $35.  a  month  and  the  teacher 
must  pay  from  $12.  to  $20.  a  month  for  her  board. 

The  majority  of  my  schools  are  only  open  for  8  months  in  the 
year.  A  few  are  open  9  months  and  a  smaller  number  for  ten  months. 
Higher  salaries  are  agreed  upon  for  next  year. 

One  of  the  10  month's  schools  pays  sixty  dollars  a  month  and  is 
the  best  equipped  of  all  the  schools  in  my  district  of  inspection.  This 
is  the  McMasterville  school,  at  Beloeil  Station. 

There  is  no  marked  change  in  the  classification  of  the  munici- 
palities. 

The  following  have  been  recommended  for  special  bonus  as  deserving 
municipalities  :

McMasterville,  Miss  Katheryn  Brown, 
teacher. 

Every  school  in  Dunham  has  been  supplied  with  excellent  flag 
poles  and  flags  ;  and  a  novel  and  successful  system  of  ventilation  is 
in  operation  in  each  school  building  in  this  township. 

In  a  great  many  schools  of  the  inspectorate  sanitary  drinking 
tanks  and  individual  cups  are  found.  All  of  the  Sutton  Schools  have 
good  book  cupboards  and  the  Permanent  Register  of  Pupils'  Progress 
is  supplied  to  each  school.  I  hope  by  another  year  to  find  these  excel- 
In  a  goodly  number  of  schools  thrift  stamps  have  been  purchased 
by  the  pupils  and  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  when  the  Inspector 
has  the  opportunity  of  taking  the  matter  up  in  the  Autumn  Conferences 
a  great  impetus  will  be  given  to  the  movement. 

In  addition  to  the  three  travelling  Libraries  supplied  to  me  several 
years  ago  by  the  Provincial  Association  of  Protestant  Teachers,  which 
I  have  moved  at  each  visit,  thus  giving  the  pupils  of  six  schools  in  each 
year  the  advantage  and  enjoyment  of  them,  I  have  readj^  in  hand  three 
more  Libraries  put  up  in  neatly  Japanesed  boxes  furnished  by  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Pettes  Memorial  Library,  at  Knowlton  which  I  have  to  move 
about  in  like  manner  as  the  earlier  ones.  This  should  tend  to  culti- 
vate a  taste  for  good  literature.

Atwell.  The  Teachers  Conferences  were  held  in  the  Autumn  but  the 
prevalence  of  the  influenza  prevented  as  large  an  attendance  as  in  former 
years.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  summary  of  statistics  of  the 
Protestant   Superior   Schools  for  the  scholastic  year  of   1918-19. 

Schools. — During  the  year  there  were  in  operation  ninety  six 
schools,  38  High  Schools  (Academies)  and  58  Intermediate  (Model) 
Schools  : 

There  were  present  on  the  days  of  inspection,  10643  pupils. 

Inspection. — With  the  exception  of  two  schools  which  were  closed 
at  the  time  of  my  visit,  all  the  schools  were  visited  and  inspected  during 
the  year. 

Examinations. — Oral  examinations  were  held  on  the  day  of  inspec- 
tion. The  annual  written  examinations  were  held  during  the  month  of 
June.  Printed  examination  papers  for  Grades,  V,  VI,  VII,  VIII,  IX, 
X,  XI,  were  sent  to  all  Protestant  Superior  Schools.  The  written 
answers  in  Grades  VIII,  IX,  X,  were  read  and  valued  by  a  competent 
staff  of  examiners  under  the  supervision  of  your  Inspector.  The 
answers  of  the  pupils  in  Grade  XI  were  read  and  valued  by  the  University 
School  Leaving  Board  of  Examiners.  The  written  answers  from  pupils 
in  Grades  V,  VI,  VII,  were  read  and  valued  by  the  teachers  of  their 
respective  grades. 

Results. — In  Grades  VIII,  IX,  X,  XI,  1,699  pupils  were  presented 
for  examination,  1,302  passed  successfully  and  397  failed. 

Twenty  one  Academies  and  twenty  Model  Schools  took  70%  or 
over  in  the  written  examinations.  Two  Academies  and  twelve  Model 
Schools  took  less  than  60%. 

Considering  the  fact  that  the  schools  were  closed  for  a  period 
varying  from  three  to  seven  weeks  on  account  of  the  epidemic  of  in- 
fluenza, the  results  of  the  final  examinations  may  be  considered  satis- 
factory.

Reports.- — An  interim  report  on  each  school  was  sent  to  your  office 
after  my  visit  of  inspection.  These  reports  show  (a)  the  number  of 
pupils  in  each  department,  (b)  the  number  present  on  the  day  of  inspec- 
tion, (c)  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  (d)  the  number  of  teachers,  their 
qualifications,  salaries,  etc.,  (e)  the  condition  of  buildings,  grounds, 
furniture,  apparatus,  etc. 

Specialists. — ^In  seventeen  Academies  specialists  in  French  are 
employed.  In  these  schools  with  competent  teachers,  the  pupils  leam 
to  speak,  read,  and  write  the  French  language  fairly  well. 

Course  of  study. — In  each  school  there  is  a  copy  of  the  authorized 
course  of  study  and  a  copy  of  the  Memorandum  of  Instruction  to 
teachers.  Instruction  in  Physical  Culture  and  lessons  in  singing 
form  part  of  the  exercises  in  nearly  all  the  schools.  Teachers  follow 
the  system  laid  down  in  the  Strathcona  text  on  Physical  Culture.  The 
intelligent  answers  to  the  questions  on  Nature  Study  and  Agriculture 
show  that  the  pupils  have  a  good  grasp  of  the  subject,  and  that  it  is 
well  taught  in  our  schools.

(Translation) 

Quebec,  September  14th,  1919. 

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  ending 
June  last. 

We  gave  instruction  to  269  pupils  divided  as  follows  : 

58  male  teachers-in-training,  75  little  boys,  71  female  teachers-in- 
training,  65  little  girls. 

We  granted  46  diplomas  to  male  teachers-in- training :  1 1  elementary, 
19  model  and  16  academy.  Two  who  failed  at  their  first  examination 
for  an  academy  diploma,  succeeded  on  a  second  trial. 

We  granted  20  diplomas  to  female  teachers-in-training  ;  24  model 
school  and  11  academy.     Total  :  55. 

His  Honour,  Sir  Charles  Fitzpatrick,  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Province,  did  us  the  honour  of  presiding  over  the  distribution  of  prizes 
and  diplomas.  Lady  Fitzpatrick  presided  with  His  Honour  over  the 
distribution  to  the  female  students  and  distributed  the  diplomas  to  the 
successful  candidates.  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  to  both  our 
esteem  and  gratitude. 

The  year,  generally,  was  less  successful  than  past  years.  Not  only 
did  we  lose  5  weeks  on  account  of  influenza,  but  several  of  the  students 
were  so  weakened  by  the  effects  of  the  disease  that  they  were  unable  to 
work  as  hard  as  they  would  have  otherwise. 

A  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  revise  the  course  of  study  for 
primary  schools.  It  has  worked  and  is  still  working  conscientiously. 
It  will  have  shown  progress  at  least  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Catholic 
Committee.  IMy  experience  convinces  me  that  we  shall  not  obtain  satis- 
factory results  in  education  as  long  as  our  lay  teachers  do  not  receive  as 
high  a  salary  as  that  paid  in  sister  Provinces,  or  as  long  as  our  boys  from 
11  to  12  are  under  female  teachers.     The  two  causes  are  closelv  con- 
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nected  on  account  of  the  sniallness  of  the  salary.  Our  best  teachers  who 
desire  to  devote  themselves  to  this  calling  offer  their  services  to  the 
western  Provinces  which  are  not  afraid  to  pay  a  good  salary  to  those 
who  teach  their  children.     It  is  often  a  definite  loss  to  our  Province. 

There  are  some  regions,  like  those  in  the  Lake  St.  John  district,  that 
understand  their  duty  better  in  this  respect  and  pay  good  salaries,  but 
they  are  few.     They  are  even  exceptions. 

The  consequence  is  that  many  of  our  young  teachers,  not  being  able 
to  find  suitable  remuneration,  enter  stores  or  banks.  T'hey  are  fortunate 
in  receiving  $400  or  $500  to  begin  with.  They  can  at  least  build  on  the 
future,  whereas  in  teaching  they  cannot  even  so  much  as  hope  for  the 
poet's  Golden  Mean. 

The  Government  has  already  done  much  to  improve  the  situation. 
It  must  do  more  if  it  would  place  our  educational  system  on  a  level  with 
present  needs.

The  length  of  our  school  year  was  markedly  lessened.  We  opened 
the  school  on  the  16th  of  September,  but  were  compelled,  on  account  of  the 
influenza  epidemic,  to  close  it  from  the  8th  of  October  to  the  18th  of 
November.  Happily  none  of  our  students  were  seriously  affected  and 
we  were  able  to  fully  carry  out  the  official  course  of  study.  We  had 
to  mourn  the  loss  of  our  professor  of  drawing,  Mr.  Charles  Gill,  who  died 
of  influenza.  His  artistic  work  is  represented  in  our  school  by  many 
large  sized  portraits:  those  of  Messrs.  Verreau,  Chauveau,  Sir  P.  E. 
Leblanc,  Sir  Lomer  Gouin,  etc. 


220  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION — 1918-19 


Allow  me  to  quote  from  our  annual  what  Mr.  Th.  Tourillon  wrote 
on  the  life  and  work  of  the  late  Charles  Gill  : 

"  On  the  11th  of  October,  1918,  the  influenza  epidemic  carried  away 
at  the  age  of  47,  a  man  who  was  to  us  a  sympathetic  colleague,  to  his 
students  a  learned  professor,  and  to  Canada  an  artist  and  especially  a 
poet. 

"  He  w^as  born  at  St.  Thomas  de  Pierreville,  the  son  of  the  late  Judge 
Gill.  After  completing  his  studies  at  Saint  Laurent  and  St.  Ma- 
ry's College,  he  left  for  Paris  to  cultivate  the  arts.  He  studied  draw- 
ing, painting,  literature,  history.  He  returned  after  a  sojourn  of  five 
years  in  Paris  and  one  year  in  Avignon.  Our  country  was  too  young 
for  the  fine  arts;  he  was  obliged  to  take  up  journalism  and  held,  at  the 
newspaper  "Le  Canada/'  a  position  ill  suited  to  his  tastes  as  a  poet  and 
painter.  On  the  20th  of  May,  1896,  he  was  appointed  professor  of 
drawing  at  the  Jacques  Cartier  Normal  School. 

"  He  was  in  the  full  vigour  of  his  years,  powerfully  built,  rather 
unstudied  in  dress,  with  a  firm  step,  gay  and  at  the  same  time  reserved 
in  disposition.  He  spoke  a  cultivated  language,  well  calculated  to  im- 
press his  thoughts  deeply.  He  had  deep  set  eyes  and  a  forehead  that 
betokened  a  meditative  mind." 

"  Drawing  and  painting  were,  above  all,  his  means  of  earning  a 
living.  WTiile  a  successful  artist  in  copies  or  partraits,  his  paintings  do 
not  come  up  to  those  of  his  master  Gerome.  "  I  wish  to  soothe  my 
sorrow  by  singing  the  praises  of  my  country,"  he  wrote  in  his  "Ave." 
How  dear  his  country  was  to  him  ;  To  make  it  known  and  loved,  he 
devoted  the  last  10  years  of  his  life.  His  best  title  to  literary  fame 
will  be  the  12  cantos  of  his  poem  entitled  "Le  Cap  Eternite." 

Mr.  J.  B.  Lagace,  whose  gifts  as  an  artist  and  lecturer  are  univer- 
sally known,  succeeded  Mr.  Gill  in  January,  1909.

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RIMOUSKI   NORMAL   SCHOOL 

(Translation) 

RiMousKi,  September  14th,  1919. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Rimouski  Normal 
School  for  the  year  1918-19. 

There  were  77  students  registered  :  4  in  the  academy  course,  14 
in  the  model  course,  and  59  in  the  two  degrees  of  the  elementary  course. 
Four  left  during  the  year  and  1  died  from  the  effects  of  influenza.  There 
were  36  old  students. 

We  granted  2  academy,  13  intermediate  and  13  elementary  diplomas. 
Five,  who  were  not  of  the  required  age,  were  promoted  without  diplomas. 

There  were  28  pupils  in  the  practice  school. 

The  year  began  very  well  and  the  enthusiasm  which  bids  well  for  a 
fruitful  year,  early  displayed  itself. 

Unhappily  the  influenza,  which  made  itself  felt  almost  every  where, 
caused  this  ardour  to  cool  somewhat.  We  were  obliged  to  cut  off  com- 
munication from  the  outside  and  to  close  the  practice  school.  The  epi- 
demic broke   out   the  night  before  the  winter  vacation. 

The  results  were  one  death,  several  more  or  less  seriously  ill,  and 
lack  of  enthusiasm  among  the  others  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

We  were  obliged  to  close  the  practice  school  at  different  times  at 
every  reappearance  or  threat  of  reappearance  of  the  malady  in  the  town. 
On  the  whole,  the  year  was  a  poor  one  so  far  as  practical  results  are  con- 
cerned. 

The  death  of  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  at  this  time  added  to  our 
cares,  especially,  on  account  of  the  principal  having  to  take  charge  of  the 
administration  of  the  diocese  during  the  vacancy  in  the  episcopal  see. 

The  school  desires  to  place  on  the  tomb  of  the  deceased  prelate  a 
testimonial  of  its  respect  and  gratitude.  Mgr.  Blais  was  the  promotor  of 
the  Rimouski  Normal  School  and  it  was  he  who  made  its  realization  pos- 
sible.    He   cherished   this   project   from   the   time  of  his  elevation  to 
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the  episcopal  see.  He  also  realized  his  dream  of  confiding  the  ins- 
titution to  the  Ursulines.  It  always  had  a  foremost  place  in  his 
heart.  He  celebrated  his  last  jubilee  in  the  Ursulines'  Chapel  on  the 
30th  of  November.  This  was  the  last  time  he  left  his  palace.  His  revered 
remains  repose  in  the  cemetery  of  the  community,  according  to  his 
request,  awaiting  the  time  when  they  may  be  placed  in  the  vault  of 
an  outside  chapel  which  is  to  be  added  to  the  monastery.  He  stood 
by  us  unto  death  and  his  memory  will  continue  to  be  inseparably 
connected  with  our  history.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1918-19. 
It  is  a  year  to  be  remembered  as  it  was  marked  by  the  sad  visitation  of 
the  influenza  epidemic  which  made  four  \dctims  among  the  pupils  of  our 
school.  We  were  obliged  to  close  it  for  four  weeks  about  the  beginning 
of  the  school  year.  The  effects  of  this  on  programme  were  necessarily  felt. 
To  make  up  for  lost  time  I  did  not  grant  any  holidays  at  New  Year. 
The  school  year  was  extended  to  the  26th  of  June  for  the  same  reason 
and  also  to  enable  you  to  visit  us.  We  thus  were  able  to  gain 
another  week  of  good  work.  On  the  whole,  we  have  reason  to  be 
satisfied,  since  you  were  able  to  grant  53  diplomas  to  the  pupils  : 
2  academy,  27  model  school,  24  elementary,  besides  one  English  diploma. 

As  you  will  perceive  by  the  annexed  statistics,  I  admitted  about 
a  hundred  students  to  the  Normal  School,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
83.  The  practice  school  was  attended,  on  an  average,  by  64  little  girls 
out  of  83  who  were  admitted. 

I  wish  to  remind  you  that  out  of  the  large  number  of  normal  school 
students  only  10  or  12  were  not  of  the  first  year.  There  was  only  one 
third  year  student.  You  will  notice  that  the  evil  which  I  pointed  out 
to  you  at  different  times  seems  to  increase,  namely,  that  of  young  girls 
leaving  the  Normal  School  too  soon.  Something  should  be  done  to 
prevent  this  evil  and  enable  our  future  teachers  to  receive  a  better 
training.  A  campaign  has  been  undertaken  even  by  the  press  to  raise 
the  salaries  of  teachers  proportionately  to  the  degree  of  the  diploma 
they  have  received.  I  was  glad  to  hear  j^ou  uphold  the  same  idea  in 
your  eloquent  address  after  the  distribution  of  diplomas. 
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Allow  me  to  renew  my  thanks  to  you  for  having  come  to  preside 
over  this  ceremony  of  distribution  of  diplomas,  together  with  Mrs.  Delage 
and  your  son  and  daughter. 

I  have  nothing  but  praise  for  my  fellow  teachers.  We  all  work 
together,  each  in  his  or  her  own  branch,  for  the  intellectual,  moral  and 
pedagogical  training  of  the  young  girls  confided  to  us.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1918-19. 

We  admitted  15  teachers-in-training  to  the  academy  course,  29  to 
the  model  course  and  60  to  the  elementary  course  :  103  pupils  in  all. 
Out  of  this  number,  two  pupils  :  one  in  the  model  and  one  in  the 
elementary  course,  discontinued  their  studies  during  the  year. 

Sixty- five  diplomas  were  granted,  as  follows  : 

15  academy,  19  model  and  31  elementary  school  diplomas. 

The  practice  school  was  attended  by  87  little  girls,  with  an  average 
attendance  of  69. 

The  great  event  of  the  year  was  the  inauguration  of  our  new  Nor- 
mal School.  It  was  a  fine  educational  festival  over  which  we  were  pleased 
to  have  you  preside.  There  were  present  also  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
Hon.  Jules  Allard,  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests,  Mr.  A.  Trahan,  our 
Federal  representative,  Messrs.  J.  A.  Savoie  and  N.  Perrault,  Provincial 
representatives,  Mr.  C.  J.  Magnan,  Inspector-General,  many  of  the 
clergy  and  prominent  citizens  of  our  city. 

T^he  Bishop  of  Nicolet  and  our  good  Sisters  might  well  be  proud  of 
this  crowning  of  their  work.  An  opportunity  was  also  given  to  the  various 
speakers  to  vindicate  our  school  system  against  all  its  detractors.  It 
was  certainly  a  great  consolation  to  the  teachers,  pupils  and  all  present 
to  listen  to  the  words  of  praise  and  pure  patriotism  spoken  by  you  and 
the  official  representative  of  the  Provincial  Government.  In  resigning 
the  position  of  principal,  it  is  a  pleasing  duty  for  me  to  thank  you  for 
your  kindness  and  considerateness  towards  my  own  humble  person.

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VALLEYFIELD  NORMAL  SCHOOL

Valleyfield,  September  14th,  1919. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Valleyfield  normal 
school  for  the  school  year  1918-19. 

There  were  69  teachers-in- training  enrolled  :  9  in  the  academy; 
19  in  the  model  ;  27  in  the  elementary  ;  14  in  the  preparatory  course. 

Six  pupils  discontinued  their  studies  during  the  year  :  1  in  the 
modei,  3  in  the  elementary,  2  in  the  preparatory  course. 

Thirty-five  diplomas  were  granted  :  8  academy  ;  12  model  ;  15  ele- 
mentary. We  gave  10  certificates  of  studies  :  5  in  the  model  ;  5  in 
the  elementary  course. 

The  practice  school,  annexed  to  the  normal  school,  was  attended  by 
123  pupils,  namely  :  66  in  the  preparatory,  20  in  the  1st  year,  16  in  the 
2nd  year,  15  in  the  3rd  year  and  6  in  the  4th  year.  "Your  method  of 
instruction  is  very  good",  said  the  new  inspector,  Mr.  J.  A.  Dupuis,  at 
his  visit  of  the  26th  of  March. 

Out  of  the  35  who  received  diplomas,  16  are  going  to  teach  this  year: 
5  with  an  academy,  5  with  a  model,  6  with  an  elementary  diploma. 

Out  of  69  enrolled  in  September  last,  32  came  back  to  pursue  their 
studies.  Of  these,  5  received  a  model  diploma  ;  8  an  elementary  diploma 
and  11a  certificate  of  studies. 

There  was  a  small  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils,  due  to  the  uncer- 
tainly of  parents  at  the  beginning  of  the  fifth  year  of  the  war. 

The  influenza  epidemic  did  not  affect  us  very  much  and  we  were  able 
to  continue  the  course  of  study  without  interruption. 

And  now  that  the  war  is  tended,  will  it  be  possible  for  us  to  have 
our  future  teachers  continue  their  studies  for  a  longer  time  ?  They  do 
not  remain  at  the  normal  school  long  enough.  This  is  the  complaint 
everywhere  heard.  Those  who  intend  to  teach  in  the  country,  and  they 
are  the  big  majority,  are  satisfied  with  an  elementary  diploma  ;  others, 
less  numerous,  seek  a  model  diploma  ;  only  a  small  number  come  back 
for  an  academy  diploma. 
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I  know  of  some  teachers  with  an  academy  diploma  who  received  a  sa- 
lary of  only  S175.  This  is  not  very  encouraging  for  parents  to  make  great 
efforts  to  give  their  children  a  superior  education. 

Would  it  not  be  a  good  thing  for  influential  men  to  begin  a  campaign 
for  the  engaging  of  normal  school  graduates,  preferably  to  others  ?  It 
would  be  a  means  of  favouring  the  progress  of  education,  as  the  normal 
schools  are  equipped  with  everything  necessary  for  raising  the  level  of 
the  teaching  profession  :  able  professors,  professional  training,  pedagogical 
conferences,  spiritual  conferences  for  the  moral  training  of  teachers,  etc.  It 
will  also  be  necessary  to  have  the  salaries  proportioned  to  the  degree  of 
the  diploma  which  the  teachers  have  obtained. 

Abbe  Etienne  Blanchard  came  again  this  year  to  lecture  and  help  the 
crusade  undertaken  for  the  use  of  correct  language. 

The  trial  we  have  made  of  English  conversation  during  the  evening 
recreations  with  the  help  of  an  English-speaking  Sister,  has  borne  fruit. 

We  propose  giving  more  attention  to  physical  exercises,  in  view, 
especially,  of  the  weakening  effect  which  the  war  and  influenza  had  on 
the  constitution  of  the  students.  Education  without  health  would 
not  avail  them  much, 

Ihe  inspector-general.  His  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal, 
Iheir  Excellencies,  the  Duke  and  Duchess  of  Devonshire  honoured  us 
with  a  visit  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  for  having  kindly  con- 
sented to  preside  over  all  our  public  meetings  and  speak  words  of  encou- 
ragement at  all  of  them.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year   1918-19. 

We  had  190  teachers-in-training  and  pupils  in  our  school,  140  of 
whom  were  in  the  practice  school.  There  are  10  of  these  in  the  prepa- 
ratory and  elementary  course. 

T^he  female  teachers-in- training  numbered  50. 

Influenza  caused  the  death  of  8  students.  The  remainder  achieved 
success  in  their  studies  and  examinations.  There  were  24  who  received 
diplomas  : 

5  in  the  academy  course  ;  13  in  the  model  course,  and  6  in  the  ele- 
mentary course. 

14  obtained  promotion  certificates  either  to  the  academy  or  model 
courses. 

8  obtained  promotion  from  the  preparatory  to  the  elementary  course 
of  the  normal  school. 

Notwithstanding  the  ravages  caused  by  influenza,  the  students 
generally  succeeded  well  and  the  marks  obtained  were  as  high,  on  the 
whole,  as  in  past  years. 

Accessory  studies  were  not  neglected.  The  Pedagogical  Club  gave 
interesting  entertainments.  You  visited  us  on  one  of  these  occasions 
and  were  thereby  assured  that  there  was  remarkable  steadiness  in  the 
school  work. 

The  exhibition  held  at  the  end  of  the  year  showed  that  crochet  and 
needle  had  not  been  idle. 
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English  conversation  and  gymnastics  help  to  spend  the  evening 
recreations  in  an  interesting  and  instructive  manner. 

In  a  word,  the  Inspector-General  found  that  notwithstanding  the 
terrible  year  we  passed  through,  our  school  made  good  progress. 

I  wish,  in  conclusion,  to  thank  our  distinguished  professor  and  our 
devoted  Grey  Nuns  for  the  good  work  they  accomplished  during  the  year.

Three  Rivers,  July  1st,  1919. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Three  Rivers  Normal 
School  and  Annex. 

We  received  102  teachers-in-training,  out  of  which  number,  only 
71  underwent  the  final  examination  :  8  in  the  superior,  21  in  the  interme- 
diate and  10  in  the  preparatory  course.  The  greater  part  of  the  others 
were  prevented  by  influenza  from  completing  their  year.  We  were  able, 
nevertheless,  to  continue  our  regular  classes  in  spite  of  this  epidemic. 
We  are  indebted  for  this  to  the  praiseworthy  devotedness  of  the  Ursuline 
Nuns.  They  sent  sisters  from  their  monastery  to  attend  to  the  sick, 
and  this  allowed  the  teaching  Sisters  to  continue  their  class  work. 
Only  the  practical  teaching  was  interrupted  in  its  work  for  six  weeks, 
as  the  practice  school  was  closed. 

Out  of  the  61  teachers-in-training  who  underwent  examinations  for 
diplomas,  2  in  the  model  course  and  7  in  the  elementary  course  were  not 
of  the  required  age,  and  will  return  to  take  up  a  higher  course.  We 
granted  three  academy  diplomas  to  students  who  passed  their  final 
examinations  last  year,  under  article  199  of  the  Regulations  of  the 
Catholic  Committee. 

48  diplomas  were  awarded  :  10  academy,  17  intermediate  and  21 
elementary  ;  there  were  11  of  these  who  obtained  an  English  diploma 
also  :    1  an  academy,  3  an  intermediate  and  7  an  elementary  diploma. 

There  were  142  pupils  enrolled  in  the  practice  school  with  an  average 
attendance  of  99.  The  number  of  entries  is  much  less  than  those  of 
preceding  years,  on  account  of  a  new  school  that  was  opened  in  the 
vicinity.  I  find  the  average  attendance  very  satisfactory.  It  might 
have  been  much  smaller  when  one  considers  that  the  grippe  and  small- 
pox were  prevalent  among  some  of  the  children. The  school  was  closed 
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by  the  Commissioners  from  the  6th  of  October  to  the  18th  of  November, 
1918. 

The  regular  inspections  were  made  in  both  schools  and  gave  the 
usual  satisfactory  results. 

On  the  whole,  we  have  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the  progress 
made  both  in  the  practice  and  normal  schools,  and  we  feel  that  we  have 
given  a  sound  training  to  those  who  are  about  to  begin  to  teach  in  the 
primary  schools. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  thank  you  for  having  come  to  Three 
Rivers  to  sign  the  diplomas.  We  were  also  pleased  to  receive  a  short 
visit  from  Hon.  Mr.  Allard,  Minister  of  Lands  and  Forests.

JOLIETTE  NORMAL  SCHOOL

JoLiETTE,  June  28th,  1919. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Johette  Normal  School 
for  the  year  1918-19. 

We  received  51  pupils,  classed  as  follows  :  3  in  the  academy  course, 
12  in  the  model  course,  21  in  the  elementary  course  and  15  in  the  pre- 
paratory course.  ■ 

We  granted  21  French  diplomas  ;3  academy,  7  model  and  11  ele- 
mentary ;  and  9  English  diplomas  :  2  academy,  4  model  and  3  elemen- 
tary. 

There  were  3  pupils  who  passed  their  examination,  but  were  not  of 
the  required  age.  They  will  return  to  continue  their  pedagogical 
studies. 

With  the  exception  of  one  pupil  who  was  seriously  ill,  we  had  nothing 
to  suffer  from  the  influenza  grippe,  that  caused  so  many  educational 
institutions  to  close  their  doors  and  wrought  so  much  havoc  among  the 
school  population. 

We  were  obliged,  nevertheless,  as  a  measure  of  prudence,  to  close 
the  practice  school  and  thus  teaching  in  this  branch  was  suspended  for  a 
few  weeks. 

There  were  some  important  changes  made  among  the  teachers  of  the 
School. 

Reverend  Mother  Saint-Alfred,  first  directress,  was  appointed 
superioress  of  Saint  Urbain  Academy,  at  Montreal ;  Mother  Sainte- Marie 
des  Seraphins,  heretofore  superioress  of  the  latter  mentioned  academy, 
replaced  her  as  directress. 

We  thank  Mother  Saint  Alfred  for  all  the  good  she  did  during  her 
six  years  stay  at  oar  School.  She  gave  untiring  service  to  the  work  and 
was  instrumental  in  placing  it  on  a  solid  and  enduring  basis. 

We  hail  in  Mother  Sainte-Marie  des  Seraphins,  a  most  qualified 
person  to  fill  the  place  lef^  vacant.  She  will  help  the  school  to  advance 
on  the  path  of  progress. 
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I  have  tc  note  also  the  departure  cf  Reverend  Mother  Saint-Eleo- 
nora,  teacher  of  grammar  and  French  Hterature,  who  has  been 
appointed  superioress  of  the  Boarding  School  of  the  Congregation  at 
the  Cedars. 

Mother  Sainte-Eleonora  was  one  of  the  workers  of  the  first  hour. 
She  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  organization  of  the  Normal  School. 
She  is  a  specially  entitled  to  our  gratitude  and  we  will  always  remember 
her  services. 

The  school  year  was  a  successful  one.  The  students  were  zealous, 
hard-working  and   pious,     three   characteristics   of   good   students.

St.  Hyacinthe,  August  9th  1919. 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  a  report  of  the  normal  school  of  St. 
Hyacinthe. 

There  were  131  female  teachers-in-training  enrolled  last  year  :  13  in 
the  superior  course  ;  59  in  the  intermediate  course,  of  whom  7  in  the 
English  course  ;  59  in  the  elementary  course,  of  whom  2  in  the  English 
course. 

We  escaped,  during  the  first  term,  the  influenza  epidemie  that  raged 
in  our  locality.  We  were  able  to  continue  our  courses  uninterruptedly 
until  Christmas  and  the  beginning  of  the  examinations.  But  it  was 
necessary,  no  doubt,  that  w^e  should  have  to  undergo  t^  e  trial.  It 
came  like  a  clap  of  thunder,  three  weeks  after  the  opening  of  the  second 
term.  In  twelve  days,  15  of  our  students  succumbed  at  the  school 
and  2  others  in  their  homes.  Our  doctors  and  nuns  devoted  themselves 
unstintedly,  but  to  no  avail.  We  were  obliged  to  witness  the  loss  of 
many,  and  only  prayer  and  resignation  were  left  us. 

Sixty-two  out  of  100  students  who  presented  themselves  for  teachers 
diplomas  were  successful  :  12  for  the  academy,  36  for  the  model,  and 
14  for  the  elementary  diploma.  There  were,  also,  8  who  deserved  a 
certificate  of  studies  and  25  a  bilingual  diploma. 

T'he  pupils  of  the  academy  course  were  less  numerous  this  year  than 
in  previous  years.  The  decrease  was  due  to  accidental  causes,  such  as 
conscription,  and  the  departure  of  big  brothers  for  the  front. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  2  divisions  of  the  intermediate  course  con- 
tained more  students  better  gifted,  for  the  most  i3art,  than  those  who 
preceded  them  and  more  ambitious  to  achieve  success. 

The  students  of  the  elementary  course  suffered  most  from 
the  3  weeks'  holidays  which  we  were  obliged  to  give  on  account  of  the 
epidemic.  There  were  45  in  this  course  at  the  end  of  the  year  :  only 
14  obtained  a  diploma,  and  5  a  certificate  of  studies. 
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Notwithstanding  our  strict  examinations  for  admission,  there  are 
always  some  who  get  through  without  sufficient  preparation. 

There  are  too  few  of  our  old  students  who  devote  many  years  to 
teaching.  They  leave  the  school  full  of  enthusiasm  and  conscious  of  the 
dignity  of  their  mission.  But  whether  on  account  of  the  ill-will  they 
meet  with,  of  the  high  cost  of  living  or  the  small  salaries  they  still  receive 
in  some  places,  they  lose  much  of  their  first  enthusiasm  and  take  up  other 
less  arduous  and  more  lucrative  callings . 

I  am  happy  to  say  that  several  of  them  entered  religious  orders  and 
now  devote  themselves  to  the  teaching  of  youth.

Miss  Berthe  Giasson  of  I'lslet,  pupil  of  the  academy  course,  won  the 
Prince  of  Wales  ]\Iedal  with  great  distinction. 

Miss  Berthe  Parent,  of  Bic,  pupil  of  the  supplementary  course,  won, 
with  great  distinction,  the  medal  kindly  presented  by  His  Excellency, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Sir  Charles  Fitzpatrick,  to  whom  we  offer  our 
most  sincere  thanks. 

Miss  Simone  Foisy,  of  Epiphanie,  Assumption  county,  pupil  of  the 
academy  course,  won,  with  great  distinction,  the  medal  presented  by  the 
Honourable  Cyrille  F.  Delage,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  to 
whom  we  are  sincerely  grateful. 

Although  we  are  90  miles  from  Quebec,  we  received,  as  in  past  years, 
several  distinguished  \asitors.  These  \'isits  help  to  encourage  pupils 
and  teachers. 

Amongst  others,  we  received  a  visit  from  Hon.  Jos.  Ed.  Caron, 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  an  enthusiastic  supporter  of  household  science 
education,  as  he  expects  it  to  form  superior  women,  able  to  make  the 
home  pleasant  enough  to  retain  husband  and  children  in  the  country.

The  deputy-minister,  Mr.  Antonio  Grenier,  seconded  his  chief  in 
encouraging  the  teaching  of  household  science.  He  proved  his  interest 
by  visiting  our  school  as  well  as  in  other  ways. 

No  one  will  object  to  our  saying  that  the  most  distinguished  visitors 
received  during  the  year  were  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  Sir  Charles 
Fitzpatrick,  Ladj^  Fitapztrick,  ]\Iiss  Fitzpatrick,  acocmpanied  by  Major 
Pelletier.  The  vice-ro^'al  party  spent  several  hours  visiting  our  school. 
They  questioned  the  teachers  and  pupils  as  to  the  working  of  the  classical 
and  household  science  course  of  study  and  on  leaving,  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  said  that  he  deemed  the  teaching  of  household  science  so  impor- 
tant for  women  that  he  wished  to  give  it  deeper  study.  He  said  that  he 
was  able  to  discover  only  the  qualities  on  his  first  \'isit,  but  would  return 
to  find  out  what  were  the  defects. 

All  educators  solicitous  of  the  morals  of  their  pupils,  make  every 
effort,  often  in  vain,  to  try  to  con\ince  them  of  the  unbecomingness  of 
many  of  the  fashions  that  obtain  nowadays.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction 
to  be  able  to  offer  as  an  example  of  propriety  Lady  Fitzpatrick,  as  we 
have  had  occasion  to  do  previouslj^  in  the  case  of  Lady  Gouin,  Madame 
C.  F.  Delage  and  others.  All  of  these  ladies  edified  our  pupils  by  the 
modest}'  and  good  taste  shown  in  their  attire. 

We  wish  to  congratulate  the  Inspector-General  of  Catholic  Schools, 
Mr.  C.  J.  Magnan,  x4bbe  Olivier  Martin,  inspector  of  household  science 
teaching  and  Abbe  L.  Lemay,  inspector  of  convents.  Their  visits  are 
always  welcome  and  are  very  encouraging  to  pupils  and  teachers. 

The  influenza  epidemic,  which  made  itself  felt  on  two  different 
occasions,  prevented  the  monthlj-  meeting  of  the  pedagogical  and  Parler 
Frangais  clubs.     It  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  has  disappeared  for  good.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  make  the  following  report  regarding  the  work 
of  the  School  for  Teachers  for  the  session  1918-1919. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  eighty-nine  students  were  admitted  to 
the  model  school  class,  of  whom  seventy  students  received  model  school 
diplomas  and  seven  received  elementary  diplomas.  The  others  left 
either  on  account  of  ill-health  or  because  of  failure  at  the  Christmas 
examinations.  I  regret  to  state,  however,  that  two  very  promising 
students  died  on  account  of  the  wide-spread  epidemic  of  influenza  in  the 
fall. 

Two  students  received  Kindergarten  Director's  Diplomas. 

The  first  short  course  for  elementary  diplomas  was  carried  on  until 
the  end  of  January  1919.  At  that  time  twenty-two  students  received 
elementary  diplomas. 

The  second  short  course  began  on  February  and  continued  until 
June.     As  the  result,  twenty-five  students  received  elementary  diplomas,  ' 
a  large  number  of  whom  came  from  the  Gaspe  district. 

The  number  of  teachers  is  very  much  smaller  than  the  number  for 
some  years  past.  For  example,  the  model  school  class  is  insufficient 
even  for  the  needs  of  the  city  of  Montreal.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
city  and  its  suburbs  have  increased  the  salaries  of  teachers  to  a  very  con- 
siderable degree,  it  is  apparent  that  they  will  attract  the  largest  number 
of  trained  teachers,  and  leave  the  rest  of  the  province  either  without 
teachers  at  all  or  with  untrained  teachers  cr  with  teachers  with  lower 
diplomas  than  model  diplomas.  The  present  condition  of  affairs  is  very 
serious  and  steps  will  have  to  be  taken  to  increase  the  number  entering 
the  profession  of  teaching.  In  other  words,  the  profession  will  have  to 
be  made  more  attractive  for  educated  girls  and  salaries  will  have  to  be 
increased  still  further  all  over  the  province.  If  the  present  condition 
of  affairs  continues,  there  will  be  a  very  serious  situation  in  Protestant 
schools  of  the  pro\  ince  in  a  very  short  time. 

The  students  during  the  past  year  have  had  the  benefit  of  practice 
teaching  in  our  own  High  School  and  also  in  the  city  of  Montreal.  In 
addition  to  this  practice  teaching  wnth  different  classes,  sixteen  children 
were  selected  from  five  grades  and  formed  into  a  rural  school.     This  was 
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coDtinued  for  nearly  a  week  in  charge  of  an  experienced  teacher,  and 
was  a  very  successful  demonstration  of  methods  in  a  rural  school. 

There  are  several  important  changes  in  the  staff  to  be  recorded. 

Professor  A.  W.  Kneeland,  who  was  professor  of  English  in  McGill 
Normal  School  and  came  to  Macdonald  College  at  its  foundation,  has 
retired  on  account  of  age,  and  his  position  will  be  taken  by  Dr  H.  D. 
Brunt,  who  has  had  experience  in  training  teachers  in  Nova  Scotia  and 
Newfoundland,  and  is  at  present  principal  of  Bloomfield  High  School, 
Halifax. 

Mr.  J.  E.  McOuat,  B.  S.  A.,  will  succeed  Dr  D.  W.  Hamilton  who  has 
secured  a  position  in  the  United  States. 

Miss  Lea  Tanner  becomes  lecturer  in  French  in  succession  to  Miss 
Helene  Bieler. 

Mr.  A.  R.  B.  Lockhart,  B.  A.,  principal  of  Sherbrooke  High  School, 
has  been  appointed  lecturer  in  elementary  education,  and  M.  W.  P.  Per- 
cival,  principal  of  Cowansville  Academy,  has  accepted  the  position  of 
lecturer  in  mathematics. 

Miss  M.  L.  Brackett  will  take  the  position  of  physical  instructor  in 
succession  to  Miss  D.  M.  Hodges,  who  resigned  to  be  married. 

The  epidemic  of  influenza  caused  serious  interruptions  to  the  work 
of  training  teachers  during  the  past  year,  but  this  condition  was  a  wide 
spread  one,  and  not  confined  to  the  Province  of  Quebec.  The  session 
was  prolonged  somewhat  longer  in  order  to  make  up  for  lost  time. 

In  closing,  I  beg  to  thank  the  members  of  my  staff  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  during  the  past  year  in  spite  of  many  difficulties.  Now 
that  the  war  is  over,  and  salaries  have  been  increased,  we  may  justly 
anticipate  a  larger  number  of  candidates  for  diplomas  valid  in  Protes- 
tant schools.

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  the  year  1918-19. 

PRIMARY  SCHOOLS. 

school  inspection. 

The  inspectors'  first  \'isit  was  greatly  hampered  by  the  influenza 
epidemic  during  the  fall  of  1918. 

Fortunately,  during  the  second  visit,  several  inspectors  make  two 
inspections  of  the  schools  in  municipalities  where  the  need  of  a  second 
^isit  was  most  felt. 

The  school  year  1918-1919  was  one  of  mourning  for  the  inspectors' 
staff  :  two  old  and  devoted  inspectors  died,  namely:  Messrs.  Beaumier 
and  Lefebvre.  The  former  had  been  inspector  for  Three  Rivers, 
St.  Maurice,  and  part  of  Berthier  since  the  20th  October,  1905  ;  the 
latter  had  been  inspector  of  the  division  of  Jacques-Cartier-Soulanges- 
Vaudreuil-Laval  since  the  22nd  May,  1909.  These  two  men  were 
faithful  to  their  dutj^  and  their  departure  will  long  be  regretted  by  their 
respective  divisions.  Mr.  Beaumier  was  replaced  by  Mr.  A.  L.  Auger 
and  Mr.  Lefebvre,  by  Mr.  Longtin.  The  latter,  who  was  already 
inspector  for  the  division  of  Laprairie-Beauharnois-Huntingdon, 
was  replaced  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Dupuis.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  Noel 
Gingras  also  necessitated  the  appointment  of  a  new  inspector  for  the 
division  of  Rimouski-Matane  and  Mr.  Paul  Hubert  was  appointed 
in  his  stead. 

The  two  new  divisions  on  the  south  shore  were  given  inspectors 
on  the  22nd  October  1919.  The  first  of  these  divisions  was  detached 
from  those  of  Messrs.  Page,  Warren,  Turcotte  and  Tremblay,  being 
chiefly  in  the  county  of  Megantic  and  also  contains  some  municipalities 
of  the  counties  of  Lotbiniere,  Arthabaska  and  Beauce.     The  new  ins- 
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pector  of  this  division  is  Mr.  A.  A.  BeaXidet  who  was  appointed  in  1917, 
and  was  transferred  from  the  division  of  Bonaventure-Matane. 

The  second  division  was  detached  from  those  of  Alessrs-.  Belcourt, 
L^vesque  and  Hebert,  and  Ues  chiefly  in  the  county  of  Yamaska  and 
also  contains  some  municipaUties  of  the  counties  of  Drummond  and 
RicheUeu.  The  new  inspector  for  this  district  is  Mr.  J.  E.  Lamarre, 
who  was  a  teacher  in  Montreal  until  his  appointment. 

The  creation  of  these  two  new  divisions  completes  the  redistribution 
of  the  school  map  of  the  Province,  begun  in  1912.  Since  that  date, 
seven  new  districts  have  been  created  :  Temiscamingue-Abitibi, 
Montreal  (a  division  of),  T^miscouata-Kamouraska,  Portneuf-Cham- 
plajn,  South  part  of  L'Islet,  Bellechasse-Montmagny-Dorchester, 
Megantic-Lotbiniere-Arthabaska  and  Yamaska-Drummond-Richelieu. 
By  the  creation  of  these  seven  divisions  the  task  of  all  the  Catholic 
inspectors  of  the  Pro\T.nce  has  been  considerably  lightened.  It  is 
still  a  rather  heavy  one,  but  it  has  been  made  easier  and  more  effective 
l)y  decreasing  the  number  of  schools  to  be  inspected. 

The  recent  gratuities  given  by  the  Government,  to  the  amount 
of  three  hundred  doUaiB  per  district,  cannot  but  stimulate  the  zeal  and 
courage  of  the  school  mspectors  whose  work  is  so  favourably  appre- 
ciated. 

SCHOOL    BOARDS. 

Paragraph  8  of  article  2709  imposes  the  following  among  other 
duties  upon  school  commissioners  and  trustees,  namely  :  "to  appoint 
two  or  more  among  themselves  to  visit  each  school  under  their  control 
at  least  once  every  six  months,  etc."  The  influenza  epidemic  greatly 
interfered  with  the  performance  of  this  imperative  duty,  for  in  1918-19, 
only  486  school  boards  performed  it.  A  iarge  number  made  only 
one  visit  and  others  none  at  all.  Even  if  the  influenza  epidemic  be 
taken  into  consideration,  the  latter  have  neglected  their  duty  for 
they  could  have  made  at  least  one  visit.  Therefore,  in  such  cases 
the  Superintendent  drew  the  attention  of  the  negligent  school  com- 
missions to  the  importance  of  the  school  visit.  The  commisvsionners' 
visit,  when  carefully  and  properly  carried  out,  encourages  the  teachers 
and  stimulates  the  pupils.  The  two  visits  prescribed  by  law  enables 
each  commission  or  board  to  obtain  information  regarding  the  condition 
of  the  school  houses  and  their  dependencies,  the  manner  in  which  the 
school  regulations  are  observed,  the  progress  and  assiduity  of  the  pupils, 
as  well  as  the  capability  and  character  of  the  teachers. 
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The  divisional  inspectors  cannot  too  strongly  remind  the  school 
boards  of  this  duty. 

The  latter  generally  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  article  of  the 
law,  respecting  the  taking  the  oath  and  with  the  school  regulations 
regarding  the  use  and  uniformity  of  school  books  in  each  school  munici- 
pality. 

The  rate  of  assessment  is  gradually  ri'^ing,  but  too  slowly  in  view 
of  the  urgent  necessity  of  increasing  the  teachers'  salaries. 

This  matter  should  be  earnestly  submitted  to  the  school-boards. 
If  the  teachers'  salaries  are  not  sufficiently  increased,  the  dearth  of 
male  teachers  and  especially  of  female  lay  teachers  will  soon  be  felt  to 
a  deplorable  degree.  The  table  regarding  the  salary  of  female  teachers 
which  I  submit  yearly  since  1912-13,  is  as  follows  :

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The  greatest  increase  has  been  in  the  category  of  $200,00  to  $300.00, 
in  which  there  was  an  increase  of  1,003  over  1917-18.  The  category 
of  $300.00  to  $400.00  reached  446  against  350  in  the  previous  year  ; 
that  of  $400.00  to  500.00  dropped  from  164  to  158,  while  that  of  $500.00 
to  $600.00  rose  from  55  to  137. 

Progress  has  thus  been  made  in  the  increase  of  salaries,  but  it  is 
still  too  slow,  though  constant.  Social  conditions  are  so  altered  since 
five  years,  that  the  school  boards  must  seriously  consider  the  obligation 
they  are  under  to  raise  the  teachers'  salaries  in  proportion  to  the  increase 
in  the  cost  of  living.  The  time  has  come  when  the  salaries  of  female 
teachers  must  not  be  less  than  $300.00.  And,  if  we  wish  our  primary 
schools  to  become  more  and  more  efficient,  we  must  necessarily  make 
a  difference  in  the  salaries  according  to  the  degree  of  the  diploma  held 
by  the  teacher.  The  more  teachers  there  are  with  superior  school 
diplomas  or  at  least  intermediate  (model)  ones,  the  more  chance  shall 
we  have  of  getting  better  kept  schools.  This  result,  however,  can  only 
be  obtained  by  a  generous  increase  in  salaries  ;  this  also  will  prevent 
too  frequent  change  of  teachers  and  our  being  forced  to  have  teachers 
without  diplomas  as  formerly. 

The  minimum  now  fixed  for  salaries  "or  entitling  school  munici- 
palities to  bonuses  ($125.00,  $175.00  and  $200.00)  no  longer  meets 
present  needs,  as,  in  1918-19,  4,269  female  teachers  were  getting  a 
salary  of  $200.00  and  over.  I  hope  that  this  minimum  will  be  markedly 
increased. 

SCHOOL    ATTENDANCE    1917-18. 

The  Educational  Statistics  published  by  the  Provincial  Bureau  of 
Statistics,  give  the  following  information  for  the  school  year  1917-18. 

Out  of  105,694  Catholic  children  from  5  to  7  years,  81,873  are 
enrolled  in  the  schools,  say  77.49%. 

Out  of  315,447  children  from  7  to  14  years,  297,132  are  enrolled  in 
the  schools,  say  94.51%. 

Out  of  74,650  children  from  14  to  16  years,  26,285  are  enrolled  in 
the  primary  schools,  say  35%. 
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Out  of  35,714  children  from  16  to  18  years,  6,945  are  enrolled  in 
the  schools,  say  19.45%. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  students  of  classical  colleges,  normal, 
special  and  night  schools,  over  20,000  in  number,  are  not  included 
among  the  children  from  14  to  18  years  of  age,  mentioned  above. 

Lastly,  out  of  a  total  of  531,505  Catholic  children  from  5  to  18 
years,  412,961  are  enrolled  in  the  primary  schools,  say  77.699^. 

To  get  the  exact  school  enrolment,  we  must  add  to  the  above 
412,961,  the  students  from  14  to  18  years  of  age  attending  the  classical 
colleges,  normal,  technical,  and  agricultural  schools  and  also  the  schDols 
for  deaf-mutes  and  the  blind. 

1918-19 

For  the  year  1918-19,  the  statistical  summaries,  sent  in  by  the 
inspectors  at  the  same  time  as  their  reports,  show  a  marked  decrease 
in  the  percentage  of  average  attendance  due  to  the  influenza  epidemic 
which  lasted  two  months  throughout  the  Province. 

Notwithstanding  the  epidemic  and  to  the  credit  of  the  population, 
the  percentage  of  average  attendance  remained  at  a  good  level  in  the 
Catholic  Schools. 

The  average  attendance  by  categories  in  each  degree  of  primary 
education  was  as  follows  according  to  the  statistical  summaries  given 
by  the  inspectors. 

In  the  elementary  schools,  the  average  attendance  was  from  60  to 
65  per  cent  in  5  divisions  (colonization  or  fishing  districts  in  Saguenay, 
Rimouski-M atane,  Labelle-Montcalm-Terrebonne- Argent euil,  Magda- 
len Islands)  ;  from  65  to  70  per  cent  in  10  divisions  ;  from  70  to  75 
in  15  divisions  ;  from  75  to  80  in  11  divisions  ;  from  80  to  85  in  1  divi- 
sion ;   from  85  to  90  in  2   divisions. 

hi  the  intermediate  (model)  schools,  the  average  attendance  was  from 
65  to  70  in  1  division  ;  from  70  to  75  in  13  divisions  ;  from  75  to  80  in 
15  divisions;  from  80  to  85  in  10  di\dsions;  from  85  to  90  in  1  division 
and  90  in  two  divisions  ; 

In  the  superior  schools  (academies),  the  average  attendance  was  ': 
from  70  to  75  in  4  divisions  ;  from  75  to  80  in  8  divisions  ;  from  80  to 
90  in  20  divisions  ;     90  in  6  divisions. 

In  the  subsidized  independent  schools,  the  average  attendance  was 
from  50  to  60  in  1  division  ;    from  60  to  70  in  1  di\'ision  ;    from  70  to 
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75  in  2  divisions  ;    from  75  to  80  in  4  divisions  ;   from  80  to  90  in  23 
divisions  ;    from  90  to  95  in  10  divisions. 

In  the  independent  schools,  not  subsidised,  the  average  attendance 
was  65  to  70  in  2  divisions  ;  from  70  to  80  in  11  divisions  ;  from  80  to  90 
in  9   divisions  ;    from  90  to    100  in    11    divisions  ;    100  in  1    division. 

As  to  the  average  attendance  by  divisions,  not  only  was  it  dimin- 
ished by  the  influenza  epidemic  in  1918-19,  but  it  also  dropped  about 
four  points  owing  to  the  fact  that,  this  year,  on  the  judicious  advice  of 
the  Head  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  the  average  attendance  was  not 
established  according  to  the  average  number  of  those  attending  school 
but  to  the  absolute  attendance.  Notwithstanding  these  two  reasons, 
the  general  average  attendance  in  the  Catholic  schools  w^as  maintained 
in  a  very  creditable  degree.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  categories  of 
the  attendance  given  below,  relate  to  all  the  children  of  school  age, 
(from  6  to  18  years),  enrolled  in  the  schools. 

The  general  average  attendance  for  1918-19,  was  from  60  to  65  in 
2  divisions  ;  from  65  to  70  in  5  divisions;  from  70  to  75  in  12  divisions; 
75  to  80  in  16  divisions  ;    80  to  90  in  8  divisions  ;   90  in  1  division. 

In    connection    with   the    above    figures,  I    refer  to  the  reports  of    \ 
the  school  inspectors  at  the  beginning  of  this  volume,  pages  1  to  162. 

The  statistical  summaries  supplied  by  the  inspectors  in  1917-18, 
were  incomplete. 

When  made  out  for  the  first  time,  these  tables  lacked  accuracy  owing 
to  insufficient  source  of  information,  but,  through  the  amendment 
to  the  act  in  the  session  of  1919  in  connection  with  educational  statistics, 
the  statistical  summary  at  the  head  of  each  inspector's  report  is  now 
complete.  This  year,  the  inspectors  were  able  to  verify  the  statistics 
given   by   the  secretary-treasurers   and  see   that  they   were   accurate. 

Then  statistical  summaries  do  not  serve  to  compile  the  general  sta- 
tistics, but  they  enable  the  school  situation  i.i  each  district  of  the  Provin- 
ce to  be  rapidly  assertained. 

Moreover,  every  summary  has  been  revised  by  the  Bureau  of 
Statistics. 

Quebec,  Three  Rivers,  Hull  and  Chicoutimi  had  a  school  census 
taken  in  1918-19,  and  Montreal  and  Sherbrooke  will  do  the  same  for 
1919-20. 
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In  his  report  for  1918-19  (page  130  of  this  volumes,)  Inspector 
Paquin  says  that  "the  statistical  summary  at  the  head  of  the  reports 
proves  that  82  per  cent  of  the  pupils  according  to  the  census  attended 
the  schools  with  an  average  attendance  of  74.86,  which  is  very  good  for 
the  year.  To  their  number  should  be  added  the  students  of  the  Joliette 
and  Berthier  colleges  and  of  the  noviciate  and  scholasticate  of  the 
Viatorians  (Clercs  de  saint  Viateur.)" 

These  remarks  of  Inspector  Paquin  apply  to  the  majority  of  the 
schools  in  the  Province. 

NORMAL    SCHOOLS. 

I  visited  all  the  13  Catholic  normal  schools  in  the  Province 
during  the  year  1918-19.  They  were  attended  this  year  by  159 
male  and  914  female  teachers-in-training.  These  figures  do  not  in- 
clude students  who  had  to  leave  on  account  of  the  influenza  epidemic. 

Diplomas  were  awarded  to  84  male  and  529  female  teachers-in- 
training  in  June,  1919. 

The  Catholic  normal  schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  are  doing 
very  good  work  as  they  have  competent  and  devoted  principals,  pro- 
fessors and  teachers,  among  whom  may  be  -mentioned  nearly  100  nuns 
(in  the  girls'  normal  schools)  chosen  from  among  the  elite  of  our  educa- 
tional estabHshments  for  girls. 

PRACTICAL    RESULTS. 

The  following  statistics  relate  to  : 

1.  The  number  of  students  of  the  normal  schools  who  received 
diplomas  in  June,  1918,  and  have  become  teachers  ; 

2.  The  number  of  students  who  received  diplomas  in  June,  1918, 
and  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  follow  their  course. 

The  details  of  these  statistics,  are  as  follows  : 

Quebec^ — ^Boys,  63  received  diplomas  ;  11  became  teachers  and 
29  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Quebec — Girls,  72  received  diplomas  :  29  became  teachers  and  11 
returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  : 
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Montreal— Boys,  51  received  diplomas  :  9  became  teachers  and 
25  returned  to  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Montreal — Girls,  79  received  diplomas  :  40  became  teachers  and 
28  returned  to  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Three  Rivers^ — Girls,  57  received  diplomas  :  34  became  teachers 
and  1  returned  to  school  to  continue  the  course  ; 

Chicoutimi — Girls,  60  received  diplomas  :  52  became  teachers  and 
2  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Rimouski^ — ^Girls,  46  received  diplomas  :  28  became  teachers  and 
8  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Nicolet — Girls,  80  received  diplomas  :  43  became  teachers  and 
5  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Valleyfield — Girls,  50  received  diplomas  :  28  became  teachers  and 
16  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

Hull— Girls,  31  received  diplomas  :  15  became  teachers  and  11 
returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

JoUette — ^Girls,  26  received  diplomas  :  14  became  teachers  and  7 
returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

St.  Hyacinthe— Girls,  89  received  diplomas  :  44  became  teachers 
and  15  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course  ; 

St.  Pascal — ^Girls,  52  received  diplomas  :  23  became  teachers  and 
12  returned  to  the  normal  school  to  continue  their  course. 

Out  of  756  students  who  received  diplomas  in  1918,  167  returned 
to  the  normal  school  to  attend  a  higher  course,  bringing  up  to  589  the 
number  of  teachers-in-training  of  both  sexes  who  finally  left  school  in 
June,  1918.  Out  of  this  number,  370  or  63%  became  teachers.  Adding 
the  19  students  who  received  diplomas  in  June,  1918,  and  who  became 
nuns  in  teaching  orders,  we  get  a  total  percentage  of  66%. 

This  is  a  decrease  of  4  per  cent  from  the  pre^dous  year.  The 
influenza  epidemic  certainly  prevented  a  good  many  normal  school 
graduates  from  taking  up  teaching  at  once  owing  to  their  being  weak- 
ened by  illness.  I  think,  however,  that  the  small  salaries  offered  in 
many  municipalities  is  also  the  reason  why  many  holders  of  normal 
school  diplomas  hesitate  to  become    teachers. 

Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  give  special  bonuses  to  nmnicipalities 
which  engage  teachers  with  academy  or  model  school  diplomas  at  a 
salary  of  not  less  than  $300.00  to  start  with  for  those  with  model,  and 
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$350.00  for  those  with  academy  diplomas  ?  I  think  this  would  be  an 
excellent  way  to  induce  the  best  of  the  girls  who  have  obtained  diplomas 
from  the  Normal  schools  or  from  the  Central  Board  to  remain  as  tea- 
chers. 

On  the  17th  June  last,  a  new  and  splendid  building  was  inaugurated 
at  Nicolet  for  the  normal  school  of  the  Sisters  of  the  Assumption,  where 
they  will  continue  the  useful  and  excellent  work  they  have  been  doing 
since  1908.  On  this  occasion  I  gave  out  the  following  figures:  since 
its  foundation  the  Nicolet  Normal  School  has  granted  diplomas  to  610 
of  its  students  ;  83  per  cent  of  this  number,  namely  500  (of  whom  90 
are  nuns)  have  become  teachers.  This  splendid  result  shows  how  very 
efifective  is  the  work  done  by  our  normal  schools  for  girls.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  GENERAL  OF  PROTESTANT 

SCHOOLS 


Quebec,  July  3rd,   1919. 

Sir, 

As  you  are  aware,  the  increased  and  increasing  interest  of  the  gene- 
ral public,  within  and  without  the  Province,  in  all  matters  affecting  edu- 
cation, has  added  largely  to  the  amount  of  the  correspondence  of  the 
Department  in  recent  years.  In  common  with  other  members  of  the 
Department,  this  fact  has  very  considerably  increased  my  own  duties  of 
an  office  or  clerical  character.  In  consequence  I  have  had  less  time  to 
devote  to  other  important  work,  such  as  for  instance  the  analytical  or 
comparative  study  of  the  large  body  of  information  contained  in  the 
annual  bulletins  of  the  inspectors.  Such  analyses,  when  made  with 
sufficient  knowledge  of  the  local  conditions  prevailing  in  the  different 
parts  of  the  Province,  and  presented  in  suitable  form,  have  a  value  greater 
than  the  mere  statistics.  They  serve  the  important  purpose  not  only 
of  recording  but  of  obtaining  progress. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  increased  ordinary  work  of  the  Department  has  also  prevented 
me  from  holding  meetings  in  the  interest  of  consolidation  except  in  these 
cases  where  a  specific  request  has  come  from  school  boards  and  you  have 
directed  me  to  attend. 

During  the  year  1918-19  two  important  consolidations  have  been 
put  in  operation,  namely,  at  Hudson  and  Ascot. 

At  Ascot  a  splendid  new  school  has  been  erected,  a  full  staff  supplied, 
and  a  large  attendance  secured.  I  visited  the  school  in  Apiil  in  com- 
pany with  Inspector  Rothney,  and  found  all  the  arrangements  of  an 
admirable  character.  The  Ascot  board  is  also  considering  the  establish- 
ment of  another  large  school  in  the  vicinity  of  Capelton,  where  about 
150  pupils  can  be  gathered  from  three  small  schools,  and  where  also, 
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fortunately,  the  distances  are  so  slight  that  no  conveyance  of  pupils 
will  be  necessary. 

At  Hudson  three  Protestant  school  municipalities  have  been  united. 
During  the  past  year  the  pupils  were  conveyed  to  the  Como  school  (in 
the  united  municipality)  but  a  large  and  modern  building  is  to  be  erected 
at  Hudson. 

A  consolidation  at  Moe's  River  last  year  was  not  a  new  one  ;  it 
merely  replaced  the  former  one  at  Compton  Village  which  had  been  car- 
ried on  by  the  Village  and  Township  boards. 

During  the  past  year  I  attended  meetings  at  Campbell's  Bay  twice, 
and  at  Bristol  once.  At  Campbell's  Bay  it  is  probable  that  consolida- 
tion will  be  effected,  the  pupils  from  Bryson  and  Upper  Litchfield  being 
conveyed  to  the  Bay.  Here  as  elsewhere,  however,  the  high  prices  now 
asked  for  conveying  pupils  present  some  difficulty. 

At  Bristol  there  was  a  strong  sentiment  in  favour  of  the  principle  of 
consolidation.  The  schools  there,  however,  are  well  filled,  and  the  eco- 
nomic necessity  is  not  as  great  as  in  most  other  communities.  But  the 
possibility  of  having  a  central  Intermediate  (Model)  School  for  the  muni- 
cipality, to  which  the  older  pupils  might  be  conveyed,  was  favourably 
considered  although  no  action  has  been  taken  yet  on  the  proposition. 
As  Inspector  Honeyman  has  pointed  out  frequenth^,  this  county  (Pon- 
tiac )  does  not  furnish  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers-in-training  at  Mac- 
donald  College  to  meet  its  own  needs.  With  more  Superior  Schools  it 
might  do  so. 

The  Bureau  of  Education,  Washington,  formed  a  special  committee 
last  5'ear  to  study  and  report  upon  the  progress  of  rural  school  consolida- 
tion. The  committee  is  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Harold  W. 
Foght.  of  the  Bureau  of  Education.  Each  state  of  the  American  Union 
and  each  province  of  Canada  was  invited  to  nominate  a  representative 
in  the  committee.  By  your  courtesy,  Mr.  Superintendent,  I  was  nomin- 
ated to  represent  the  Province  of  Quebec.  A  joint  report  from  each 
state  and  province  is  to  be  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Education  and  it 
will  doubtless  contain  useful  informatiou  as  to  the  present  working  of 
consolidation. 

SCARCITY  OF  TEACHERS 

This  continues  to  be  the  most  serious  problem  of  the  Protestant 
schools,  and  particularly  the  rural  schools.     So  far  the  short  course  of 
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four  months  at  the  School  for  Teachers,  Macdonald  College,  leading 
to  an  Elementary  diploma,  has  not  held  out  much  hope  of  supplying 
the  deficiency.  T*his  short  course,  at  once  interesting,  valuable  and 
practical  ;  carried  on  amid  all  the  admirable  advantages  of  the  institu- 
tion, and  affording,  undoubtedly,  sufficient  training  to  enable  the  new- 
teacher  to  undertake  her  work  with  greater  confidence  and  prospect  of 
success  than  is  possible  without  the  training,  should  have  proved  far 
more  attractive  than  it  did  last  year.  It  is  possible  that,  with  the  return 
of  more  normal  conditions  in  the  country  by  the  conclusion  of  peace,  a 
larger  attendance  may  be  looked  for.  At  the  same  time  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  merits  of  the  course,  and  the  advantages  of  the  School 
for  Teachers,  should  be  brought  more  directly  to  the  attention  of  parents 
and  advanced  pupils  by  means  of  public  meetings  at  high  school  centers 
throughout  the  Province.  It  may  be  considered  that  the  institution  is 
sufficiently  well  known  as  it  is,  but  it  does  not  follow  that  the  nature  and 
purpose  of  the  course,  and  the  practical  training  it  affords,  are  by  any 
means  fully  realized  or  understood  everywhere. 

Considering,  also,  that  the  shortage  exists  for  Model  teachers  as  well 
as  Elementary,  an  educational  campaign  of  this  character  would  seem 
to  be  required  in  the  interest  of  the  general  supply  of  teachers  in  Elemen- 
tary and  Superior  Schools. 

Nevertheless,  while  such  an  effort  might  reasonably  be  expected  to 
produce  good  results  so  far  as  attendance  at  the  School  for  Teachers  is 
concerned,  it  would  still  have  to  be  supplemented  by  increased  effort  in 
the  direction  of  better  salaries.  The  inadequate  salaries  still  remain  the 
chief  difficulty.  Apart  from  the  number  of  teachers  who  marry  each 
year,  there  is  the  constant  leakage  due  to  teachers  leaving  the  Province 
for  the  higher  salaries  of  the  West  and  to  change  of  profession,  nursing 
or  office  work.     In  my  report  last  year  I  said  : — 

"  It  is  evident  now  that  the  rural  teachers  must  be  better  paid  at 
once  or  none  will  be  available — at  least  with  diplomas.  School  boards 
which  obtained  teachers  eight  years  ago  at  the  wretched  pittance  of 
$18.00  a  month  now  find  difficulty  in  getting  them  (after  advertising  in 
local  and  city  newspapers)  at  $35.00  a  month.  The  time  has  arrived 
when  nothing  less  than  $50.00  a  month  should  be  offered." 

This  minimum  standard  is  becoming,  or  rather  has  ecome,  more 
inevitable  than  ever. 
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INSPECTION 

The  work  of  the  inspectors  is  generally  satisfactory.  Their  duties 
have  increased  in  recent  years,  not  merely  in  virtue  of  the  two  v'sits 
required  each  year  instead  of  one,  but  also  on  account  of  the  many  details 
of  inspection  added  by  the  enlarged  course  of  studj'. 

The  cost  of  travel  and  of  board  has  greatly  increased,  and  the  recent 
recognition  of  this  fact  b\''  the  Government  of  the  Province  is  fully  appre- 
ciated. 

Changes  of  population  have  rendered  some  of  the  Protestant  dis- 
tricts of  inspection  larger  than  others.  This  necessitates  some  changes 
in  boundaries  of  districts,  and  I  have  been  directed  to  suggest  a  re-distri- 
bution. 

At  the  end  of  the  school  year,  Inspector  Rev.  J.  M.  Sutherland,  M.  A. 
of  New  Carlisle,  tendered  his  resignation  from  the  county  of  Bonaven- 
ture  district  of  inspection.

The  secretary  read  two  Orders  in  Council,  dated  September  13th, 
1918,  the  first  appointing  Hon.  Judge  Wilfrid  IMercier,  member  of  the 
Council  of  Public  Instruction,  and  the  second  reappointing  Mgr  Th.-G. 
Rouleau  a  joint  member  of  the  Catholic  Committee  for  another  term 
of  three  years. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  adopted. 

It  was  unanimously  resolved,  on  motion  of  Hon.  Judge  Robidoux 
seconded  by  His  Lordship,  Mgr  P.-E.  Roy,  to  inscribe  the  following  reso' 
lution  on  the  minutes  :  ''The  Catholic  Committee  of  Public  Instruction 
has  learned  with  regret  the  death  of  Sir  Horace  Archambault,  one  of  its 
members,  who  was  a  devoted  friend  of  Public  Instruction  and  Education, 
and  who,  on  account  of  his  great  intelligence,  his  profound  knowledge  of 
law,  and  the  brilUancy  with  which  he  exercized  the  functions  of  chief  jus- 
tice of  the  Province  of  Quebec,  placed  himself  in  the  front  rank  of  those 
who  have  done  honour  to  our  race". 

At  the  request  of  Mgr  Labrecque,  the  Committee  took  communica- 
tion of  a  letter  from  Reverend  Sister  Ste-Anne-Marie,  of  La  Congrega- 
tion de  Notre-Dame,  asking  that  the  Central  Bureau  of  Catholic  Exami- 
ners be  authorized  to  hold  examinations  at  Bale  St.  Paul,  county  of  Char- 
levoix, not  only  for  elementary  and  model  diplomas,  but  for  academy 
diplomas  as  well.  This  request  was  granted  and  the  Committee  recom- 
mended that  article  80  of  the  Regulations  be  again  amended  in  conse- 
quence. 

The  Committee,  did  not  see  fit  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Exami- 
ners to  hold  examinations  for  diplomas  at  Alalbaie,  County  of  Charle- 
voix.

The  secretary  then  read  a  letter  from  His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of 
Valleyfield,  tendering  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  sub-committee 
on  class-books,  and  the  Catholic  Committee  expressed  the  hope  that 
Mgr  Emard  would  kindly  consent  to  remain  a  member  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee, and  requested  the  Superintendent  to  communicate  with  him  to 
this  effect. 

The  Committee  then  took  cognizance  of  the  following  minutes  of  the 
thirty-fourth  sitting  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  for  candidates  for  the 
office  of  School  inspectors,  held  at  Quebec,  at  the  Laval  Normal  School, 
on  the  20th,  21st,  22nd,  and  23rd  of  August,  1918  :

At  the  sitting  of  August  20th,  the  members  of  the  Board,  after  noting 
that  only  one  candidate  presented  himself  this  year,  adopted  the  follow- 
ing examination  problems  and  questions.

The  following  report  was  read  : 
Report  of  the  Central  Bureau  of  Catholic  Examiners 

The  Central  Bureau  of  Cathohc  examiners  has  the  honour  to  sub- 
mit its  report  for  the  year  1917-18,  as  prescribed  by  article  113  of  the 
regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee. 

The  Board  met  twice  at  Quebec  during  the  course  of  this  year  :  the 
first  time,  on  the  16th  of  April,  1918,  and  the  second  time,  on  the  1st  and 
2nd  of  August  last. 
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At  their  meeting  of  the  16th  of  April,  the  members  of  the  Board 
occupied  themselves  with  the  general  organization  of  examinations  for 
the  current  year,  the  choice  of  delegate-examiners  for  supervising  male 
and  female  candidates  for  diplomas,  and  the  preparation  of  questions  and 
problems  to  be  submitted  to  candidates  for  elementary,  model  and 
academy  diplomas.  The  questions  and  problems  adopted  are  annexed 
to  the  present  report. 

On  the  1st  and  2nd  of  August  last,  the  members  of  the  Board 
proceeded  to  revise  the  correction  of  the  examination  papers  that 
had  all  been  corrected  during  the  month  of  July,  and  to  grant  diplomas 
to  candidates  who  had  kept  the  number  of  points  required  by  the 
regulations  on  the  various  subjects  of  the  programme. 

The  examinations  lasted  four  days,  as  usual,  from  the  25th  to  the 
28th  of  June,  inclusively,  and  they  took  place  in  thirty-two  localities 
mentioned  in  article  80  of  the  regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee. 
You  are  aware  that  everywhere  the  candidates  undergo  examination  on 
the  same  day  and  at  the  same  hour  on  each  subject  of  the  programme. 
Ninety-two  delegated  examiners,  paid  by  the  Board,  were  charged  with 
the  supervision  of  the  candidates  and  the  Board  is  happy  to  be  able  to 
declare  that  these  delegates,  nearly  all  chosen  among  the  school  inspec- 
tors and  teachers,  conscientiously  and  efficiently  discharged  the  impor- 
tant duties  confided  to  them. 

2,803  male  and  female  candidates  were  admitted  to  examination 
after  having  faithfully  complied  with  the  provisions  of  the  regulations  ; 
this  is  200  more  than  last  year. 

Out  of  the  2,803  candidates,  289  were  men,  of  whom  188  were  Bro- 
thers belonging  to  various  teaching  communities  and  2,514  women,  of 
whom  83  were  nuns  of  various  communities,  divided  as  follows  : 

1,236  (51  men  and  1,185  women)  for  elementary  school  diploma  ; 

1,216  (141  men  and  1,075  women)  for  model  school  diploma  ; 

351  (97  men  and  254  women)  for  academy  diploma. 

2,070  succeded  in  their  examination,  as  follows  : 

950  for  elementary  diploma  (38  male  and  912  female  candidates)  ; 

852  for  model  school  diploma  (99  male  and  753  female  candidates, ;

733  did  not  succeed  in  obtaining  their  diplomas,  as  follows  : 

286  for  elementary  diploma  (14  male  and  272  female  candidates)  ; 

364  model  school  diploma  (42  male  and  322  female  candidates)  ; 

83  for  academy  diploma  (35  male  and  48  female  candidates). 
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Which  gives  the  following  results  : 

For  the  elementary-diploma,  77%  succeded  and  23%  failed  ; 

For  the  model  diploma,  70%  succeded  and  30%  failed  ; 

For  the  academy  diploma,  77%,  succeded  and  23%  failed. 

General  result  :  74%  of  all  the  candidates  obtained  diplomas  and 
26%  failed.

The  Board  calls  the  special  attention  of  teachers  and  those  aspiring^ 
to  become  teachers  to  the  subjects  for  which  at  least  the  note  "Good" 
has  not  been  obtained. 

The  examination  papers  on  the  various  subjects  to  the  number  of 
about  sixty-five  thousand  (65,000),  were  all  corrected  with  care  by 
the  members  of  the  Board  during  the  five  weeks  that  followed  the  exami- 
nations and  the  secretary  was  able  to  complete  registering  the  notes  soon 
enough  to  allow  the  Board  to  meet  on  the  Irst  of  August,  as  already  said, 
for  the  granting  of  diplomas.  The  6th  of  August  following,  the  candi- 
dates who  failed,  received  notice  of  their  failure,  and  the  14th  of  the  same 
month  all  diplomas  were  sent  to  the  successful  candidates. 

This  means  that  the  Central  Board  continues  to  perform  its  many 
tasks  with  all  possible  rapidity,  and,  we  hope,  in  such  a  way  as  to  give 
you  entire  satisfaction.

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On  the  motion  of  His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Nicolet,  the  question 
submitted  by  the  school  commissioner  of  the  town  of  Drummond  res- 
pecting the  compulsory  attendance  at  school  of  children  from  7  to  14 
years,  was  deferred  to  the  next  meeting. 

The  petition  of  Mr.  Ernest  H.  Decelles  with  respect  to  ocular  hygiene 
in  schools,  having  been  submitted,  it  was  decided  that  no  action  be  taken 
on  the  matter. 

Mgr  P.-E.  Roy,  Archbishop  of  Seleucia,  moved,  seconded  by  Mgr 
Th.-G.  Rouleau,  that  !Mr.  Gustave  Gagnonbe  appointed  permanent  pro- 
fessor of  the  Laval  Normal  School.—  Carried. 

The  Committee  took  communication  oT  a  "Memoire  sur  I'unifor- 
mite  des  livres  a  Montreal",  presented  by  the  Provincial  Superior  of  Les 
Freres  de  I'lnstruction  chretienne,  requesting  the  Catholic  Committee  of 
the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  to  endeavour  to  have  the  CathoUc 
School  Commission  of  the  city  of  Montreal  allow  the  religious  congrega- 
tions, to  use  the  boo1<:s  they  have  had  written  for  themselves,  provided 
they  have  received  official  approval.  It  was  moved  by  Hon.  Judge  !Mar- 
tineau  :  "That  this  Committee,  believing  that  there  is  need  of  establish- 
ing uniformity  of  books  in  the  school  district  of  Montreal,  as  set  forth 
in  the  act  which  is  complained  of,  states  that  it  cannot  concur  in  the 
request". 

Hon.  Mr.  Champagne,  seconded  by  Hon.  Dr  Guerin,  moved  in 
amendment  :  "That  all  the  words  after  "that"  in  the  preceding  motion 
be  struck  out  and  replaced  by  the  following  :  "the  Catholic  Committee 
does  not  see  fit  to  comply  with  the  request  now  submitted."

Hon.  Mr.  Delage  announced  to  the  Committee  that  Sir  Herbert 
Ames,  of  Montreal,  representing  the  Canadian  Finance  Minister,  desired 
to  have  an  interview  with  the  Catholic  Committee  on  a  matter  of  great 
importance,  the  nature  of  which  was  not  divulged  to  him. 

The  Committee  acceded  with  pleasure  to  the  request  and  Sir  Herbert 
Ames  was  invited  into  the  Committee  Room  where  he  was  welcomed  by 
the  chairman. 

Sir  Herbert  Ames  addressed  the  Committee  in  French  and  said  that 
his  purpose  was  to  assure  the  success  of  the  Dominion  Government's 
loans  for  the  completion  of  the  war.  He  said  that  it  behooves  us  to 
convince  the  whole  population  and  especially  the  youth  of  the  country, 
of  the  necessity  of  contributing  to  these  war  loans  to  the  greatest  pos- 
sible extent.  To  succeed  with  the  pupils  of  our  schools,  Mr.  Ames 
stated  that  the  Government,  by  adopting  a  system  that  had  obtained 
much  success  in  the  United  States,  intended  to  issue  war  bonds  for  the 
minimun  sum  of  $5.00  procurable  by  war  Saving  Stamps,  which  might  be 
obtained  by  school  children  or  other  people  whose  means  did  not  permit 
them  to  subscribe  to  larger  loans. 

To  arrive    at  satisfactory  results,  it  was  necessary,  he  said,  to  under- 
take a  campaign  among  teachers  and  school  children.     To  this  end,  a 
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proposed  pamphlet,  which  he  submitted  to  the  Committee,  had  been  pre- 
pared for  distribution  in  all  the  schools.  He  asked  the  Catholic  Com- 
mittee to  have  it  translated  into  French  with  any  changes  the  Committee 
might  deem  necessary. 

Hon.  Judge  Tellier  thanked  Sir  Herbert  in  his  own  name  and  that  of 
the  members  of  the  Committee,  for  the  information  that  he  had  given 
them  and  which  was  of  such  great  public  interest.  He  thought  that  he 
could  assure  him  that  the  campaign  in  favour  of  economy  and  loans  to 
the  State,  had  the  sympathy  of  the  committee  and  that  the  latter  would 
lend  all  possible  assistance. 

Sir  Herbert  then  retired,  the  Committee  deliberated  on  the  matter 
which  had  just  been  submitted  to  it,  and  it  was  unanimously  resolved, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Jules-Edouard  Prevost,  seconded  by  Hon.  Judge  Mar- 
tineau  :  ''That  the  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion approves  the  idea  of  the  sale  in  our  schools  of  war  Saving  Stamps  in 
aid  of  the  next  popular  loan  that  will  follow  the  Victory  Loan,  and  it 
directs  the  Superintendent  to  recommend  this  work  to  the  schools  of  the 
Province  by  a  circular  letter." 

The  Committee  then  took  communication  of  a  petition  from  the 
lay  teachers  of  the  normal  schools  for  girls  in  the  Province,  asking  to 
have  their  salaries  raised,  it  was  unanimously  resolved,  on  motion  of 
Mgr  P.-E.  Roy,  seconded  by  Mr.  H.-A.  Fortier: 

''That  this  Committee  do  hereby  recommend  the  Government  to 
increase  the  salaries  of  the  lay  teachers  of  our  normal  schools  for  girls, 
witho^ut  prejudice  to  the  grants  made  annually  for  the  maintenance  of 
these  normal  schools,  and  does  hereby  reiterate  its  recommendation  of 
the  26th  September,  1917,  respecting  the  salaries  of  the  ordinary  profes- 
sors of  the  Jacques-Cartier  and  Laval  Normal  schools."

A  letter  was  read  from  Honourable  Paul  G.  Martineau  regretting 
his  inability  to  attend  the  present  meeting  and  appointing  Honourable 
Judge  W.  Mercier  to  replace  him,  and  a  letter  from  M.  Ernest  Lapointe 
stating  that  ill  health  prevented  him  from  attending. 

His  secretary  read  an  order  in  council,  dated  January  17th,  1919, 
appointing  Mr.  Auguste  M.  Tessier,  M.  P.  for  the  county  of  Rimouski, 
member  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  instead  of  Honourable 
Judge  Rodolphe  Roy,  who  has  resigned. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  sitting  were  approved. 

Mgr  P.  E.  Roy  moved,  seconded  by  Mr.  Auguste  M.  Tessier  and 
it  was  unanimously  resolved  to  introduce  the  following  resolution  into

Were  present  at  the  sitting  :  the  Honourable  Cyrille  F.  Delage, 
president,  Mgr.  Th.  G.  Rouleau,  Mgr.  F.  X.  Ross,  Abbe  L.  A.  Desrosiers, 
Mr.  John  Ahern,  Mr.  C.J.  Magnan,  Mr.  Napoleon  Brisebois  and  Mr. 
J.  N.  Mi  !er,  secretary.  The  sub-committee  took  cognizance  of  a 
le  ter  dated  the  8th  January  last,  which  Mgr.  F.  X.  Ross  wrote  to  the 
Superintendent  setting  forth  the  main  lines  followed  by  the  ub-com- 
mittee  in   its  work  of  revision  together  with  a  prospective  course  of 
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study,  which  has  not  yet  been  definitely  adopted  by  the  sub-committee 
and  it  was  moved  by  Mgr.  Th.  G.  Rouleau,  seconded  by  Mr.  Napoleon 
Brisebois  and  resolved  :  "That  the  above  mentioned  letter  of  Mgr 
Ross  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  Catholic  Com.mittee, 
at  its  next  meeting,  and  that  the  sub-committee  request  to  be  author- 
ized to  pursue  their  work  in  order  to  report  to  the  Catholic  Committee 
on  May  next."

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  the  sub-committee  of  which 
you  are  president,  the  work  of  revising  the  course  of  study 
which  was  entrusted  to  me  bj^  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Catho- 
lic Committee  at  their  sitting  of  May  1918,  with  instructions  to 
submit  this  work  to  them. 

In  the  m.eetings  previous  to  the  undertaking  entrusted  to 
me,  it  was  decided  to  add  a  preparatory  or  kindergarten  course 
to  prepare  children  of  six  to  follow  the  course  of  the  regular 
primary  school  profitably.  Moreover,  n  their  meetings  of  the 
1st  and  2nd  of  May,  the  sub-committee  pointed  out  the  chief 
changes  which  they  deemed  advisable  to  make  in  the  present 
course  of  study,  while  leaving  us  free  to  settle  the  details. 

On  the  3rd  of  January,  1919,  I  had  the  honour  to  submit  the 
main  lines  of  my  work  to  the  sub-committee  assembled,  and  to 
secure  approval  for  delimitation  of  the  primary  school  as 
outlined  here  below. 

To  give  the  sub-committee  a  better  idea  of  the  course  of 
study  which  I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  I  take  the  libertj^ 
of  setting  forth  the  principles  on  which  I  relied  and  the  stand- 
point I  took  in  performing  this  work. 

It  will  thus  be  easier  to  understand  the  reasons  for  the 
changes  which  I  saw  fit  to  make  in  the  former  course  of  study, 
and  also  to  grasp  the  course  in  its  entirety  before  studying  its 
details. 
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Object  of  the  xhe  ultimate  reason  for  forming  the  sub-committee  was

to  find  means  of  makmg  the  primary  course  oi  study  nghter. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Catholic  Committee  passed  at  its 
sitting  of  February,  1918,  this  sub-committee  was  empowered 
to  ''pursue  the  study  of  a  new  distribution  of  the  subjects  con- 
tained in  the  elementary  and  model  school  courses  so  as  to 
eliminate  those  that  are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  such  schools.^' 
Principle  embo-         With  that  eud  ill  view  and  relying  on  the  principle  embo- 
eouFsTof  study  died  in  this  resolution,  namely,  that  matters  unnecessary  in  a 
school  are  to  be  eliminated,  I  naturally  first  sought  to  under- 
stand the  nature  of  a  primary   school  in  order  to  prepare  a 
course  of  study  suited  to  it ;   then  I  eliminated  what,  to  my 
mind,  was  out  of  proportion  with  the  degree  of  culture  suited  to 
primary  school  children  ;  lastly  I  laid  more  stress  on  the  requi- 
rements most  conducive  to  perfecting  such  a  school. 
The  tundanien-     Taking  luto  account  the  nature  of  things  together  with  the

nature  of  children,  all  masters  in  pedagogy  are  unanimous  in 
proclaiming— theoretically,  at  least- —  that  a  primary  school 
is  a  school  teaching  elements. 

From  an  intellectual  standpoint,  it  gives  fundamental 
notions  indispensable  to  every  7nan,  and  opens  the  mind  by  accus- 
toming it  to  observe,  judge  and  reflect,  thus  paving  the  way 
for  intelligent  work  ;  at  the  same  time  it  must  develop  the 
sense  of  morality  by  imparting  the  fundamental  notions  of  the 
principles  directing  the  life  of  a  Christian  and  a  citizen  and  by 
training  heart  and  will  to  habits  which  will  act  as  a  guide 
through  life.  On  the  other  hand,  it  should  instil  the  fundamen- 
tal notions  of  the  principles  underlying  the  child's  physical  life 
and  give  him  the  first  physical  training  calculated  to  make 
him  develop  gradually  as  he  grows  older.  To  lay  the  founda- 
tions of  the  physical,  intellectual  and  moral  culture  suited  to 
every  man  who  is  still  in  chilhood,  such  is  the  object  of  a  pri- 
mary school. 

To  endeavour  to  turn  a  child  into  a  fully  trained  man  such 
as  he  will  be  later  on,  is  a  work  doomed  to  failure,  because  it 
makes  no  allowance  for  the  requirements  or  the  laws  of  nature, 
whatever  be  the  culture,  physical,  intellectual  or  moral. 
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The  best  way  to  prepare  a  man  for  the  life  he  will  lead  at 
20  or  25,  is  not  to  give  him  in  childhood  what  belongs  to  an 
adult  age,  but  to  make  him  what  he  should  be  at  7,  10  or  13  ; 
now,  at  that  age  a  child  can  be  given  only  a  general  direction 
together  with  fundamental  principles  and  habits  as  a  training 
for  the  future. 

The  course  of  study  is  not  an  end  but  a  means.  The  end 
is  to  give  the  child  a  start  in  life,  and  the  means,  that  is,  the 
course  of  studj-,  must  be  made  suitable  to  that  end. 

Consequent!}^,  whatever  in  the  primary  school  is  of  a 
scientific  nature,  all  specializing,  everything  that  belongs  to  an 
adult  age,  is  outside  of  its  province  and  should  be  excluded 
from  its  course  of  study.  * 

I  do  not  deem  it  useless  to  insist  on  this  fundamental 
notion  on  which  was  based  the  work  I  now  submit. 

A  wrong  notion  of  the  primary  school  leads  to  the  belief 
that  it  should  teach  whatever  will  be  utilized  throughout  life  and 
that  consequently  it  should  qualify  a  child  to  take  up  any 
career  at  once,  on  leaving  the  elementary  school.  Life  itself  is 
supposed  to  add  completeness  and  precision  to  elementary 
teaching. 

This  error  also  gives  colour  to  the  notion  that  there  is 
room  for  specializing  in  a  primary  school  ;  but  all  specializing 
necessarily  presupposes  a  solid  foundation  of  elementary  know- 
ledge opening  out  the  mind  before  turning  it  towards  any  par- 
ticular branch.

eliminating  from  the  course  of  study  whatever  is  oi  a  scien tine  courBe  of  study, 
nature  and  all  specialization  ;  and  also  at  making  more  accu- 
rate what  the  course  already  contained  so  as  to  emphasize  the 
elementary  knowledge  necessary  for  all  men  before  attempting 
any  specialization,  then,  2.  I  sought  to  give  more  prominence 
to  methods  which  I  deem  most  suited  to  mental  training, 
without  which  knowledge  is  not  assimilated,  —  and  to  the 
training  of  the  heart,  which  is  the  basis  of  moral  education. 

To  attain  the  first  objective,  the  new  course  of  study  pro-  Limitation  of 
poses  to  limit  the  primary  school  properly  so  called  to  the  six  ,^3!'^"' 
years  oft  he  elementary  and  model  courses  in  the  old  curriculum,  f^'J.^pie^i^enurr* 
—after    which     to     create    a     complementary     school     which  »<=hooi. 
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would  enlarge  on  elementary  notions  and  start  specializing 
as  an  immediate  preparation  for  the  various  special  schools 
open  to  the  varying  talents  of  the  primary  school  graduates  : 
agricultural,  commercial,  technical  schools.  The  primary 
school  properly  so  called — mentioned  elsewhere  as  elementary 
primary — will  be  open  to  every  child  ;  those  who  attend  it  will 
satisfy  the  requirements  of  a  primary  education  ;  the  com- 
plementary school  will  be  the  school  of  an  elite,  of  those 
who,  having  finished  their  primary  course,  wish  to  develop 
their  intellectual  culture  or  to  choose  a  career  requiring  special 
studies.  To  this  complementary  school,  which  would  replace 
our  present  academies,  would  be  allotted  the  scientific  portion 
of  the  course  of  study,  whatever  is  an  immediate  prepara- 
tion for  some  specializing  (algebra,  bookkeeping,  sciences, 
ancient  history,  history  of  France  and  England),  whatever 
requires  a  mind  already  in  possession  of  fundamental  notions 
and  trained  to  habits  of  observation,  reflection  and  genera- 
lization ;  it  would  serve  as  a  connecting  link  between  the  prim- 
ary and  the  special  school,  thus  introducing  into  the  whole 
system  a  connectedness,  a  link  whose  absence  has  often 
been  rightly  deplored. 
EiimiMtioD.  As  the  elementary  primary  school  teaches  the  elements 

necessary  for  everybody,  the  following  subjects  were  eliminated 
from  its  curriculum : 

1.  The  systematic  study  of  bookkeeping  ;  only  what 
every  child  should  know  is  retained  ; 

2.  Of  natural  sciences  only  so  much  is  retained  as  is 
necessary  to  develop  a  child's  powers  of  observation  in  con- 
nection with  the  objects  surrounding  him  that  are  within  his 
mental  reach. 

Moreover,  1.  The  curriculum  reduces  the  study  of  geogra- 
phy to  that  of  this  country,  and  especially  of  the  Province  of 
Quebec,  while  therein  enlarging  its  scope  ;  it  reserves  special 
attention  for  such  countries  as  are  in  touch  with  ours 
and  demands  but  a  superficial  though  characteristic  knowledge 
of  other  countries. 

2.  It  simplifies  the  teaching  of  the  history  of  Canada  in 
order  to  make  it  more  characteristic  by  confining  it  to  certain 
facts  revealing  the  mission  and  temperament  of  our  race  and 
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the  circumstances  in  which  they  occurred — such  facts  as  dis- 
close the  evolution  of  the  countrj^  and  give  a  true  idea  of  our 
situation,  our  duties  and  rights,  amid  the  races  surrounding 
us; — it  omits  cumbrous  and  unimportant  facts,  nomencla- 
tures, series  whose  one  object  is  to  cultivate  the  memory.  Natu- 
rally, here  as  elsewhere,  text-books  should  be  adapted  to  the 
course  of  study  and  the  master's  teaching  is  an  indispensable 
factor. 

3.  It  likewise  simplifies  the  teaching  of  Sacred  History  by 
using  it  to  visualize  or  illustrate  the  teaching  of  religion.  For 
this  purpose  it  completely  fuses  the  teaching  of  Sacred  History 
with  that  of  prayers  and  catechism  during  the  first  two  years, 
and  continues  this  process  orally  throughout  the  various  stages 
of  the  course,  adapting  itself  to  the  sections  of  catechism 
then  taught,  while  taking  up  the  study  of  the  text-book  in  the 
third  year.  But  then  the  curriculum  reduces  the  study  of 
history  to  religious  facts  that  are  of  a  doctrinal  and  moral 
nature  or  that  reveal  God's  working  in  the  world,  and  it  elimi- 
nates what  is  merely  ancient  history  having  no  bearing  on 
Divine  governance.  The  text-books  would  do  well  to  conform 
to  this  direction. 

4.  It  eliminates  from  arithmetic  what  belongs  to  special 
commercial  knowledge,  and  it  stresses  development  of  practi- 
cal observation  on  the  pupil's  part. 

5.  It  concentrates  teaching  by  combining  under  the  same 
head  the  various  parts  of  the  present  course  of  study  rela- 
ting to  the  same  subject :  thus  to  the  grammar  course  belong 
parsing,  analysis,  spelling  and  dictation  ;  —  literature,  elimin- 
ated as  a  distinct  subject,  is  taught  by  means  of  exam- 
ples found  in  the  study  of  text-books  (commented reader), 
and  in  exercises  of  practical  composition ;  —  mensuration 
has  been  incorporated  with  arithmetic  of  which  it  forms 
a  part;  — all  exercises  of  observation,  whose  object  is  intellec- 
tual and  moral  training  not  strictly  religious,  have  been  reduced 
to  oral  exercises.  This  arrangement  of  the  curriculum  removes 
all  scientific  semblance  from    notions    that  ought   to  remain

elementary,  saves  time,  promotes  intellectual  training  by 
making  it  more  practical  and  intensive,  obliges  the  pupil  to 
think  and  to  express  himself  without  the  help  of  a  book, 
and  rescues  absent-minded  teachers  from  the  temptation  of 
giving  distinct,  separate  and  independent  lectures  on  bran- 
ches which  should  all  be  grafted  on  the  same  stock. 

So  far  for  simplification. 

The  new  course  of  study,  by  emphasizing  in  the  outline 
of  its  preamble  the  distinction  between  fundamental  and  ac- 
cessory subjects,  appears  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  commit- 
tee which  called  for  a  reduction. 

To  attain  the  essential  object  of  a  primary  school,  such  as 
defined  above,  two  things  are  required  :  I.  to  impart  funda- 
mental notions  that  will  facilitate  training  ;  II.  to  give  intellec- 
tual and  moral  training. 

I.  a)  The  fundamental  notions  for  intellectual  training 
are  :  the  mother  tongue  with  everything  it  implies,  then  arith- 
metic. Teachers  being  warned  that  the  knowledge  of  these 
two  subjects  will  serve  as  a  basis  to  judge  if  their  pupils  are  to 
be  promoted  to  a  higher  class  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  on  the 
other  hand,  school  inspectors  being  instructed  to  judge  the 
efficiency  of  the  teaching  especially  by  the  pupils'  progress  in 
reading,  writing,  oral  and  written  exercises,  and  arithmetic  : 
all  this  cooperation  will  necessarily  induce  the  teaching  staff 
to  give  to  these  fundamental  notions  a  prominent  place  in 
their  time-tables,  in  their  methods,  and  in  the  whole  curri- 
culum. Moreover,  it  is  necessary  to  observe  that  even  in 
these  essential  matters  certain  things  are  useless  for  primary 
school  children  and  should  be  struck  out  of  the  curriculum 
and  especially  out  of  children's  text-books  :  for  instance, 
complete  series  of  exceptions  to  grammatical  rules,  series  of 
irregular  verbs,  etc.  Teaching  should  be  confined  to  what  is 
of  practical  use  in  the  child's  actual  period  of  development. 

b)  The  fundamental  notions  for  the  moral  training  of  the 
child  are  :  the  foundations  of  religion,  of  good  manners,  and  of 
the  history  of  one's  country.  Hence  it  is  that  the  course 
of  study  could  eliminate  nothing  from  these  matters  but  must 


Notions  for 
moral  training, 
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make  good  suggestions  calculated  to  render  such  notions  easier 
to  grasp  and  assimilate  by  means  of  stories,  of  facts  embodying 
a  doctrine,  by  the  use  of  paintings  or  engravings,  by  drawing 
attention  to  events  of  real  experience  ;  such  is  the  object  the 
authors  of  the  course  of  study  have  endeavoured  to  attain. 
But  the  burden  of  the  work  will  always  rest  with  the  teacher 
whose  duty  is  to  interpret  the  course  in  order  to  make  it 
attractive  and  practical,  according  to  the  circumstances  in 
which  the  child  is  placed.

velopment.  methods  are  often  suggested  and  observations 
made  which  would  seem  rather  to  belong  to  pedagogical  foot- 
notes but  which,  b}'  being  incorporated  in  the  course  itself,  are 
calculated  continually  to  remind  teachers  that  it  is  important 
to  aim  first  at  awakening  the  intellectual  initiative,  at  cultivating 
the  spirit  of  observation,  reflectiveness  and  synthesis,  and  at 
developing  each  one's  own  individualit5^ 

Observation  is  at  the  basis  of  training  everywhere  in  the  observation 
course  of  study.  The  latter  is  so  arranged  as  to  put  the  child  in  \rl,Ti^.  ° 
touch  with  things  that  lie  round  him  and  ought  to  be  the 
starting  point  of  the  kind  of  culture  suited  to  him.  From  the 
thing  to  the  idea,  from  the  idea  to  the  formula,  then  from  the 
formula  to  reflective  application.  This  method  will  be  found 
applied  particularh'-  in  elementary  reading  ;  in  the  teaching 
of  grammar,  which  observes  language  in  order  lo  discover  an 
idea  which  it  will  generalize  in  a  rule  by  applying  it  to  si- 
milar cases  through  reflex  deduction  ;  in  composition  and 
language  exercises,  in  which  the  course  has  replaced  some- 
what scientific  and  imaginative  subjects  b}^  those  which  habi- 
tually appeal  to  the  child's  senses  and  open  out  the  external 
and  internal  world  that  make  up  life. 
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Observation  also  stands  at  the  basis  of  the  moral  portion 
of  religious  training,  by  means  of  paintings  or  engravings,  the 
consideration  of  facts  and  also  the  observation  of  such  acts  of  ^ 
Christian  life  as  the  child  habitually  sees  without  always 
understanding  that  they  are  the  application  of  a  given  moral 
precept,  the  formula  of  which  he  has  just  been  arduously''  learn- 
ing in  his  last  lesson. 

In  geography,  the  course  sets  down  as  a  starting  point  the 
observation  of  all  the  child's  surroundings  to  teach  him  phy- 
sical, economical  and  political  geography ;  it  makes  him  ob- 
serve human  and  commercial  facts,  etc.,  thus  leading  him  to 
a  knowledge  of  relations  with  other  countries  and  to  a  know- 
ledge of  these  same  countries. 

In  literature,  it  teaches  to  observe  texts,  in  order  thereby 
to  discover  the  laws  of  composition  and  style.  For  this  reason 
commented  reading  has  been  introduced  as  a  special  exercise 
in  the  course  of  stud3^ 

It  everywhere  recommends  the  use  of  concrete  examples  to 
illustrate  the  abstract. 

I  have  felt  bound  to  emphasize  this  fundamental  notion 
throughout  the  course  of  study,  so  that  it  might  never  be  lost 
sight  of  in  teaching.  One  of  the  most  potent  causes  of  lack  of 
progress  often  met  with  in  our  schools- — and  it  must  not  be 
thought  that  these  remarks  apply  merely  to  our  Province  : 
I  have  pedagogical  works  before  me  coming  from  various  coun- 
tries and  containing  many  complaints  ;  a  reference  to  Goyau's, 
''L'Ecole  d'aujourd'hui",  reciting  the  grievances  of  the  parti- 
sans of  lay  schools  in  France,  will  serve  as  an  instance — one  of 
the  most  potent  causes,  I  say,  is  that  teaching  takes  the  child, 
out  of  his  habitual  environment,  in  which  he  had  hitherto  mar- 
vellously developed  without  any  help  but  observation,  and 
that  the  school,  instead  of  going  on  applying  the  same  process, 
plunges  him  suddenly  into  a  world  which  is  not  his  own,  an  abs- 
tract world  which  strikes  him  as  bearing  no  relation  to  the 
world  in  which  he  habitually  lives.  He  is  taught  words  before 
ideas,  sometimes  without  ideas,  then  an  attempt  is  made  to 
impart  ideas  without  putting  him  in  touch  with  the  things  in 
which  these  ideas  take  a  concrete  form.

Teachers  should  understand  that  they  ought  to  demolish 
the  wall  erected  between  tha  school  and  the  exterior  world,  bet- 
ween abstract  and  concrete  things,  and  that  the  child  should  al- 
wsLjs  be  kept  in  touch  with  the  latter  by  observation,  in  order 
to  approach  the  former  through  induction  and  then  return  to 
concrete  things  through  reflective  application  or  deduction. 
Working  out  ot  The  course  of   study  has  therefore  been  prepared  wdth  ob- 

servation as  a  basis,  making  the  latter  not  a  mere  exercise  of 
inquisitive  inspection,  but  a  methodical  work,  deriving  ideas 
from  facts,  classifiying  them  through  induction  in  order  to 
reach  synthesis  or  generalization. 

Furthermore,  it  recommends  an  early  use  of  synoptic 
tables  which  compel  the  child  to  evolve  ideas  out  of  formulas, 
to  classify  them  in  order,  then  to  synthetize  them  in  an  oral 
development  independent  of  the  text-book,  lastly  to  genera- 
lize them  in  a  deduction  applied  to  concrete  realities. 

Observation  at  the  basis ;  induction  in  the  process ;  syn- 
thesis at  the  terminus  ;  thus  is  framed  the  course  of  study. 

And  in  order  to  make  teachers  grasp  this  spirit,  a  new  chap- 
ter on  thought  and  language  exercises  has  been  introduced  to 
show  that  observation  begets  thought  and  that  to  use  a  lan- 
guage requires  thinking. 

For  this  reason  also,  certain  details  have  been  added  to 
grammar  to  show  that  this  science  is  one  of  ideas  rather  than  of 
formulas  and  rules.  Thus  the  course  mentions  determination,  a 
qualification  indicating  that  adjectives  called  determinative 
or  qualifying  are  not  the  only  means  the  language  has  of  deter- 
mining or  qualifying  persons  and  things  ;  other  examples  will 
be  found  in  the  manner  of  teaching  the  grammatical  objects 
and  the  adverbs,  and  in  making  use  of  logical  analj'^sis,  etc. 
intiaton  Auother  reason  for  delay  in   the  opening  of   children's 

minds,  is  that  the  assimilation  of  new  ideas  is  not  sufficiently 
helped  by  a  gradual  initiation  preparing  the  mind  through  a 
slow  elaboration.  A  new  idea  sown  in  the  mind  of  a  young 
child  may  be  understood,  but  it  still  remains  to  be  assimilated 
and  for  this  work  nature  requires  time.     The  course  obviates 
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this  drawback  by  occasionally  adumbrating  ideas  which  will 
be  reverted  to  later  on,  by  sowing  the  germs  of  ideas  which  will 
be  cultivated  in  due  time.  For  this  purpose  it  is  prescribed 
throughout  the  course  to  open  gradually  the  pupil's  mind  by 
occasionally  giving  him  rudimentary  notions  on  things  that 
will  be  systematically  studied  later  on,- — ^to  give  the  formula 
when  the  idea  will  by  degrees  have  become  clear  in  his  mind. 
I  consider  this  preparatory  work  very  important  ;  on  the  whole, 
the  first  two  years  of  the  elementary  course  are  confined  to 
giving  intuitively  to  children  notions  which  they  will  study 
systematically  in  subsequent  years.  This  will  be  more  easily 
understood  by  observing  that  the  whole  catechism,  that  is, 
the  text,  is  taught  in  third  and  fourth  year  ;  now  I  believe  it 
impossible  for  a  child  to  learn  his  catechism  in  an  intelligent 
way  during  these  two  years,  unless  he  has  already  acquired  the 
substance  of  the  doctrine  from  facts  of  sacred  history  picked 
up  during  the  first  two  years. 
Vocabulary  Lastly,  In  the  teaching  of  French,  the  course,  while  dealing 

with  observation,  gives  a  special  place  to  vocabulary  in  the 
hope  of  filling  out  the  scantness  of  ordinary  speech. 

The  whole  has  been  planned  in  view  of  forming  the  child's 
mentahty  according  to  a  sj^stem  carrying  on  at  school  what 
has  been  so  successful  at  home  :  observing  things,  learning  the 
words  designating  them,  describing  them  in  one's  own  words, 
applying  them  by  one's  own  initiative. 

The  spirit  which  inspired  the  framing  of  the  course  of 
study  might  be  summed  up  in  these  words  :  put  the  child  in 
contact  with  things  ;  thence,  teach  him  sparingly  but  thorough- 
ly— then  awaken  the  intellectual  faculties  which  make  him  able 
to  continue  his  education. 

SCHOOL    AND    LIFE 

In  limiting  the  primary  school  destined  for  all  children, 
the  course  of  study  takes  no  account  of  the  career  which  each 
one  may  adopt  later  on.     It  supplies  the  necessary  elements 
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to  those  who  will  go  no  further  ;  but  at  the  same  time  it  creates 
intellectual  capacities  which  will  allow  of  new  developments. 

By  way  of  parenthesis  it  may  be  said  that  the  primary 
school  can  prepare  a  child  for  the  future  only  by  making  him 
assimilate  indispensable  elements  and  by  giving  him  an  awak- 
ened mind  ;  it  puts  him  on  the  right  road  by  starting  him  well. 
I  have  already  said  that  to  demand  more  is  to  overburden  the 
primary  school,  to  exact  work  from  children  that  is  above  their 
mental  capacity,  and  to  go  bej^ond  the  province  of  a  primary 
school. 

Nevertheless  the  school  may,  without  specializing  the  indirect  teach- 
•  course  of  study,  interpret  the  latter  in  such  a  manner  as  to'°^ 
direct  the  children  towards  the  destination  of  the  majority. 
Indirect  teaching  has  a  considerable  bearing  on  the 
training  of  the  child's  mentality  and  on  the  direction  of  his  life. 
The  course  furnishes  many  subjects  of  observation,  of  compo- 
sition etc.,  calls  for  many  problems,  readings  etc.,  and  recom- 
mends that  all  this  should  be  applied  to  the  needs  of  the 
pupils.  This  work  should  be  done  by  the  teacher  by  means 
of  text-books  supplying  the  data.  Hence  it  is  desirable  that 
the  text-books  vary  with  regions  and  even  with  schools  in  or- 
der to  meet  this  real  want.  Formerly,  arithmetics  in  particular 
dealt  chiefly  with  trade,  containing  few  problems  on  agriculture, 
and  fewer  still  gave  an  insight  into  technical  work.  Under 
such  teaching,  practically  uniform  at  bottom,  pupils  were 
trained  in  the  same  way,  whether  they  lived  in  the  country 
or  intended  to  go  to  industrial  schools.  The  course  of  study 
is  not  responsible  for  this  anomaly  ;  authors  of  text-books 
and  school  commissions  have  a  decisive  influence  on  the  se- 
lection of  the  former. 

But  if  the  course  does  not  aim  at  immediately  preparing  j^j^^^j^^^  ^^ 
the  pupil  for  any  specialty,  the  creation  of  the  complemen-  co^^es. 
tary  school  sufficiently  provides  for  this  in  a  more  complete  and 
rational  manner.  This  addition  completes  the  system  by  esta- 
blishing a  gradation  which  leads  the  unlearned  child  by  suc- 
cessive stages  up  to  special  schools.  I  may  be  permitted  to 
elucidate  this  matter  by  showing  the  distribution  of  the 
courses.

According  to  the  new  course,  the  primary  school,  as  al- 
ready stated,  is  divided  into  primary-elementary  and  primary- 
complementary,  each  with  the  attributions  previously  des- 
cribed. 

The  primary-elementary  school  comprises  three  series  of 
courses  :  kindergarten,  elem^entary,  and  model  courses.  This 
designation  (elementar}^  and  model  courses)  was  preserved  by 
the  sub-committee  for  reasons  of  an  administrative  order. 
Another  designation  would  have  required  legislative  amend- 
ment, and  a  different  distribution  would  have  called  for  chan- 
ges in  the  allotment  of  school  grants  and  in  the  local  adminis- 
tration, the  model  schools  having  been  built  by  contributions 
from  the  whole  municipality. 
Kindergarten  Here  arc  the  characteristics  of  each  of  these  courses.     The 

object  of  the  kindergarten  is  to  prepare  the  child  to  follow  with 
profit  the  primary  course  of  study  which  really  begins  only 
with  the  first  year.  It  connects  the  kindergarten  with  the 
primary  school  and  merges  with  the  last  year  of  the  ''baby  class" 
in  thg  latter.  Its  object  is  not  so  much  to  impart  knowledge  as 
to  arouse  and  direct  the  child's  free  and  spontaneous  activity  : 
to  exercise  his  organs,  awaken  his  spirit  of  observation  and 
research,  open  his  heart  to  righteous  sentiments  and  teach  him 
habits  of  order  and  regularity.     The  age  of  admittance  is  six. 

Considering  that  several  city  schools  are  organized  with 
a  teacher  for  each  class,  and  that  certain  children,  entering 
school  with  a  more  developed  mind,  owing  to  age  or  environ- 
ment, are  presumed  qualified  to  successfully  follow  the  first 
year  of  the  ehmentary  course,  without  passing  by  this  prepara- 
tory stage,  the  sub-committee  did  not  deem  advisable  to  make 
this  course  compulsory  by  imposing  it  as  an  indispensable  con- 
dition of  admission  to  the  elementary  course.  But  they  think 
it  necessary  in  all  schools  where  children  in  large  numbers  are 
divided  into  several  courses  under  the  direction  of  a  single 
teacher  and  where  attendance  is  irregular.  The  course  of 
study  in  the  first  year  of  the  elementary  course  is  not  suffi- 
ciently assimilable  for  too  young  or  too  backward  minds  ;  it 
has  been  slightly  reduced,  however,  in  order  to  facilitate  the 
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admission  of  those  deemed  qualified  to  enter  it  without  passing 
through  the  kindergarten. 

The  elementary  course  comprises  the  first  four  years  of  the  Eiemenury

primary  school,  which  is  the  most  widespread  in  country  pla- 
ces, the  one  in  which  elements  proper  are  taught.  Although 
there  is  no  official  subdivision  in  this  course  other  than  that 
into  four  years,  it  really  contains  two  characteristic  courses  : 
the  lower  course  made  up  of  the  first  two  years,  gives  a  purely 
oral  teaching ;  it  constitutes  the  starting  point  by  teaching 
reading,  writing,  the  four  fundamental  operations  in  arithmetic, 
and  opens  the  mind  to  the  spirit  of  observation  ;  the  third  and 
fourth  years,  which  might  be  called  the  middle  course,  between 
the  lower  and  the  model,  use  the  preparation  of  the  first  two 
years  as  a  means  of  developing  the  capacities  by  teaching  what 
properly  constitutes  primary  knowledge. 

This  degree  or  course,  as  a  whole,  is  thus  characterized  by 
the  acquisition  of  first  elements.  The  pupil  therein  learns  all 
the  elements  of  grammar,  fluent  reading  with  due  expression, 
the  fundamental  sums  in  fractions,  a  thorough  know- 
ledge of  the  geography  of  the  Province  with  the  general  out- 
lines of  that  of  Canada,  as  well  as  the  whole  catechism  and  a 
full  view  of  the  history  of  Canada. 

The  second  degree  or  model  course  comprises  the  5th  and  Mo^ei  course. 
6th  years.     It  increases  the  pupil's  stock  of  knowledge,  but 
especially  makes  him  master  it  by  utilizing  or  applying  it  in  a 
general  sj^nthesis  which  welds  it  in  his  mind.     The  last  year 
especially  is  one  of  applied  synthesis. 

To  sum  up,  the  kindergarten  prepares  ;  the  first  part  of  the 
elementary  course  lays  the  foundations,  the  second  develops  : 
the  model  course  consolidates. 

By  grasping  these  characteristic  data,  the  teacher  will 
find  it  more  easy  to  do  the  classifying  and  yearly  promotion. 
It  should  be  observed  that  in  French,  for  instance,  the  child 
learns  material  reading  during  the  first  year,  at  the  end  of 
which  he  should  syllabify  ;  in  the  second  year  he  practises 
fluent  reading  ;  grows  proficient  therein  during  the  third  year 
and  is  started  in  the  elements  of  grammar  which  he  will  learn 
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thoroughly  in  the  fourth  year.  He  is  admitted  to  the  model 
course  only  after  acquiring  all  the  elements  of  grammar  and 
arithmetic. 
Compiemen-  The  primary  school  ends  the  curriculum  of  those  whose 

tery  school  gQcial  influence  and  responsibility  does  not  go  much  beyond 
the  family  circle.  It  is  then  necessary  to  provide  for  those  who 
are  called  to  a  higher  social  rank  and  larger  responsibilities. 
Pupils  may  be  qualified  for  classical  colleges  even  after  the 
first  degree  of  the  primary  school,  and  no  special  provision  is 
made  for  them  here  because  the  classical  course  of  study 
attends  to  that. 

But  the  numerous  special  schools  which  prepare  pupils  for 
agriculture,  trade  and  industry,  deserve  to  receive  qualified 
pupils  from  preparatory  schools.  This  matter  is  of  such  prac- 
tical importance  that  I  beg  leave  to  note  the  result  of  the  ob- 
servations suggested  by  my  work. 

It  is  utterly  unreasonable  to  exact  that  the  primary  school, 
which  is  open  to  everybody,  should  prepare  pupils  qualified  to 
be  adnutted  at  once  to  special  schools.  Since  the  sub-com- 
mittee has  been  instructed  to  lighten  the  course  of  study,  seve- 
ral special  schools  have  requested  us  to  make  additions  prepa- 
ratory to  their  respective  specialties.  As  there  are  many 
specialties,  it  would  be  necessary  to  prepare  for  all  of  them  ; 
now  such  a  system  would  overcrowd  the  course  and  prolong 
the  primary  school  beyond  measure. 

Be  it  observed  :  between  these  two  categories  of  schools, 
the  courses  of  study  are  not  and  cannot  be  dovetailed.  In  spe- 
cial schools  the  course  of  study  calls  for  a  mental  maturity 
exceeding  the  intellectual  capacity  of  a  primary  school  child  ;  it 
requires  a  sum  of  knowledge  beyond  the  scope  of  primary 
teaching.  How,  indeed,  can  a  pupil,  on  leaving  the  primary 
school,  be  supposed  to  enter  profitably  upon  the  study  of  applied 
mechanics,  electricity,  general  physics,  chemistry,  surveying, 
machine  building,  etc.,  such  as  required  in  the  curriculum 
of  technical  schools  ?  I  have  even  heard  from  authorized  per- 
sons that  to  profitably  attend  technical  school  courses,  the 
pupil  should  previously  undergo  a  special  technical  training  in

wood  and  iron  working,  clay  modelling,  mortising  and  carving. 
How  are  such  things  to  be  introduced  into  a  primary  school  ? 

Each  specialty  would  make  similar  suggestions,  thus  over- 
crowding our  course  of  study  and  transforming  the  primary 
school  into  a  sort  of  elementary  polytechnical  school. 

We  understand  that  the  primary  school  should  be  orga- 
nized to  furnish  pupils  to  all  schools  desirous  of  creating  a 
national  elite.  But  such  an  organization  should  be  carried 
out  without  compromising  the  general  training  which  is  the 
foundation  of  every  life,  whatever  be  its  special  trend. 

In  the  face  of  these  conflicting  demands  the  sub-committee 
said :  Let  us  reurn  to  the  natural  order  of  things;  let  each  school 
play  the  part  assigned  to  it  by  nature.  Let  the  primary  school 
teach  the  elements  suited  to  the  minds  of  children ;  give  them 
a  foundation  before  building  up  their  future,  then  add  fresh 
material  which  will  permit  the  edifice  to  rise  to  the  desired 
height  and  reach  the  level  of  special  schools. 

Here  is  the  solution  offered  by  the  new  course  of  study. 

It  distinctly  separates  the  primary-elementary  from  every 
specializing  school.  It  aims  at  giving  what  is  indispensable 
before  undertaking  any  specialization  of  general  fundamental 
knowledge,  and  also  at  forming  an  observant  and  thoughtful 
mind. 

After  this  first  stage,  a  child  wishing  to  pursue  his  studies 
has  the  means  of  applying  his  knowledge  and  intellectual  re- 
sources to  some  specialty,  according  to  his  tastes  and  apti- 
tudes. The  course  of  study  offers  him  the  primary-complemen- 
tary school  which  will  mature  and  broaden  his  general  know- 
ledge, and  train  him  for  the  specialty  best  suited  to  him.  The 
curriculum  of  this  complementary  school  remains  to  be 
drawn  up  :  our  sub-committee  were  not  appointed  to  do  this. 
The  course  of  study  should  comprise  a  section  contributing  to 
increase  general  culture  and  another  preparing  immediately 
for  some  special  branch  such  as  agriculture,  trade,  industry. 
This  preparatory  section  of  the  course  should  be  drawn  up 
with  the  help  of  specialists  directing  such  schools,  and  its  dura 
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tioii  will  be  determined  by  the  requirements  of  the  specialty 
under  consideration.  In  France,  Belgium  and  Switzerland, 
where  these  schools  exist,  the  courses  generally  last  two  years, 
and  in  some  schools  three. 

This  course  of  study  may  contain  whatever  preparatory 
subjects  are  suggested  for  primary  schools  and  even  more,  if 
desired. 

Once  the  mind  has  been  opened  and  the  aptitudes  deve- 
loped by  this  training,  the  youth  of  15  or  16  (the  age  expected 
if  promotion  has  been  regular  throughout  the  course)  wdll  be 
qualified  for  special  schools.  John  Seath,  superintendent  of 
education  in  Ontario,  declared  that  before  14  a  child  is  not 
ready  for  industrial  training. 

It  cannot  be  seriously  objected  that  studies  are  too  pro- 
longed before  one  reaches  the  special  schools,  thereby  reducing 
attendance.  Those  required  for  hberal  professions  are  much 
longer,  and  still  the  latter  are  overcrow^ded,  without  the  help  of 
any  compulsory  measure.  With  the  vague  idea  that  he  may 
pass  into  special  schools  after  any  stage  of  primary  schooling 
and  without  any  authority  to  control  his  qualifications,  the 
pupil  enters  such  schools  unprepared,  and  .the  result  is  that 
primary  teaching  is  pronounced  a  failure.  When  the  quality 
of  the  preparation  required  will  be  determined  and  when  the 
schools  supplying  it  wdll  be  at  hand,  the  same  method  will  be 
adopted  as  for  attaining  liberal  professions  :  a  course  will  be 
followed.  The  University  marks  the  way  to  be  followed  by 
whosoever  wishes  to  reach  it,  compelling  no  one,  merely 
stating  on  what  conditions,  officially  ascertained,  admittance 
will  be  granted  ;  and  admittance  is  granted.. 

And  why  should  not  the  same  results  be  obtained  in  spe- 
cial teaching  with  a  similar  organization  ? 

To  bring  about  this  organization,  the  sub-committee,  in  their 
sitting  of  the  11th  December,  1917,  resolved  to  request  the 
Catholic  committee  to  create  a  certificate  of  studies. 

This  certificate  might  be  given  at  least  at  the  end  of  the  pri- 
mary studies,  if  not  at  the  beginning  thereof  after  the  elemen- 
tary course.     No  pupil  would  be  admitted  to  the  complemen- 
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tary  school  without  this  certificate.  Anyone  familiar  with 
human  nature  knows  what  a  spirit  of  sacrifice  and  persevering 
energy  the  attraction  of  a  diploma  will  call  forth. 

It  would  be  the  best  stimulant,  one  without  any  drawback, 
to  urge  pupils  on  to  the  end  of  their  primary  studies.  This 
certificate  would  put  a  pupil  who  has  completed  his  course 
in  possession  of  the  official  proof  that  he  has  fulfilled  his  duty 
to  the  end  and  achieved  a  certain  capacity  ;  it  would  dispense 
the  municipal  treasurer  from  collecting  the  monthly  contribu- 
tion, and  especially  it  would  qualify  for  specialties. 

But  in  order  to  make  this  organization  complete  and  to  P°"p1^™^''- 

'^  -^        ^  _       tary  studies. 

secure  pupils  qualified  to  follow  the  course  of  study  in  special 
schools  without  lowering  the  standard,  another  certificate  of 
studies  should  be  required  after  the  complementary  school.  I 
believe  the  council  should  establish  this  certificate,  if  it  adopts 
complementary  schools.  If  special  schools  fail  to  exact  the  latter 
for  admittance  to  their  courses,  they  shall  thereby  lose  the 
right  to  complain  of  primary  organizations,  just  as  the  Univer- 
sitj'-  would  not  be  justified  in  criticizing  secondary  or  primary 
teaching,  if  it  chose  to  take  its  students  from  the  first  year  of 
humanities  in  classical  colleges  or  from  the  model  course  of 
primary  schools. 

By  means  of  this  organization,  our  whole  system  of  teach- 
ing would  be  orderly  and  connected,  limits  would  be  well  defined 
and  transitions  solidly  established.  Moreover,  special  schools 
would  be  sure  of  a  proper  standard. 

SUPPLEMENTARY    REMARKS 

Though  this  report  is  already  too  long,  yet  the  following 
remarks  may  not  be  unnecessary  : 

1.  Pedagogical  notes  should  emphasize  certain  points  which 
I  touch  on  in  this  report,  amongst  others,  the  division  of 
subjects  into  essential  and  accessory.  These  notes  will  be 
drawn  up  only  if  the  Catholic  Committee  accept  the  course 
of  study. 

2.  I  should  have  wished  to  introduce  into  the  course  a 
section  relating  to  manual  work  and  physical  exercise,  pes- 
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sible  in  certain  schools  at  least.  This  would  give  the  senses 
an  intellectual  culture  conducive  to  a  greater  spirit  of  obser- 
vation and  furnish  training  for  certain  special  branches ; 
it  might  be  combined  throughout  the  curriculum,  with  draw- 
ing, the  teaching  of  arithmetic,  etc.  I  touched  on  this  in 
the  kindergarten  course.  It  would  tend  to  assimilate  the 
course  of  study  without  overcrowding  it.  By  adopting  the 
improved  Frcebel  system,  it  will  be  easy  to  supply  what 
time  and  the  lack  of  special  knowledge  compel  me  to  leave  out 
here. 

CONCLUSION 

In  the  present  work  I  have  not  upset  the  old  course 
of  study  ;  I  have  not  even  substantially  modified  it.  That 
course  of  study  is  splendid,  on  the  whole.  The  idea  was  to 
grasp  the  pedagogical  directions  which  it  contained,  and  which 
will  remain  substantially  the  same, — and  to  make  certain 
reductions.  This  I  have  endeavoured  to  do.  The  most 
serious  modification  consists  in  separating  the  complemen- 
tary from  the  elementary  school. 

But  the  course  of  study  is  not  the  only  factor  of  progress 
in  teaching.  The  text-books  should  be  imbued  with  the  spirit 
of  the  teaching  given  in  primary  schools.  Now  the  tendency 
is  to  exhaust  a  subject  instead  of  merely  imparting  its  elements 
and  this  should  be  guarded  against.  Moreover  it  will  remain 
everlastingly  true  that  ''as  is  the  master  so  is  the  school." 

I  now  submit  this  course  of  study  to  the  consideration 
of  the  revered  colleagues  who  have  done  me  the  honour  of 
appointing  me  to  draw  it  up,  and  to  the  intelligent  criticism 
of  such  friends  of  education  as  are  willing  to  judiciously  study 
the  complex  problem  of  primary  education. 

Both  the  sub-committee  and  I  will  gratefully  regeive  any 
suggestion  tending  to  make  this  course  of  study  more  perfect 
and  effective.  The  Catholic  Committee  will  pronounce  in 
last    resort.

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Honourable  Mr.  Delage  having  had  the  above  letter  distributed 
to  each  member  of  the  Committee,  Mgr.  F.  X.  Ross  gave  some  sup- 
plementary explanations  and  it  was  unanimously  resolved  that  'Hbe 
sub-committee  appointed  to  pursue  the  study  of  a  new  distribution  of 
the  subjects  taught  in  the  elementary  and  model  schools,  in  view  of 
eliminating  therefrom  such  as  are  not  absolutely  necessary  for  said 
schools  and  of  distributing  these  subjects  throughout  a  seven  years' 
curriculum,  be  empowered  to  convene  again  and  to  report  at  the  sitting 
to  be  held  in  the  month  of  May  following". 

The  president  also  distributed  the  plan  of  the  course  of  study  to 
the  members  of  the  Committee  and  requested  those  who  might  have  re- 
marks or  suggestions  to  make  thereupon  to  communicate  them  as 
soon  as  possible  to  the  sub-committee  appointed  to  revise  the  course 
of  study,  so  that  they  might  be  taken  into  consideration  when  the  sub- 
committee again  met  to  pursue  their  work. 

It  was  moved  by  Honourable  Mr.  Chapais,  seconded  by  Honou- 
rable Mr.  Tellier,  and  resolved  :  "That  the  printing  expenses  incurred 
"  by  the  sub-committee  appointed  to  revise  the  course  of  study  be 
"  paid  by  the  superintendent  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Catholic  Com- 
"  mittee". 

The  Superintendent  submited  the  correspondence  which  he  had 
received  with  regard  to  uniformity  of  books  in  the  city  of  Montreal,  a 
question  which  had  been  raised  at  the  sitting  of  September  last  by  a 
memorandum  from  the  Provincial  Superior  of  the  Brothers  of  Christian 
Instruction,  and  the  Committee  decided  to  take  no  further  action  on 
this  matter. 

The  secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Antoine  Dessane  stating  that 
by  resolutions  of  the  12th  May,  1898  and  of  the  13th  May,  1903,  the 
Committee  had  appointed  him  to  keep  the  registers  and  the  indexes 
of  its  deliberations,  and  also  to  make  out  registers  in  alphabetical  order 
of  all  teachers  of  both  sexes  holding  diplomas  ;  that  he  had  always 
performed  this  task  for  an  annual  remuneration  which  had  been  fixed 
at  $60.00  for  the  former  service  and  ^50.00  for  the  latter  ;  that  the  sum 
of  work  required  for  this  task  had  more  than  doubled  and  that  it  would 
only  be  just  to  grant  him  a  higher  indemnity.  It  was  then  moved  by 
Honourable  Judge  Robidoux,  seconded  by  Honourable  Dr.  Guerin, 
''  that  a  3'early  indemnity  of  $125.00  be  granted  to  j\Ir.  Dessane,  out  of 
"  the  funds  of  the  Catholic  Committee,  for  each  of  the  services  men- 
''  tioned  in  his  letter."

The  Committee  considered 


1.  A  resolution  which  was  submitted  to  it  by  the  school  commis- 
sion of  Drummondville  and  which  reads  as  follows  :  ''The  school  com- 
"  missioners  of  the  city  of  Drummondville  unanimously  request  the 
"  Legislature  of  Quebec  to  amend  the  Education  Act,  by  adding 
"  thereto  the  right  for  school  commissioners  of  cities,  towns  and  vil- 
"  lages  whose  population  is  at  least  one  thousand  souls,  to  decree, 
"  by  a  simple  resolution,  compulsory  school  attendance  for  all  children 
"  from  seven  to  fourteen,  and  to  determine  in  the  amendments  to  the 
"  act  the  sanction  which  shall  make  such  an  act  effective  ; 

"  And  the  school  commissioners  of  Drummondville  transmit 
"  this  resolution  to  the  Honourable  Provincial  Secretary  and  to  the 
"  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  requesting  them  to  give  it  their  support 
"  before  the  Government." 

2.  The  following  petition,  signed  by  a  large  number  of  citizens, 
was  transmitted  to  the  Committee  by  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of 
Montreal  :  "  The  undersigned  notice  :  that  a  too  large  proportion 
"  of  children  from  seven  to  fourteen  leave  school  before  acquiring  suf- 
*'  ficient  instruction;  that  over  fifty  per  cent  of  these  children  cease  at- 
"  tending  school  after  the  fourth  year  and  several  do  not  even  go  through 
"  that  fourth  year  ;  that  in  cities  those  who  do  not  go  through  their 
"  fifth  or  sixth  year  are  not  qualified  for  technical  schools  ;  that  far- 
*'  mers'  sons  with  only  three  or  four  years'  schooling  who  return  to 
"  agricultural  work,  largely  fall  back  after  a  few  years  into  the  illiterate 
^'  class  ;  that  too  many  children  still  run  about  the  streets  without  control 
"  and  end  by  being  brought  up  before  the  courts  ;  that  this  state  of 
"  things  still  continues  notwithstanding  the  praiseworthy  efforts  thus 
"  far  made  by  religious  and  civil  authorities. 

"  Wherefore  the  undersigned  beg  of  you  to  request  the  Catholic 
"  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction  to  petition  the  Le- 
"  gislature  to  pass  a  compulsory  education  act,  which  will  merely  give 
"  a  sanction  to  the  moral  obligation  laid  by  the  Church  upon  parents 
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"  to  give  sufficient  instruction  to  their  children.     By  so  doing  the  Pro- 
"  vince  of  Quebec  will  but  follow  the  example  set  by  almost  all  the 
''  nations  of  Europe  and  both  Americas,  Catholic  as  well  as  Protestant." 
3.  Several  other  petitions  relating  to  compulsory  education. 

After  a  discussion  in  which  Honourable  Mr.  Tellier,  Honourable 
Judge  Robidoux,  His  Grace  the  Archbishop  of  ^Montreal,  ^tr.  Jules 
Ed.  Prevost,  :\Ir.  H.  A.  Fortier,  Mgr  P.  E.  Roy,  :^Igr  F.  X.  Ross,  Honou- 
rable Judge  !Mercier,  His  Lordship  the  Bishop  of  Xicolet,  Honourable 
Dr.  Guerin,  Honourable  Mr.  Chapais  took  part,  the  following  resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted  on  motion  of  Honourable  Mr.  Chapais,  se- 
conded by  Honourable  Judge  Tellier  : 

''  Whereas  in  the  matter  of  compulsory  education,  statistics  res- 
'' peeling  the  attendance  of  children  of  school  age  are  one  of  the  most 
"  essential  elements; 

"  Whereas  the  accuracy  of  the  official  statistics  is  at  present  called 
"  in  question  : 

''  The  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 
"  before  coming  to  any  decision  respecting  the  petitions  submitted 
"  to  them,  request  the  Superintendent  to  take  the  necessary  measures, 
"  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Government,  by  means  of  revision  or 
"  otherwise,  to  clearly  establish  the  convincing  value  of,  and  the  reliance 
"  to  be  had  on  these  statistics  and  the  figures  they  give,  and  to  have 
"  statistics  collected  that  will  be  as  accurate  and  unassailable  as  possible, 
''  if  those  now  existing  are  ascertained  to  be  insufficient." 

And  the  sitting  was  adjourned  until  the  second  Wednesday  in  the 
following  ]\Iay.

This  report  was  adopted. 
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The  Committee  took  into  consideration  the  item  of  the  order  of 
the  day  which  reads  as  follows  : 

"Communication  from  the  Superintendent  respecting  the  following 
resolution  adopted  at  the  meeting  of  February  5th  last  : 

''Considering  that,  in  the  matter  of  compulsory  school  attendance, 
the  statistics  respecting  the  attendance  of  children  of  school  age,  are  one 
of  the  most  essential  elements. 

"Considering  that  the  accuracy  of  the  official  statistics  is  contested 
at  the  present  time  ; 

"The  Catholic  Committee  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction, 
"before  taking  any  decision  on  the  object  of  the  petitions  submitted 
"to  its  consideration,  request  the  Superintendent  to  take  the  required 
"steps,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Government,  by  means  of  re\'ision  or 
''otherwise,  to  clearly  establish  the  true  value  of  these  statistics  and  the 
"reliance  that  can  be  placed  on  the  figures  they  furnish  and  to  gather 
"as  reliable  statistics  as  possible,  if  the  present  ones  are  fouiid  to  be 
"too  inaccurate." 

Hon.  Mr.  Delage  submitted  the  following  memorandum  which 
the  head  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Province  had  drawn  up  at 
his  request  : 

memoeaxdum  relating  to  educational  statistics. 

1. — Our  sources  of  information. 

The  educational  statistics  are  derived  from  four  main  sources  : 

a)  The  inspection  bulletins  transmitted  by  school  inspectors  during 
the  course  of  their  second  annual  visit  ; 

b)  The  reports  of  commissioners  or  trustees,  attested  under  oath 
by  the  majoritj^  of  the  commissioners  or  trustees  and  by  the  secretary- 
treasurer  and  transmitted  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  Juh'  of  each 
year  ; 

c)  The  special  reports  transmitted  by  institutions  of  primary 
superior  education  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  July  of  ^ach  year  : 

d)  The  statistical  reports  transmitted  by  institutions  of  secondary, 
superior  and  special  education,  during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  the  month 
of  July  of  each  year. 
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2.' — Method  of  compilation  followed. 

These  different  reports  are  gone  over  by  the  Departement  of  Public 
Instruction  and  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  the  latter  supervises  their 
annual  publication.  The  school  statistics  under  the  control  of  school 
corporations  and  transmitted  by  school  inspectors,  are  compiled  by 
persons  employed  for  that  purpose  and  are  re\dsed  by  them.  The 
census  of  children  of  school  age  is  carefully  compared  with  the  enrol- 
ment register.  Where  there  are  any  defects  or  any  thing  that  appears 
abnormal,  the  bulletin  is  returned  to  the  inspector  with  a  request  for 
explanations.  These  same  bulletins  also  contain  the  statistics  of  insti- 
tutions of  primary  education  wihch  are  not  under  the  control  of  com- 
missioners or  school  trustees.  The  statistics  furnished  by  these  bulletins 
are  compared  with  those  transmitted  by  secretary-treasurers  of  school 
corporations,  as  well  as  those  independent  institutions  of  primary 
education,  and,  when  there  is  any  notable  divergence,  explanations 
are  asked  for. 

S. — What  was  done  in  the  past. 

Before  1916,  the  educational  statistics  were  exclusively  under  the 
control  of  the  Departement  of  Public  Instruction  which  had  them 
compiled,  wrote  for  supplementary  information,  corrected  errors,  and 
published  these  statistics,  as  an  integral  part  of  ''the  report  of  the  super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction."  All  institutions  of  primary  education, 
both  under  control  and  independent,  as  weU  as  classical  colleges  and 
universities,  made  a  report  each  year  to  the  same  department.  But 
in  1916,  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  submitted  to  the  Superintendent  of 
PubUc  Instruction  a  project  of  reform  suggesting  considerable  changes 
in  the  compilation  of  statistics,  as  well  as  in  the  method  of  presenting 
these  statistics  to  the  Legislative  Assembly.  After  several  interviews 
between  the  officers  of  the  said  Department  and  the  Bureau  of  Sta- 
tistics, an  understanding  was  arrived  at,  and  since  that  date,  although 
the  educational  statistics  are  compiled  in  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  by  the  same  clerks  as  heretofore,  the  supervision  of  them 
has  been  passed  over  to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  and  it  will  be  seen, 
in  the  following  section,  what  changes  were  deemed  necessary. 
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In  assuming  responsibility  for  the  publication  of  the  educational 
statistics,  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  coordinated  the  various  tables  which 
were  already  for  the  most  part  in  existence,  in  such  a  way  as  to  group 
in  six  distinct  chapters  all  that  regards  the  matter,  the  whole  in  con- 
formity with  the  French  method  of  presenting  statistics  and  the  rela- 
tive divisions  of  our  schools  :  primary,  secondary,  superior,  and  special. 

The  following  tables  are  a  new  feature  in  the  "Educational  Statis- 
tisc." 

a)  Value  and  expenses  of  independent  and  subsidized  schools  ; 
h)  Technical  schools  ; 

c)  Schools  for  Higher  Commercial  studies  ; 

d)  Agricultural   schools  ; 

e)  Dairy  school  of  St-Hyacinthe  ; 

/)  Schobl  gardens  and  domestic  science  schools  ; 
g)  Dress  cutting  and  sewing  schools  ; 

h)  Average  cost  of  teaching  per  pupil  per  year  in  the  Pro\dnce, 
since  1900. 

There  is  a  clerk  whose  duty  is  to  look  after  the  correspondence 
relating  to  educational  statistics,  either  to  hasten  the  return  of  the 
reports  that  have  been  delayed,  or  to  ask  for  explanations  or  to  correct 
errors.  No  inspectors'  bulletin  or  report  is  changed  unless  the  one 
who  signs  the  document  authorizes  him  to  do  so  by  letter.  These 
documents  are  then  revised  by  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  transmitted 
to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  to  be  signed. 

6. — Result  expected  from  the  new  legislation  respecting  educational  statistics. 

The  anomaHes  that  have  been  already  noted  regarding  educational 
statistics  have  three  principal  causes  : 

a)  The  difference  in  date  between  the  taking  of  the  census  of  chil- 
dren of  school  age  and  the  enrolment  of  the  pupils  in  the  schools  ; 

6)  The  publication  of  school  statistics  which  are  rather  incomplete  as 
far  as  the  schools  under  the  control  of  commissioners  or  trustees  are 
concerned,  seeing  that  the  school  inspectors  supply  statistics  only  for 
the  period  preceding  their  second  annual  visit  ; 
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c)  The  different  interpretation  given  by  the  secretaries  and  school 
teachers  as  regards  age  categories,  that  is,  what  should  be  understood 
by  pupils  or  children  from  5  to  7  years,  from  7  to  14  years,  from  14  to 
16  years  and  from  16  to  18  years. 

It  is  proposed  to  obviate  these  drawbacks  and  to  supply  these 
deficiencies  in  the  future  in  the  following  way  : 

a)  Hitherto,  the  secretaries  were  obliged  to  take  an  annual  school 
census  during  the  month  of  September,  w^hilst  the  statistics  of  school 
attendance  were  onlj^  given  by  the  school  inspector  from  the  begin- 
ning of  the  month  of  January  following  until  the  end  of  June.  If  we 
suppose  the  case  of  a  municipality  where  the  census  had  been  taken 
in  September  and  the  statistics  of  enrolment  made  out  in  the  following 
June,  a  comparison  between  the  census  and  the  enrolment  figures,  will 
show  a  far  larger  number  in  the  latter  case,  and  the  difference  is  easily 
explained.  During  the  lapse  of  time  from  September  to  June,  children 
who  were  not  of  school  age  have  become  of  age  and  have  been  enrolled 
in  the  school  register,  from  which  results  in  many  cases  in  a  larger  number 
being  enrolled  in  the  schools  than  the  secretary's  census  shows  there  are 
children  of  school  age,  that  is  from  5  to  7  years  old.  Moreover,  the  age 
categories  do  not  correspond  more  exactly  than  the  others.  The  Legis- 
lature, at  its  last  -session,  amended  the  education  Act  in  such  a  way  as 
to  oblige  all  the  secretaries  of  school  corporations  to  take  hereafter  a 
census  in  the  month  of  January  instead  of  in  the  month  of  September, 
which  would  considerably  shorten  the  time  between  the  taking  of  the 
census  and  that  when  the  enrolment  register  is  gone  over  by  the  ins- 
pector during  his  annual  visit.  And  when  the  secretary-treasurer 
would  neglect  taking  the  census  at  the  fixed  time,  the  inspector  would 
be  authorized  to  have  it  taken  at  the  expense  of  the  municipality  in 
default.  As  to  school  municipalities  in  cities  and  towns,  which  do  not 
take  any  school  census,  it  was  provided  at  the  last  session  by  a  new 
Article  (2~68a)  amending  the  Education  Act,  that  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor-in-Council  may  order  that  a  census  be  taken  of  the  children 
of  one  or  several  school  municipalities,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  the  limits 
of  a  city  or  town,  on  such  considerations  as  to  time  and  places  that  he 
may  deem  convenient. 

h)  The  statistics  published  each  year  respecting  primary  schools, 
do  not  contain  information  in  regard  to  the  whole  school  year,  but  only, 
as  said  before,  to  the  period  preceding  the  second  visit  of  the  inspector. 
It  has  been  pretended  in  certain  quarters  that  this  manner  of  presenting 
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statistics  might  seem  to  show  too  high  an  average  attendance.  This 
method  of  gathering  statistics  has  been  in  use  for  a  great  number  of 
years,  although  it  used  to  be  the  secretary-treasurers'  reports  contain- 
ing the  full  year's  statistics  that  were  compiled  in  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction.  But  as  a  great  number  of  secretaries  neglected  to 
perform  this  duty  or  did  it  badly,  it  was  decided  that  the  inspectors 
should  be  obliged  to  furnish  these  statistics,  with  the  hope  that 
by  this  means  it  would  be  possible  to  obtain  from  them  information 
that  would  cover  all  the  municipalities  under  control,  even  if  not 
for  a  whole  year.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  an  amendment 
was  proposed  to  the  Education  Act  and  adopted,  by  virtue  of  which, 
hereafter,  the  secretaries  of  school  corporations  will  be  obliged  to  send, 
during  the  first  fifteen  days  of  July,  to  the  school  inspector  of  the  dis- 
trict, a  report  showing  the  number  of  children  of  school  age  according 
to  the  census  and  the  number  enrolled  in  the  school  register  for  the 
whole  year.  Failing  the  said  report,  the  inspector  may  go  to  the  office  of 
the  secretary,  in  the  month  of  August  following  to  gather  the  school 
statistics  ;  and  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  inspectors  in  doing  so  may 
be  charged  to  the  municipality  in  default.  The  school  inspector  must, 
therefore,  check  hereafter  the  annual  reports  sent  him  by  the  secretarj^- 
treasurers  of  school  corporations  of  his  district  and  transmit  them 
to  the  Department  before  the  month  of  September  following.  These 
reports  will  be  compiled,  beginning  with  this  year  and  will  furnish 
statistics  for  the  primary  school.  Nevertheless,  the  inspector  must 
gather  the  school  statistics  during  his  second  visit,  these  will  enable 
him  to  better  check  the  statistics  supplied  by  the  secretary-treasurers 
of  school  corporations  and  may,  on  some  occasions,  supply  the  lack 
of  statistics  for  the  municipality  which  has  not  transmitted  its 
statistics  owing  to  the  negligence  of  its  secretary  or  to  some 
unavoidable  cause,  such  as  the  secretary's  death,  the  destruction  of  his 
papers  by  fire,  etc.  Thus,  starting  from  the  present  year,  the  statistics 
for  primary  schools  should  be  improved  so  as  to  enable  a  comparison 
to  be  made  between  the  census  and  the  enrolment  figures  and  also 
as  regards  the  average  school  attendance. 

(c)  In  analyzing  the  inspection  bulletins,  one  finds  very  often  a 
greater  number  of  children  enrolled  in  the  schools  than  the  secretary 
enumerated  in  the  census.  The  reason  most  often  given  by  the  ins- 
pector to  explain  this  anomaly  is  that  a  different  interpretation  is  given 
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to  the  categories  of  school  age  by  teachers  and  by  secretary-treasurers. 
Thus,  one  enters  children  of  7  years  into  the  first  caregory, whilst  the  other 
puts  them  in  the  second  and  so  on  with  other  categories.  It  was  to  re- 
medy this  double  interpretation  of  age  categories  that  special  instruc- 
tions were  added  to  the  report  forms  for  secretary-treasurers,  concerning 
the  enrolment  in  schools  and  the  inspectors'  bulletins.  The  following 
is  the  interpretation  of  age  categories  :  "children  from  5  to  7  years  are 
those  who  are  beginning  their  6th  year  until  their  7th  year  has  been 
completed  ;  children  from  7  to  14  years  are  those  who  have  begun 
their  8th  year  and  have  not  completed  their  14th  year  ;  children  from 
14  to  16  years,  are  those  who  have  begun  their  15th  year  and  have 
not  completed  their  16th  year  ;  children  from  16  to  18  years  are  those 
who  have  begun  their  17th  year  and  have  not  completed  their  18th 
year".  I  think  that  these  instructions  will  establish  a  most  desirable 
uniformity  of  interpretation. 

The  absence  of  a  school  census  in  certain  cases  and  a  school  census 
that  is  badly  taken,  in  other  cases,  prevent  the  publication  of  complete 
statistics  and  weaken  considerably  the  value  of  this  source  of  informa- 
tion. For  this  reason,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  and  the 
Bureau  of  Statistics  have  for  some  time  endeavoured,  by  all  possible 
means,  to  obtain  the  census  of  all  the  school  municipalities  of  the  Prov- 
ince, and  it  might  have  been  noticed  in  the  last  report  entitled  ''Educa- 
tional Statistics"  that  only  four  cities  had  not  furnished  the  school  census 
for  the  year  1916-17  :  they  were  the  cities  of  Montreal,  Quebec,  Sher- 
brooke,  Chicoutimi.  .  The  secretary-treasurers'  statistical  reports,  as 
well  as  the  school  inspectors'  bulletins,  for  the  last  school  year,  have  been 
attentively  compared,  and  when  the  census  given  in  these  two  documents 
is  not  the  same,  or  when  the  enrolment  of  pupils  in  the  secretary's  report 
is  less  high  than  that  given  in  the  inspector's  bulletins,  explanations  are 
asked  for,  either  from  the  secretary  or  from  the  inspector.  Inspection 
bulletins,  transmitted  since  January,  are  attentively  revised  on  their 
receipt  and  if  anything  appears  abnormal  in  the  statistics  supplied,  a 
letter  is  immediately  sent  asking  for  explanations.  The  clerk  charged 
with  this  work,  in  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  but  under  the 
direction  of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics,  has  written,  since  the  beginning  of 
last  March  only,  over  250  letters  in  this  connection. 
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These  are  the  amendments  that  have  been  made  to  the  Education  Act 
at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  and  the  results  which  I  have  ground 
to  hope  from  them  are  : 

1.  A  more  complete  and  better  census,  taken  at  a  date  that  will 
enable  a  more  accurate  comparison  to  be  made  with  the  school  enrol- 
ment register  ; 

2.  The  publication  of  the  educational  statistics  for  an  entire  year, 
which  will  better  show  the  relation  between  the  census,  the  complete 
enrolment  register  and  the  average  attendance  ; 

3.  A  more  strict  and  efficacious  supervision  of  the  statistics  furnished 
by  the  secretary-treasurers,  as  in  future,  they  will  be  checked  by  the 
school  inspectors,  who  are  generally  well  acquainted  not  only  with  the 
municipalities  but  also  wath  all  the  schools,  and  who  can,  with  the  help 
of  the  inspection  bulletins,  ascertain  the  accuracy  of  the  information 
supplied  by  the  secretary-treasurers. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  suggest  two  means  for  making  the  educa- 
tional statistics  more  accurate  in  future  : 

1.  The  numerous  complaints  of  secretary- treasurers  with  respect 
to  their  meagre  remuneration  for  the  work  they  do,  seem  to  me  justified, 
and  this  is  why  some  of  them  neglect  their  work  or  do  it  badly  and  not  in 
the  way  prescribed  by  the  Act.  I  would,  therefor,  be  glad  to  have  you 
recommend  an  amendment  to  the  Act,  in  virtue  whereof  they  would 
receive  a  special  indemnity  for  this  work. 

2.  The  school  inspectors,  being  the  principal  factors  for  obtaining 
complete  school  statistics,  I  would  be  pleased  to  see  them  convened  here 
during  the  next  holidays,  so  that  they  might  be  made  acquainted  with 
the  new  school  legislation  and  learn  the  hopes  we  found  on  them  for  get- 
ting statistics  that  will  be  as  accurate  and  as  unimpeachable  as  possible.

Abbe  Theophile  Melangon  having  sent  in  his  resignation  as  principal 
of  the  Normal  School  of  Nicolet,  it  was  moved  by  His  Lordship,  the 
Bishop  of  Nicolet,  seconded  by  Mgr  Ross,  administrator  of  the  diocese  of 
Rimouski  :  ''That  this  Committee  recommend  to  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor-in-Council,  the  appointment  of  Abbe  Georges  Courchesne,  D.D.,  of 
the  Seminary  of  Nicolet,  as  principal  of  the  Normal  School  of  Nicolet, 
to  replace  Abbe  Theophile  Melangon,  resigned,  the  appointment  to  take 
effect  July  1st,  1919. 

Mgr  Rouleau,  seconded  by  Mr.  John  Ahern,  moved  :  "That  thanks 
be  expressed  and  transmitted  to  Abbe  Melangon  for  the  important  ser- 
vices which,  as  principal  of  the  Normal  School,  he  has  rendered  to  the 
cause  of  Public  Instruction.  This  Committee  also  expresses  its  regrets 
at  his  leaving  the  Normal  School. — Carried. 

The  Chairman  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  J.-O.  Casgrain,  in  which  he 
tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Central  Board  of  Catholic 
Examiners. 
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This  resignation  was  accepted  and  it  was  moved  by  ]Mr.  Prevost, 
seconded  by  Mr.  Ahern,  and  resolved  :  "That  Mr.  Napoleon  Brisebois, 
professor  of  the  Jacques-Cartier  Normal  School,  Montreal,  be  appointed 
a  member  of  the  Central  Board  of  Catholic  Examiners  to  replace  Mr. 
J.-O.  Casgrain,  resigned." 

At  the  request  of  the  Reverend  Superior-General  of  the  Sisters  of 
the  Good  Shepherd,  Quebec,  the  Central  Bureau  of  Catholic  Examiners 
authorized  examinations  for  academy  school  diplomas  to  be  held  at  St- 
Georges,  county  of  Beauce  and  the  Committee  recommended  that  article 
80  of  its  regulations  be  amended  in  consequence. 

Hon.  Judge  Martineau  finished  reading  his  memorandum  on  ques- 
tions relating  to  education. 

After  a  discussion  on  the  matter  in  which  His  Lordship 
the  Bishop  of  Valleyfield,  Mgr  F.-X.  Ross,  Mr.  Jules  Edouard  Pre- 
vost, Mr.  John  Ahern,  Mr.  H.-A.  Fortier,  Hon.  Mr.  Chapais  and  Hon. 
Judge  Mercier  took  part,  it  was  unanimouvsly  resolved,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Jules-Edouard  Prevost,  seconded  by  Hon.  Mr.  Chapais  :  "  That  a  sub- 
committee be  appointed  to  consider  the  memorandum  submitted  by  the 
Hon.  Judge  Martineau  respecting  various  matters  regarding  the  progress 
of  public  instruction  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  and  which  are  within  the 
competence  of  this  Committee,  to  study  the  memorandum  and  to  report 
on  its  findings  at  each  sitting  of  this  Committee,  and  that  this  sub-com- 
mittee be  composed  of  His  Grace,  the  Archbishop  of  Montreal,  His  Lord- 
ship the  Bishop  of  Valleyfield,  His  Lordship,  the  Bishop  of  Mount  Lau- 
rier,  Hon.  Judge  Martineau,  Mgr  F.-X.  Ross,  Abbe  Desrosiers  and  Mr. 
H.-A.  Fortier.  " 

The  sub-committee  charged  with  the  revision  of  the  course  of  study 
submitted  the  following  report  : 

"  Your  sub-committee  has  the  honour  to  report  that  it  met  on  the 
13th  of  February  last,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Hon.  Mr.  Delage.

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The  proposed  course  of  study  submitted  to  the  Cathohc  Committee

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PROTESTANT  COMMITTEE 

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION,  QUEBEC. 

May  17th,  1918. 

On  which  day  was  held  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Com* 
mitten  of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction.

D.  ;  Robert  Bickerdike, 
Esq.,  ;  Dr.  W.  L.  Shurtleff,  K.C.  ;  Prof.  Sinclair  Laird,  M.  A.,  B.  Phil. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

Mr.  Fisher,  on  behalf  of  the  sub-committtee  on  course  of  study  and 
text-books  made  a  report  which  was  approved,  of  which  the  following 
is  a  summary  : — 

''Your  sub-committee  beg^  to  report  that  the  replies  of  p^ublishers 
to  the  circular  letter  aski'nfg  for  prices  at  which  their  books  could  be  sup- 
plied to  the  book  bureau  for  the  next  quadrennium  were  of  such  a  cha- 
racter as  to  make  unadvisable  the  revision  of  text-books  this  year.  Owing 
to  trade  condjitions  which  prevail  this  year  because  of  the  war,  publishers 
are  unable  to  give  definite  guarantee  so  far  ahead,  except  at  high  prices. 
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"This  decision  seemed  the  more  desirable  also  in  view  of  a  report  recei- 
ved from  the  executive  committee  of  the  Teachers'  Association  to  the 
effect  that  with  further  time  allowed  for  conference  it  was  probable  that 
the  authorization  of  dififerent  text-books  for  Montreal  and  the  rest  of  the 
Province  might  be  avoided. 

"Postponement  of  text-book  revision  necessarily  involved  post- 
ponement of  action  with  regard  to  the  establishment  of  the  book  bureau, 
Moreover,  recent  correspondence  from  the  Messrs.  Dent  &  Sons  having 
indicated  that  the  principle  of  exclusive  contracts  for  the  agency  of  the 
various  books  is  regarded  by  them  as  a  sine  qua  non  for  the  establishment 
of  a  bureau,  it  was  impossible  for  the  Committee  to  undertake  the  pro- 
posal upon  that  condition  Nevertheless  the  Committee  has  asked  that 
the  Messrs.  Dent  be  informed  that  the  selection  of  text  books  has  been 
postponed  for  a  year,  that  the  Committee  still  desires  to  have  a  bureau 
and  will  continue  the  negotiations." 

The  sub-committee  further  reported  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
recommendations  made  by  the  ex'ecutive  committee  of  the  T*eachers' 
Association  in  regard  to  the  course  of  study.  After  discussion  these 
recommendations  were  adopted  and  it  w^as  resolved  that  they  be  incor- 
porated in  the  next  course  of  study  and  Memoranda  of  Instructions  to 
Teachers,  to  g^o  into  e^ect  on  the  1st  of  September  next. 

The  ]\Iacmillan  Company  of  Canada  having  reported  that  they 
could  not  guarantee  the  importation  of  Hall  &  Knight's  Algebra,  it  wale 
recommended  that  the  Nova  Scotia  Algebra  be  authorized  for  one  year 
for  the  use  of  pupils  who  do  not  possess,  or  who  cannot  obtain.  Hall  & 
Knight's. 

The  sub-committee  reported  also  that  owing  to  the  small  attendance 
at  the  summer  course  in  Nature  Study  and  Elementary  Agriculture  last 
year,  due  possibly  to  war  conditions,  and  to  the  prospect  of  only  a  small 
attendance  this  yea^,  Principal  Harrison  had  advised  that  no  course  be 
provided  this  summer  at  Macdonald  College.  For  similar  reasons  the 
sub-committee  recommended  that  the  summer  school  in  French  be  sus- 
pended this  year. 

The  suggestions  were  both  adopted. 

The  sub-committee  further  recommended  that  every  student  in 
grade  XI  who,  before  the  present  date  and  since  the  15th  of  March,  1918, 
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had  left  school  tcr  engage  in  farm  work  or  to  enlist,  be  granted  a  special 
school  leaving  certificate  on  the  recommendation  of  the  principal  of  the 
school. 

This  recommendation  was  adopted. 

Mr.  McBurnej"  reported  on  behalf  of  the  poor  municipality  fitnd* 
and  recommended  grants  for  Cantley,  Edmonds,  Ste.  Pudentienne  Vil- 
lage, St0.  Louise,  and  Labrador. 

The  recommendation  was  approved,  and  the  Secretary  was  asked 
to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure  the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  as  required  by  law. 

On  behalf  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  distribution  of  the  superior 
education  fund  Dr.  Love  made  an  interim  report. 

Owing  to  the  recent  bereavement  of  Inspector  Parker  it  had  been 
impossible  to  secure  his  attendance  at  a  meeting  of  the  sub-committee 
with  necessary  information  regarding  the  working  of  the  present  scheme. 
No  inconvenience,  however,  would  be  caused  by  delaying  the  report, 
inasmuch  as  the  distribution  next  September  must  be  somewhat  made 
without  much  regard  to  any  permanent  scheme  because  of  the  fact  that 
so  many  pupils  ^ill  be  absent  from  the  examinations  to  take  up  farm 
work  under  the  Soldiers  of  the  Soil  Movement. 

On  the  suggestion  of  Sir  William  Peterson  the  Secretary  was  ins- 
tructed to  assure  Inspector  Parker  that  he  had  the  deep  sympathy  of  the 
members  of  the  Protestant  Committee  in  the  blow  that  has  fallen  upon 
him  through  the  death  of  his  wife,  coming  so  soon  after  that  of  bis  gallant  ■ 
son  at  the  front. 

Mr.  Bullock  reported  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation 
that  the  resolutions  of  the  ProvincialAssociation  of  School  Boards,  which 
were  remitted  to  it  at  the  last  meeting,  had  been  considered.     The  sub- 
committee recommended  that  the  following  resolution  be  approved  on 
principle,  although  it  was  of  opinion  that  the  proposed  article  could  be 
re-written  so  as  more  clearly  to  correct  the  conditions  complained  of, 
and  with  that  end  in  view  it  recommended  that  the  law-officers  of  the 
Crown  be  asked  to  redraft  this  article,  which  now  reads  : — ''That  article 
5725  R.S.Q.,  1909,  be  embodied  in  the  Education  Act  to  read  as  follows  : 
"The  Commissioners'  or  Trustees  may,  by  resolution,  whenever  they 
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think  fit,  authorize  the  secretary-treasurer  or  any  other  officer  to  add  to 
the  amount  of  any  taxes  to  be  levied  on  taxable  property  in  the  munici- 
pality^ a  ^um  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent  to  cover  losses  and  bad  debts." 

The  sub-committee  recommended  the  apjJroval  of  the  following 
resolution  :— ''That  section  2668B,  R.S.Q.,  1909,  be  struck  out  and  the 
following  substituted  as  2668B  :■ — "The  nomination  of  candidates  shall 
be  held  on  the  twentieth  day  of  June  in  each  year  from  noon  to  two 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  If  such  day  be  a  holiday  the  nomination  shall 
take  place  on  the  first  juridical  day  thereafter  between  the  same  hours. 
The  voting  if  it  be  required  shall  take  place  on  the  date  mentioned  in 
article  2644." 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  regulations  of  the  Protestant  Committee 
requii-e  that  the  Union  Jack  dispayed  in  every  Protestant  school  be  flown 
on  suitable  occasions,  the  sub-committee  did  not  recommend  that  legis- 
lation be  sought  in  accordance  with  the  following  resolution  : — "That 
all  municipalities  and  schools  receiving  grants  and  coming  under  the 
Counfcil  of  Public  Instruction  be  required  by  law  to  float  the  Union  Jack 
over  their  buildings  whilst  their  schools  are  in  session." 

Until  the  permanency  of  the  organ:i^,ation  is  assured,  it  was  not 
advised  that  action  be  taken  upon  the  following  resolution  : — "That 
this  Association  petition  the  Protestant  Com.mittee  that  a  representa- 
tive of  this  Association  be  appointed  to  the  aforesaid,  as  this  courtesy  is 
at  present  extended  to  the  Teachers'  Association." 

A  remit,  through  the  Association,  of  a  letter  from  the  school  board 
of  Outremont  asking  that  legislation  be  sought  in  order  to  make  tenants 
liable  to  a  tax  for  education  purposes  was  considered. 

Although  sympathy  was  felt  with  Outremont  in  the  situation  in 
regard  to  taxes,  it  was  not  considered  that  their  proposal  was  a  practical 
means  of  removing  their  difficulties.  After  discussion  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  sub-committee  were  adopted. 

Two  further  recommendations  which  had  not  been  dealt  with  by  the 
sub-committee  on  legislation,  being  matters  for  ordinary  legislation 
instead,  were  discussed. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  inform  the  Association  that  amend- 
ments had  been  made  in  the  regulations  which  will  provide  that  sub- 
urban schools  may  follow  courses  of  study,  with  the  approval  of  the 
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Committee,  and  will  thus  be  able  as  recommended  by  the  Association 
to  have  a  uniform  course  for  city  and  suburban  schools,  and  further  that 
the  next  revision  of  text-books  will  be  made  in  accordance  with  this 
demand. 

A  recommendation  from  Longueuil,  remitted  by  the  Association, 
asking  that  certain  schools  be  accredited  so  as  to  reduce  the  number  of 
examinations,  was  discussed  and  referred  to  a  sub-committee  to  study 
the  whole  question  of  the  character  and  extent  of  examinations  in  the 
Protestant  schools  of  this  Province.  The  sub-committee  consists  of 
Mrs.  Irwin,  Dr.  Rexford,  Professor  Laird,  Mr.  McBurney,  and  Professor 
Dale,  Convener. 

A  petition  from  C.  A.  Jackson,  Esq..  and  others,  was  read  in  which 
it  was  asked  that  for  this  year  only,  permission  be  given  to  each  school  to 
read  the  examination  papers  written  by  their  respective  pupils  upon  ques- 
tions prepared  by  the  Department,  this  to  apply  to  all  grades  up  to,  and 
including,  grade  X. 

Inasmuch  as  all  the  ordinary  board  of  examiners  was  eng'aged  at 
the  last  meeting,  and  all  the  usual  arrangements  for  the  examinations 
are  proceeding,  it  was  resolved  to  make  no  departure  this  year  from  the 
usual  custom,  but  to  consider  the  question  later  regarding  its  applicabi- 
lity in  whole,  or  in  part,  to  future  examinations. 

A  reference  from  the  Protestant  Board  of  School  Commissioners  of 
Quebec  was  discussed.  The  point  of  the  reference  was  that  a  high  school 
pupil  of  Ontario  came  to  this  Province,  remained  in  the  high  school  of 
Quebec  over  two  years,  and  returned  to  Ontario  on  ascertaining  that 
no  certificate  received  in  this  Province  could  secure  more  than  the  right 
to  qualify  for  a  third  class  Ontario  certificate.  She  is  now  obliged  to  take 
the  same  examination  that  she  would  have  had  to  take  two  years  ago, 
had  she  remained  in  Ontario.  The  suggestion  in  the  reference  was  not 
accepted  by  the  Committee  which  can  neither  ask  educational  authori- 
ties of  Ontario  to  suit  their  high  school  course  of  study  to  ours,  nor  con- 
sider the  question  of  adopting  theirs  in  this  Province. 

A  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Canada  Registration  Board  with 
attached  orders-in-council  and  regulations  was  submitted  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Committee.

Professor  Dale  reported  that  he  knew  of  a  man  who  was  well  qua- 
lified to  act  as  Supervisor  of  French  and  whose  services  could  probably 
now  be  obtained.  The  Secretary  added  that  the  legislative  appropria- 
tion for  the  encouragement  of  the  teaching  of  French  was  not  sufficient 
to  provide  a  salary  for  such  an  officer  next  year.  After  discussion,  a  sub- 
comirdttee,  consisting  of  Mr.  Fisher  and  Mr.  Bullock,  was  appointed  to 
interview  the  Government  to  see  whether  provision  can  be  made  for  the 
salary  of  such  an  officer. 

Professor  Dale  was  asked  to  secure  additional  information  in  regard 
to  the  qualifications  and  record  of  the  teacher  in  question. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  he  had  asked  for  information  from  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  in  regard  to  the  present  enrolment  of  pupils 
for  farm  work.  He  was  informed  that  the  lists  are  not  yet  complete  and 
that  the  enrolment  promises  to  he  satisfactory. 

The  Secretary  then  submitted  proposed  amendments  to  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Protestant  Committee  which  were  considered  and  adopted. 
He  was  asked  to  have  the  amendments  incorporated  in  a  new  edition,  to 
submit  them  to  the  members,  and  thereafter  to  secure  the  approval  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  as  required  by  law. 

There  being  no  more  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  unto  Friday' 
the  27th  of  September  next,  unless  called  earlier  by  order  of  the  Chair- 
man.

In  the  absence  of  the  Chairman  the  Rev.  Dr.  Rexford  presided  at 
the  unanimous  request  of  the  meeting. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  report  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  distribution  of  the  superior 
education  grants  was  read  by  Dr.  Love  as  follows  : 

''We  desire  in  the  first  place  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  amount  at  your  disposal  this  year  is  smaller  than  that  of  last  year. 
This  is  due  to  a  decrease  in  the  amount  derived  from  the  Marriage  Li- 
cense Fees.  Last  year  the  sum  derived  from  this  source  amounted  to 
$12,038.25.  This  year  it  is  $11,281.51,  a  decrease  in  the  revenue  of 
$756.74.  After  deducting  the  fixed  charges  the  sum  available  for  dis- 
tribution amounts  to  $27,281.95.  The  basal  grants  to  Academies  and 
Model  Schools  have  been  made  in  accordance  with  the  regulation* — 
Academies,  $300.,  Model  Schools,  $150. 

'Tn  awarding  the  bonuses  we  carefully  considered  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  of  the  Provincial  Teacher's  Association.  The 
general  concensus  of  opinion  is  in  favor  of  retaining  the  bonus  system 
with  certain  modifications  in  the  method  of  distribution. 

"Heretofore,  the  difference  between  the  sum  awarded  the  best  school 
as  a  bonus  for  efficiency  and  the  sum  awarded  the  poorest  schools  was 
altogether  too  small.  For  example,  last  year  the  best  Academies  received 
a  bonus  of  $170.,  the  poorest  Academies  received  $120.,  a  difference  of 
$50.  between  the  highest  and  the  lowest. 

"We  have  endeavored  to  provide  a  more  equitable  method  of  dis- 
tribution, to  wit  : — ^Superior  SchoolExaminations.  Basis  upon  which 
the  bonuses  have  been  distributed. 
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Academies. — General  Percentage  less  than  60%,  no  bonus. 

60to65% S  40. 

65to70% 65. 

70to75% 90. 

75to80% 140. 

80to85% 190. 

Over85% 240. 

Model  Schools.- — ^General  Percentage  less  than  60%,  no  bonus. 

60to65% S  25. 

66to70% 40. 

70  to  75% 65. 

75to80%, 90. 

We  would  again  urge  upon  the  Committee  the  necessity  of  obtaining 
from  some  source  a  larger  grant  for  Superior  Education.  Our  Superior 
Schools  are  increasing  rapidly.  The  cost  of  living  is  increasing.  Higher 
salaries  must  be  paid  in  order  to  induce  persons  to  enter  the  teaching 
profession.  If  we  wish  to  keep  up  the  standard  of  our  secondary  schools, 
we  must  have  a  larger  sum  of  money  at  our  disposal.  All  of  which  is

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After  discussion,  this  list  was  amended  and  adopted  in  the  form  in 
which  it  appears  above.     The  report  as  a  whole  was  also  adopted. 

Dr.  Rowat  asked  that  his  formal  dissent  to  thie  methods  of  distri- 
bution of  these  funds  be  recorded. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  secure 
the  approval  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  as  required  by 
law,  to  the  distribution  just  recommended. 

It  was  resolved  that  Chateauguay  Basin  and  Greenfield  Park  be 
dropped  from  the  list  of  model  schools,  and  that  Clarenceville  and  Hem- 
mingford  be  notified  that,  unless  they  pro\'ide  better  school  buildings 
within  a  reasonable  delay,  they  shall  no  longer  be  retained  on  the  model 
school  list. 

It  was  decided  that  hereafter  schools  seeking  a  higher  rank  should 
be  placed  in  a  separate  list  until  their  applications  are  considered  by 
the  Committee. 

Mr.  Fisher  reported  progress  for  the  sub-committee  on  course  of 
study,  dealing  with  the  proposals  for  a  book-bureau,  the  authorization 
of  books,  the  course  of  studj^  and  the  June  examinations. 

On  motion  of  Messrs.  Fisher  and  McBurney  the  report  was 
adopted. 

It  was  moved  by  Dr.  Shurtleff,  seconded  bj^  Mr.  Bickerdike  and 
resolved,  that  the  sub-committee  take  steps  to  secure  the  legislation 
necessary  to  empower  the  Committee  to  establish  a  text-book  bureau. 

Dean  Laird,  seconded  by  Professor  Kneeland,  moved  that  in  regu- 
lation 26,  section  (b),  Latin  be  removed  from  the  list  of  compulsory  sub- 
jects for  the  school  leaving  examinations  in  the  case  of  candidates  who 
intend  to  enter  the  model  school  class. 

It  was  moved  in  amendment  by  Mr.  McBurney  and  Sir  Herbert 
Ames  that  a  sub-committee  be  named  by  the  Chairman  to  study  the 
whole  question  of  the  admission  requirements  to  the  School  for  Teachers, 
and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Committee. 

The  amendment  was  carried  on  di\^sion.  The  Chairman  then 
named  the  sub-committee  as  follows  :■ — 

Mr.  Fisher,  convener  ;  Professor  Dale,  Dean  Laird,  Airs.  Ir^vin,  Dr. 
Shurtleff,  Air.  AIcBurney,  in  conference  with  the  Secretary. 

Dr.  Rexford's  name  was  added  by  order  of  the  Committee. 

Dean  Laird  reported  that  some  of  the  candidates  for  admission  to  the 
School  for  Teachers  this  year  had  failed  in  their  supplementary  exami- 
nations, but  not  seriously,  and  that,  in  some  instances,  there  was  every 
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reasonable  indication  that  the  pupils  in  question  would  make  good  teach- 
ers. 

After  discussion,  it  was  resolved  on  motion  of  ^Mr.  Fisher  and  Mr. 
iMcBurney  that  the  Central  Board  of  Examiners,  or  a  sub-committee 
thereof,  be  requested  to  deal  with  these  cases  at  its  discretion. 

The  Secretary  submitted  a  letter  from  !Mr.  Howard  !Murray  in  which 
the  following  points  were  suggested  for  discussion  at  a  future  meeting  : — 
"That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  time  for  the  consideration  by  the  whole 
Committee  of  the  subject  of  compulsory  school  attendance,  ha\dng  in 
view  conclusions  being  reached  upon  the  following  points  involved  in  the 
problems,  namely  : 

(a)  Upon  the  assumption  that  considerable  time  will  elapse  before 
any  general  action  can  be  expected  from  the  Roman  Catholic  Committee 
of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  is  it  expedient  that  the  Protestant 
Committee  should  petition  the  Government  for  legislation  embodying 
compulsory  school  attendance  applicable  only  to  the  schools  in  the  Prov- 
ince under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction. 

(b)  In  such  event  what  scheme  of  financial  support  should  be 
recommended  as  applying  to  (1)  the  cities  of  ^Montreal,  Quebec,  Sher- 
brooke,  and  other  urban  centres  ;  (2)  rural  communities. 

(c)  The  additional  teachers  required,  should  attendance  at  school 
be  obligator}'  up  to  the  age  of  14  or  15,  or  in  the  event  of  continuation 
schools  being  provided  for  children  up  to  the  age  of  16. 

(d)  The  feasibility  of  such  enforcement  of  compulsory  school  atten- 
dance if  applicable  to  Protestant  children  only. 

The  matter  is  of  such  importance  that  a  short  period  of  time  taken 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  does  not  permit  sufficient  dis- 
cussion to  enable  any  definite  conclusions  to  be  reached.  The  Com- 
mittee should  therefore  decide  whether  it  wishes  a  date  set  for  a  wide 
discussion  of  the  subject." 

It  was  resolved  that  time  be  given  for  a  full  discussion  of  this  sub- 
ject at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

The  Secretary  laid  on  the  table,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Com- 
mittee, a  memorandum  concerning  school  attendance  in  this  Province, 
which  had  been  prepared  by  a  Committee  of  Quebec  citizens,  of  which 
the  Rev.  A.  R.  Kelly  was  the  convener. 

Mrs.  Irwin,  as  representative  of  the  Teachers'  Association,  invited 
the  members  of  the  Committee  to  attend  the  annual  convention  of  this 
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Association,  which  is  to  be  held  in  Montreal,  and  especially  the  meeting 
on  October  18th,  when  the  question  of  school  attendance  is  to  be  dis- 
cussed. 

Sir  Herbert  Ames,  representing  the  ^Minister  of  Finance  of  Canada, 
explained  very  fully  a  scheme  which  the  Government  of  Canada  was 
maturing  for  the  purpose  of  issuing  thrift  stamps  in  order  to  give 
people  of  small  means  an  opportunity  of  making  an  investment  in  the 
funds  which  must  be  raised  for  the  conduct  of  the  war,  and  especially 
to  cultivate  in  the  young  habits  of  thrift. 

Sir  Herbert  submitted  a  brochure  which  had  been  prepared  for  cir- 
culation in  all  the  schools  of  the  Dominion,  and  sought  the  concurrence 
of  the  Committee  in  the  efforts  of  the  Government  of  Canada  to  reach 
all  the  school  children. 

It  was  moved  by  Professor  Dale,  seconded  by  Bishop  Williams  and 
resolved,  that  the  general  idea  set  forth  by  Sir  Herbert  Ames  is  hereby 
heartily  approved,  and  that  the  manuscript  of  the  brochure  be  submitted 
to  the  text  book  committee  for  examination,  and  for  such  action  as  the 
Committee  may  see  fit  to  take  before  the  next  meeting  and,  further,  that 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  be  requested  to  support  the  idea 
by  the  issue  of  a  circular  letter  to  all  the  schools  from  the  Department. 

Professor  Dale  reported  that  a  Supervisor  of  French,  with  whom 
he  had  had  correspondence,  would  probably  be  available  for  next  year. 
Mr.  Fisher  and  !Mr.  Bullock  were  requested  to  see  whether  provision 
can  be  made  by  the  Government  for  the  necessary  expenses  incident  to 
the  appointment  of  such  an  officer. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  on 
Friday,  the  29th  of  November  next,  unless  called  earlier  by  order  of  the 
Chairman.

The  Secretary  had  been  asked  by  the  Superintendent  to  say  that 
it  was  impossible  for  him  to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  to-day, 
and  that  he  thought  it  was  perhaps  best  to  follow  the  example  of  his 
predecessors  in  office,  and  to  be  present  at  the  meetings  of  the  Protes- 
tant Committee  only  when  questions  of  general  importance  arise,  or 
when  there  is  reason  for  supposing  that  he  can  be  of  special  service  in  the 
deliberations   of   the   meeting. 

It  was  uanimoasly  resolved  that  the  Superintendent  be  informed 
that  although  the  Committee  is  aware  of  the  many  demands  that  are 
made  upon  his  time,  it  would  always  welcome  him  for  the  whole,  or  the 
part,  of  any  session  which  he  may  be  able  to  attend,  feeling  sure  that 
the  Superintendent  could  thus  be  a  usefal  link  between  the  two  commit- 
tees which,  although  working  under  different  regulations,  have  the  same 
public  interest  in  view. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  recommendations  of  the  school  commissioners  of  Coteau  St. 
Pierre  regarding  the  changes  in  the  course  of  study  were  read,  and  al- 
though a  part    of    them    had    already    received    the    attention  of  the 
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sub-committee  on  the  course  of  study,  they  were  all  referred  to  that  sub- 
committee for  consideration  before  the  issue  of  the  next  curriculum. 

A  short  discussion  of  Mr.  Howard  Murray's  suggestions,  as  they 
appear  in  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  was  had.  However,  as  Mr. 
Murray  who  is  now  in  England  undoubtedly  desires  to  elaborate  his  sug- 
gestions it  was  resolved  to  postpone  further  discussion  until  a  meeting  is 
held  at  which  Mr.  Murray  can  be  present. 

A  letter  from  Mrs.  Edith  Kneeland  Quigley,  of  Alberta,  alleging 
that  the  model  school  diploma's  received  from  McGill  Normal  School  and 
from  the  School'for  Teachers  are  not  ranked  in  Alberta  at  their  just  rela- 
tive value,  and  asking  that  some  action  be  taken  in  the  matter  by  the 
Protestant  Committee,  was  read. 

As  the  Committee  was  not  in  possession  of  facts  that  would  justify 
Mrs.  Quigley's  statement,  the  Secretary  was  asked  to  get  information 
from  the  Department  of  Education  of  Alberta  and  to  report  at  a  later 
meeting. 

The  Secretary  then  read  a  letter  from  L.  G.  Cluxton,  Esq.,  asking 
that  the  educational  authorities  of  the-United  States  be  approached  in 
regard  to  the  introduction  in  their  school  text  books  of  more  references 
to  Canada.  The  Secretary  read  a  reply  he  had  made  in  which  he  pointed 
out  the  unsuitability  of  any  such  action  as  was  suggested  unless  it  was 
taken  by  United  States  rather  than  by  British  subjects.  This  reply 
received  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  and  no  further  action  was 
deemed  necessary. 

A  letter  from  Mr.  Albert  P.  Nicholas,  of  Hull,  addressed  to  Sir  Wil- 
liam Peterson  and  referred  by  him  to  the  Committee,  was  considered. 
Mr.  Nicholas  asked  in  effect  that  the  school  board  of  Hull  be  informed 
that  they  should  vary  the  terms  of  their  contract  with  him  by  paying 
S150.  in  excess  of  the  yearly  salary  stipulated. 

The  Committee  considered  Mr.  Nicholas'  position  entirely  unte- 
nable, and  approved  of  the  replies  which  he  had  received  from  the 
Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  several  letters  written  to  that  De- 
partment upon  the  same  subject. 

Detailed  reports  were  submitted  from  McGill  and  Bishop's  in  regard 
to  the  conduct  of  their  schools  for  higher  commercial  studies.  After 
consideration  it  was  resolved  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Fisher  and  Dr.  Love 
that  it  be  a  recommendation  to  the  Government  to  divide  the  legislative 
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appropriation  for  higher  commercial  studies  between  these  two  institu- 
tions as  before,  namely,  $7,000.  to  IMcGill,  and  $1,000.  to  Bishop's. 

A  protest  from  the  Municipal  Chapter  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  Empire  of  Quebec,  against  the  prevalence  of  German 
references  in  the  Royal  Crown  Readers,  and  the  absence  of  selections 
setting  forth  British  ideals,  was  read,  together  with  the  reply  already 
made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Department. 

The  Committee,  considered  no  further  action  necessary. 

It  was  announced  that  the  Super\dsor  of  French,  who  was  mentioned 
at  the  last  meeting  by  Professor  Dale,  had  made  a  permanent  engage- 
ment elsewhere.  During  the  discussion  which  showed  the  pressing 
need  of  a  report  in  regard  to  the  exact  results  of  the  Committee's  efforts 
to  improve  the  teaching  of  French  in  our  superior  schools,  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  offered  to  release'  an  officer  of  his  Department  who 
was  a  qualified  French  Specialist  to  make  an  inspection  and  report  for 
this  year  only.  The  Committee  accepted  the  suggestion,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  travelling  expenses  and  a  small  honorarium  be  paid  for 
this  purpose  from  the  sum  voted  for  the  improvement  of  French  in  En- 
glish schools. 

Two  letters  were  submitted  from  the  executive  committee  of  the 
Provincial  Association  of  Protestant  Teachers. 

The  first  asked  that  certain  parts  of  the  report  of  the  committee  on 
school  attendance  be  printed  in  The  Educational  Record,  but  inasmuch 
as  this  journal  is  printed  entirely  at  the  expense  of  the  Government  the 
Committee  did  not  deem  it  advisable  to  give  the  direction  asked  for, 
but  referred  the  request  to  the  Managing  Editor  for  his  attention. 

The  second  asked  that  the  Protestant  Committee  be  urged  to  take 
all  possible  measures  to  follow  the  movement  in  Canada  for  standardized 
school  statistics  and  for  a  definition  of  the  terms  used  in  the  different 
educational  reports.  The  Committee  recognized  the  convenience  that 
would  result  from  the  compilation  of  school  statistics  of  the  various 
Provinces  upon  exactly  the  same  basis,  and  recommended  that  the 
statistical  branches  of  the  various  Governments  should  consider  the 
question. 

It  was  therefore  moved  by  Mr.  McBurney,  seconded  bj^  Professor 
Kneeland  and  resolved  that  the  Committee  recommends  that  pending 
the  securing  of  a  uniform  basis  for  statistics  there  be  obtained  annually 
from  the  public  schools  of  the  Province  a  report,   signed  by  the  teacher 
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and  transmitted  to  the  Department  by  the  Inspector,  similar  to  that 
now  giving  school  attendance  in  the  Protestant  Superior  Schools. 
This  report  should  give  the  number  of  days  each  school  was  in  operation, 
the  names,  ages,  and  part  of  days  of  attendance  of  each  pupil,  with 
averages. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  secure  from  the  various  Provinces 
samples  of  the  school  registers  in  use  there,  for  comparison  with  our 
own  registers. 

The  question  of  teachers'  salaries  having  arisen  incidentally,  it 
was  resolved  that  the  Government  be  requested  to  increase  the  minimum 
in  each  of  the  four  items  of  the  appropriations  generally  known  as  mini- 
mum salary  grants.  It  was  agreed  that  these  grants  had  stimulated 
the  payment  of  better  salaries  in  the  rural  parts,  but  it  was  believed 
that  the  minimums  are  now  so  small  that  the  grants  no  longer  offer 
the  stimulus  for  improvement  which  they  did  at  first,  and  that  the 
praiseworthy  intentions  of  the  Government  cannot  be  realized  without 
an  increase  from  time  to  time  of  the  minimums  just  mentioned. 

The  Course  of  Study  sub-committee  reported  progress  with  regard 
to  text  books,  and  submitted  the  following  report  on  Religious  Instruc- 
tion, which  w^as  adopted  : — 

1.  A  new  course  of  study  for  all  the  grades  is  necessary.  This 
new  course  must  be  graded  in  accordance  with  the  age  and  grade  of 
the  pupils.  While  it  is  essential  that  there  should  be  continuity  of  aim 
and  purpose  and  also  continuity  of  subject  matter  in  so  far  as  it 
appeals  to  the  different  ages  of  the  children,  yet  it  is  not  necessary 
that  the  course  should  keep  historical  continuity  from  Grade  I  to  XI. 

2.  For  the  convenience  more  particularly  of  ungraded  schools, 
should  be  at  least  three  main  divisions  of  the  Scripture  course 
of  study.  These  three  divisions  may  be  made  into  primary,  interme- 
diate, and  senior,  (or  primary,  main  school,  and  secondary).  In  rural 
schools  there  would  probably  be  only  the  first  two  divisions,  and  there- 
fore the  rural  teacher  could  group  the  children  for  the  purpose  of  religious 
instruction  into  two  main  divisions  with  similar  problems  and  similar 
lessons. 

3.  In  each  of  these  three  main  di\isions,  the  lesson  selected  for 
religious  instruction  should  be  based  upon  the  interests,  needs  and 
capacities  of  the  children  according  to  their  stage  of  development  in 
each  section. 
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4.  While  the  teacher  should  bear  in  mind  the  importance  of  giving 
information  as  a  means  of  moral  and  religious  development,  yet  the 
main  object  of  religious  instruction  is  to  stimulate  in  the  pupils'  lives 
those  moral  and  religious  ideals  which  each  section  is  capable  of,  with 
a  view  to  qualifying  them  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  their  duties  as 
Christian  citizens. 

5.  A  careful  study  should  be  made  of  the  physical,  mental,  moral 
and  religious  characteristics  of  each  division.  A  carefully  prepared 
programme  should  indicate  to  the  teacher  just  what  points  she  should 
aim  at  in  developing  the  character  of  pupils  in  each  section. 

6.  For  this  purpose,  a  very  careful  selection  of  material  from  the 
Scriptures,  and  also  from  nature,  history  and  literature,  should  be  madfe 
with  a  special  reference  to  each  section,  so  that  the  teacher  may  be 
guided  in  regard  to  her  scripture  material  for  the  development  of  cha- 
racter in  the  life  of  each  child. 

7.  There  should  only  be  a  limited  amount  of  memory  work  pres- 
cribed for  each  grade  of  division  of  this  course.  For  memory  work, 
continuous  passages  should   be   selected,   rather   than  isolated   texts. 

8.  If  this  work  is  carefully  prepared,  and  if  the  inspectors  are 
properly  instructed  to  report  on  the  operation  of  this  suggested  course, 
then  the  wisdom  of  examinations  in  religious  instruction  should  be 
reconsidered.  The  committee  believes  that,  if  the  course  they  suggest 
is  authorized,  and  if  the  inspectors  examine  the  work  and  report  definitely 
in  connection  therewith,  an  examination  will  not  be  necessary  at  all 
in  any  of  the  grades. 

9.  If  the  principle  is  followed,  the  committee  would  ask  pyermdssion 
to  extend  such  a  scheme  throughout  the  entire  school  course  up  to 
and  including  Grade  XI.  It  is  not  prepared,  however,  to  suggest 
such  a  procedure  if  an  examination  is  to  be  required  for  the  academy 
grades. 

10.  The  sub-committee  would  ask  approval  of  the  above  general 
principles.  If  this  approval  is  granted,  the  committee  would  proceed 
to  draw  up  a  detailed  course  of  study  in  accordance  with  its  suggestions. 

The  Course  of  Study  sub-committee  also  made  the  following 
recommendations  which  were  adopted  : 

1.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  School  Leaving  examination 
Board  that  the  papers  in  all  subjects,  including  French,  be  prepared 
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from  the  course  of  study  and  the  text  books  authorized  by  the  Protestant 
Committee  for  Grade  XI. 

2.  That  owing  to  the  long  period  during  which  the  schools  were 
closed  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Health,  on  account  of  the  grippe  epide- 
mic, the  June  examinations  shall  be  modified  to  this  extent  that  while 
the  questions  be  set  on  the  whole  course  of  study,  75  or  80  per  cent  of 
the  questions  shall  constitute  a  full  paper. 

The  sub-committee  also  reported  that  the  pamphlet  on  the  War 
Savings  Stamps  which  had  been  submitted  for  consideration  at  the 
September  meeting  was  not  deemed  suitable  for  distribution  to  the 
pupils  of  the  Pro^dnce,  but  that  one  to  be  ifesued  by  the  Superintend- 
ent, in  English  and  Frehch,  was  considered  better  adapted  to  the 
purpose  of  interesting  the  pupils  in  this  important  movement. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  until  ten  o'clock,  Friday,  the  28th 
of  February  next,  unless  called  earlier  by  the  Chairman.

February,  28th  1919. 

On  which  day  was  held  a  regnalar  meeting  of  the  Protestant  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction. 

Present  :— Prof.  A.  W.  Kneeland,  :M.A.,  B.C.L.  ;  Rev.  A.  T.  Love, 
B.A.,  D.D.  ;  Gavin  J.  Walker,  Esq.  ;  the  Hon.  Sydney  Fisher,  B.A. 
Rev.  Principal  R.  A.  Parrock,  M.A.,  D.C.L.  ;  Howard  Murray,  Esq. 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Lennox  Williams,  D.D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Quebec  ;  the  Hon 
W.  G.  Mitchell,  K.C.,  M.L.A.  ;  the  Hon.  Geo.  Bryson,  M.L.C. 
Chas.  McBurney,  Esq.,  B.  A.  ;  Prof.  Sinclair  Laird,  IM.A.,  B.  Phil. 
Marcus  G.  Crombie,  Esq.  ;  Mrs.  Ehz.  A.  Irwin,  ;M,A. 

In  the  absence  of  Sir  William  Peterson,  the  Hon.  ^Ir.  Fisher  acted 
as  Chairman  at  the  request  of  the  members. 
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Apologies  for  unavoidable  absence  were  submitted  on  behalf  of  Sir 
William  Peterson  ;  the  Hon.  J,  C.  McCorkill  ;  Mr.  Bickerdlke,  and  Sir 
Herbert  Ames. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  McBurney  and  Principal  Parrock  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  convey  to  Sir  Wil- 
liam Peterson  an  expression  of  the  deep  sympathy  of  the  members  of  this 
Committee  in  his  serious  illness,  and  of  the  hope  that  his  recovery  may 
continue  until  he  shall  be  able  to  resume  his  life  of  great  usefulness  in  the 
public  service. 

Dr.  Love  read  a  report  on  behalf  of  the  sub-committee  on  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  Superior  Education  Grants.  It  was  ordered  that  copies 
be  made  for  the  use  of  the  members,  and  that  copies  of  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Provincial  Teachers'  Association  in  relation  to  the  same 
subject  be  prepared  at  the  same  time. 

The  Secretary  agreed  to  send  these  copies,  together  with  a  printed 
copy  of  the  present  scheme,  to  all  the  members  before  the  next  meeting. 

Mr.  Murray  made  a  motion  in  regard  to  compulsory  education  of 
which  notice  was  given  in  September  last.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Dean  Laird  and  carried  in  the  following  form  : — 

"That  the  Chairman  appoint  a  time  for  the  consideratioti  by  the 
whole  Committee  of  the  subject  of  compulsory  school  attendance,  having 
in  view  conclusions  being  reached  upon  the  following  points  involved  in 
the  problems,  namely. 

"(a)  Upon  the  assumption  that  considerable  time  will  elapse  before 
any  general  action  can  be  expected  from  the  Roman  Cathohc  Committee 
of  the  Council  of  Public  Instruction,  it  is  expedient  that  the  Protestant 
Committee  should  petition  the  Government  for  legislation  embodying 
compulsory  school  attendance  applicable  only  to  the  schools  in  the  Prov- 
ince under  the  control  of  the  Protestant  Committee  of  the  Council  of 
Public  Instruction. 

"(b)  In  such  event  what  scheme  of  financial  support  should  be 
recommended  as  applying  to  (1)  the  cities  of  Montreal,  Quebec,  Sher- 
brooke,  and  other  urban  centres  ;  (2)  rural  communities. 

"(c)  The  additional  teachers  required  should  attendance  at  school 
be  obhgatory  up  to  the  age  of  14  or  15,  on  in  the  event  of  continuation 
schools  being  provided  for  children  up  to  the  age  of  16. 

"(d)  The  feasibility  of  such  enforcement  of  compulsory  school 
attendance  if  applicable  to  Protestant  children  only. 
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"The  matter  is  of  such  importance  that  a  short  period  of  time  taken 
at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  Committee  does  not  permit  sufficient  dis- 
cussion to  enable  any  definite  conclusions  to  be  reached.  The  Com- 
mittee should  therefore  decide  whether  it  wishes  a  date  set  for  a  wide  dis- 
cussion of  the  subject." 

It  was  resolved  that  time  be  ^ven  for  a  full  discussion  of  this  sub- 
ject at  a  subsequent  meeting. 

In  support  of  his  motion  Mr.  Murray  made  an  address  that  might 
be  regarded  as  an  educational  study,  and  because  of  its  many  far  reaching 
suggestions  the  Secretary  was  instructed,  with  the  consent  of  Mr.  Mur- 
ray, to  have  the  address  printed  for  the  use  of  the  members. 

It  was  resolved  that  a  sub-committee  be  appointed  to  consider  and 
report  before  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature  upon  the  questions 
involved  in  the  motion  recorded  above,  and  raised  in  the  address. 

In  consequence  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  consisting  of  Mr. 
Murray,  convener,  Mr.  Fisher,  Mr.  McBurney,  Dean  Laird,  and  Sir 
Herbert  Ames. 

Resolutions  and  recommendations  from  the  Provincial  Association 
of  Protestant  Teachers  of  Quebec  were  read,  of  which  the  following  is  a 
summary  :■ — 

(1)  Advising  the  introduction  of  the  metric  system,  witho  it  its 
English  equivalents,  into  our  course  in  arithmetic  after  decimals  as  an 
educative  measure  to  help  bring  about  the  use  of  the  metric  system  in 
the  British  Empire.  The  Committee  declined  to  take  the  action  sug- 
gested. 

(2)  Requesting  the  Committee  to  exercise  as  careful  a  supervision 
as  possible  over  the  granting  of  permission  to  teach  without  diploma  in 
certain  special  cases.  As  these  permissions  are  given  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  the  matter  was  referred  thereto.  It  was 
reported  at  once  on  behalf  of  the  Department  that  the  super\dsion  has 
always  been  most  careful. 

(3)  Urging  the  preparation  of  some  plan  whereby  teachers  holding 
advanced  elementary  diplomas  may  be  able  to  obtain  a  model  school 
diploma  without  further  attendance  at  a  training  school. 

(4)  Recommending  that  some  opportunity  be  offered  to  teachers  to 
improve  their  qualifications  in  the  subject  of  Physical  Geography  with  a 
view  to  increased  teaching  efficiency. 

As  no  practicable  and  just  plans  could  be  suggested,  these  questions 
were  laid  on  the  table. 
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(5)  Suggesting  that  the  terms  ''geography"  be  used  in  place  of 
''physical  geography"  in  the  course  of  study,  in  order  to  give  more  scope 
for  remoulding  the  course  in  accordance  with  recent  developments  in 
teaching  this  subject.     This  was  approved. 

A  valuable  contribution  of  facts  and  findings  in  regard  to  the  shor- 
tage of  teachers  was  submitted  from  the  Provincial  Association  of  Pro- 
testant Teachers.  No  action  was  called  for,  but  the  Committee  ex- 
pressed itself  as  being,  as  formerly,  in  full  sympathy  with  all  efforts  to 
procure  such  a  salary  for  teachers  in  this  Province  as  will  attract  to, 
and  retain  in,  the  teaching  profession  the  best  types  of  men  and  women. 

The  usual  staff  of  assistant  examiners  for  the  June  examinations 
was  appointed,  Dr.  Love  and  the  Secretary  being  empowered  to  complete 
the  number  should  any  of  those  appointed  be  unable  to  act.  On  behalf 
of  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools  it  was  reported  that  owing  to  family 
affliction  he  had  not  been  able  to  give  the  usual  supervision  to  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  examination  papers  last  year,  but  that  steps  would  be  taken 
in  the  future  to  see  that  the  questions  are  not  open  to  serious  criticism. 

On  motion  of  Dean  Laird  it  was  resolved  that  it  be  a  direction  to  the 
inspectors  to  encourage  as  far  as  possible  the  appointment  in  September, 
in  small  schools,  of  teachers  who  wish  to  enter  for  the  elementary  course 
in  January,  and  to  replace  them  by  teachers  who  have  completed  their 
course  at  Christmas. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Love  and  Dr.  Shurtleff  were  reappointed  for  a  period 
of  three  years  as  representatives  of  the  Committee  on  the  Teachers' 
Training  Committee. 

The  Secretary  gave  an  oral  report  of  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the 
Provincial  Association  of  School  Boards  and  recommended  that  consi- 
deration be  given  to  the  question  of  providing  payment  of  the  expenses, 
or  a  part  of  them,  of  his  Association.  The  Committee  regretted,  ho- 
ever,  that  the  contingent  funds  at  its  disposal  are  insufficient  to  permit 
of  the  payment  suggested. 

The  question  of  a  suitable  and  permanent  room  for  meetings  of  the 
committee  was  referred  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Mitchell  and  the  Secretary. 

Mr.  Fisher  presented  a  report  for  the  course  of  study  sub-committe6 
and  submitted  a  list  of  text  books  for  the  school  year  1919-1920.  This- 
list  was  adopted,  and  it  was  ordered  that  it  be  published  for  distribution 

He  reported  also  that  a  remit  had  been  received  from  the  Univei- 
sity  School  Leaving  Examination  Board,  and  as  a  consequence  the  sub- 
committee recommended  the  adoption  of  the  following  suggestions  : — 
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"(1)  That  a  more  definite  idea  be  given  as  to  what  is  required  under 
the  head  of  Latin  Prose  Composition. 

(2)  That  the  examination  in  Latin  be  in  two  papers  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Virgil's  Aeneid,  translation  at  sight. 

(b)  Translation  from  prescribed  Caesar  ;  Latin  Prose  Composition. 
Pupils  must  pass  in  both  papers. 

(3)  That  dictation  be  not  included  in  the  French  examination  paper 
(natural  method). 

These  changes  to  go  into  effect  in  the  school  year  1919-1920." 

These  recommendations  were  adopted. 

Mr.  Fisher  stated  that  he  would  bring  up  again  at  the  May  meeting 
the  question  of  the  book  bureau,  whereupon  it  was  moved  by  Mr.  Mur- 
ray and  resolved  that  the  sub-committee  continue  its  study  of  the  ques- 
tion with  a  view  to  final  action  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  in  Quebec  on  the  30th  day  of 
May  next,  unless  called  earlier  by  order  of  the  Acting-Chairman.

CIRCULARS 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION 

Quebec,  August  24th,  1918. 

Sir, 

The  Report  Form  for  the  Autumn  visit  will  be  sent  to  you  in  a  few 
days.  Before  beginning  this  visit,  ascertain  whether  the  schools  on  the 
top  of  your  list  are  in  operation. 

PEDAGOGICAL    LECTURE. 

The  principal  subject  of  the  pedagogical  lecture  this  year  will  be 
"the  mother  tongue",  particularly  as  regards,  grammar,  spelling  and 
composition.  Take  note  of  the  pedagogical  instructions  which  accom- 
pany the  course  of  study  approved  by  the  Catholic  Committee.     Insist  : 

1.  On  the  importance  of  teaching  grammar  well  and  not  being  satisfied 
wnth  having  it  learned  by  heart  without  explaining  the  rules  thoroughly, 

2.  On  the  necessity  of  giving  more  care  to  spelling  which  is  too  often 
neglected  ;  3.  Remind  teachers  that  composition  or  wording  should  be 
the  principal  end  in  the  teaching  of  the  mother  tongue.  Impress  upon 
them,  especially,  the  efficacy  of  teaching  composition  by  pictures  or 
object  lessons. 

CENSUS  OF  children  OF  SCHOOL  AGE. 

Kindly  remind  secretary-treasurers  that  the  law  now  obliges 
them  to  take  the  census  of  children  from  5  to  7,  from  7  to  14,  from  14 
to  16,  from  16  to  18  years.  Remind  them  also  that  the  census  should 
be  taken  during  the  month  of  September,  each  year. 

independent  SCHOOLS. 

It  is  important  that,  on  your  visit,  you  should  ascertain  the  num- 
ber of  independent  schools,  so  that,  on  your  second  visit,  you  can  pro- 
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cure  the  statistics  of  all  the  independent  schools  of  your  district.     Make 
this  enquiry  especially  in  cities,  towns  and  villages. 

EXAMINATION    AND    CLASSIFICATION. 

Whilst  making  your  first  \'isit,  give  special  attention  to  the  most 
important  subjects  of  the  course  study  :  reading,  grammar,  spelling, 
composition,  sacred  history,  history  of  Canada  and  geography.  Ascer- 
tain also  whether  the  classification  of  the  pupils  has  been  judiciously 
made,  especially  in  the  schools  where  the  teachers  are  only  beginners. 

TITLE   OF   MODEL  SCHOOL   OR    ACADEMY. 

Remind  the  secretary-treasurers  again  that  the  request  for  obtain- 
ing the  above  titles  should  be  made  to  the  Department  of  Public  Ins- 
truction before  the  1st  of  July  in  each  year.  The  school  inspector  does 
not  make  this  request. 

GOVERNMENT  GRANTS. 

I  have  repeatedly  drawn  the  attention  of  school  commissioners  to 
their  duties  respecting  school  building.  These  should  be  paid  out  of  the 
funds  of  the  school  municipality,  except  in  special  cases.  School  com- 
missions should  not,  as  a  general  rule,  count  on  the  Government  for  the 
payment  of  school  buildings.  This  is  not  the  spirit  of  the  Education  Act. 
Therefore,  do  not  encourage  school  commissioners  to  apply  to  the  Gov- 
ernment when  there  is  a  question  of  building  schools. 

DRAWING. 

I  would  again  ask  to  impress  upon  teachers  the  importance  of  draw- 
ing both  from  an  educational  and  from  an  utilitarian  standpoint  and 
to  insist  on  the  following  recommendations  : 

1.  Confine  drawing  to  real  objects  exclusively  (no  copies  of  pictures 
or  engravings,  whether  traced,  enlarged  or  contracted). 

2.  Do  not  endeavour  so  much  to  obtain  beautiful  drawings  as  to 
develop  the  faculties  (particularly  observation)  by  rapid,  numerous  and 
varied  exercises. 
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3.  Give  lessons  to  the  little  and  big  pupils,  from  the  opening  of  the 
classes  each  week  and  outside,  if  possible. 

4.  Let  all  the  tracing  be  done  on  cheap  paper,  the  size  of  which 
should  be  about  7  x  10  inches  (preferably  in  special  copy-books). 

5.  Keep,  each  month,  from  the  beginning  of  September,  at  least 
one  dra^^^ng  of  each  pupil  in  the  archives  of  the  school. 

Moreover,  remind  the  teachers,  that  in  granting  the  bonus,  account 
will  be  taken  of  the  results  for  drawdng. 

Advise  them  to  consult  "L'Enseignement  primaire"  since  1912,  on 
the  articles  relating  to  the  teaching  of  drawing.

You  will  shortly  receive  bulletins  for  the  second  visit  as  well  as  a 
form  for  independent  schools. 

I  would  ask  you  to  begin  your  second  \'isit  early  in  January,  so  as  to 
have  the  time  required  to  make  a  thorough  inspection.  The  unavoidable 
circumstance  which  made  your  first  visit  fail  in  its  object,  made  it  a 
duty  to  prolong  the  examinations  so  as  to  give  teachers  the  advice  and 
direction  that  you  were  unable  to  give  on  your  first  visit.

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STATISTICS    AND    CENSUS. 

Kindly  furnish  me  with  as  complete  statistics  as  possible  of  the 
independent  schools,  and  the  most  accurate  statistics  of  the  schools 
under  control.  Draw  the  secretary-treasurers  and  teachers'  attention 
to  the  importance  of  the  statistics  which  they  are  called  upon  to  furnish 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction. 

Again  remind  the  secretary-treasurers  of  the  obligation  of  taking 
the  annual  census  of  children  of  school  age  from  5  to  18  years,  and  the 
no  less  binding  obligation  of  taking  it  with  the  greatest  possible  care. 

Exact  from  the  secretary-treasurer  of  each  municipality  a  true  copy 
of  the  census  of  the  children  of  school  age,  a  copy  in  everything  confor- 
mable to  the  report  which  he  is  obliged,  according  to  law,  to  send  me 
before  the  1st  of  July,  each  year.  It  is  this  same  census  which  you 
should  inscribe  at  page  12  of  the  Bulletin. 

\\^hen  the  figures  shown  on  the  school  roll  are  larger  than  those 
shown  by  the  secretary-treasurer,  state  the  reason  therefor.  Whenever 
the  secretary- treasurer  does  not  comply  with  the  law  regarding  the 
taking  of  the  census,  inform  the  Department  immediately. 

BULLETIN. 

The  writing  and  census  figures  of  the  bulletin  should  be  carefully 
attended  to.  Please  do  not  omit  any  of  the  information  asked.  If  you 
find  a  school  closed  on  your  visit,  state  the  fact  on  the  first  page,  give  the 
statistics  regarding  it  on  the  following  pages  and  give  the  reason  for  the 
closing  of  the  school  on  page  19.  If  the  commissioners  have  not  made 
any  visit  (or  only  one)  :  if  the  secretary- treasurer  has  not  had  his  books 
audited  ;  if  the  school  assessment  has  been  lowered  without  reason  ;  if 
school  books  are  not  authorized  ;  if  a  teacher  without  a  diploma  has  been 
engaged  without  the  authorization  of  the  Superintendent  ;  if  some  of  the 
commissioners  have  not  taken  the  oath  required  by  the  law,  etc.,  etc., 
recall  their  duty  to  the  commissioners  respecting  these  various  infringe- 
ments of  the  law  and  enter  your  remarks  concerning  them  on  page  17  of 
the  bulletin. 

It  sometimes  happens  that  on  pages  8,  9  and  10  wherein  statistics 
are  entered,  there  is  a  difference  in  the  number  of  schools,  whilst  there 
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should  be  the  same  number  of  schools  on  each  page,  giving  to  each  the 
same  title  or  number  on  each  page.  The  same  remark  applies  to  the 
title  of  schools  on  pages  6,  7,  8  and  9,  A  school  called  a  "model  school 
under  control"  at  page  6,  should  be  described  in  the  same  manner  on  page 
7,  etc. 

EXAMTNATION    AND    CLASSIFICATION    OF    PUPILS. 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  pupils  on  the  principal  subjects  of  the 
course  of  study  will  permit  you  to  ascertain  whether  the  classification 
has  been  well  made.  I  draw  your  attention  to  this  point,  because  it  is 
most  important  that  the  classification  of  pupils  referred  to  on  page  9  of 
the  Bulletin  should  be  as  judicious  as  possible. 

See  that  the  figures  given  by  the  inspector  and  those  furnished  by 
the  director  (or  directress)  of  an  academy  or  a  model  school,  correspond. 

DRAWING. 

You  will  kindly  choose  in  each  of  the  classes  you  visit,  4  drawings, 
at  least,  of  different  pupils,  done  this  year,  and  drawn  exclusively  from 
nature  or  imagination.     (No  copies  of  engra\dngs). 

These  drawings  must  bear  the  name  and  age  of  the  pupil,  as  well 
as  the  name,  the  title  of  the  school  and  the  signature  of  the  teacher. 

They  should  be  done  on  sheets  about  7x10  inches  in  size.  You  will 
collect  them  according  to  school  municipalities  of  large  schools,  and  will 
send  them  without  delay  to  my  Department  in  the  special  envelope 
pro^dded  therefor.     Do  not  roll  them  up  nor  seal  them. 

Do  not  forget  to  fill  in  the  blank  on  the  envelopes.  Moreover,  you 
will  take  drawing  into  consideration  when  preparing  the  list  of  teachers 
entitled  to  a  bonus. 

REMARKS  TO  COMMISSIONERS. 

Remind  the  commissioners  of  my  previous  remarks  with  respect  to 
the  two  visits  prescribed  by  article  2709  of  the  Education  Act  and  the 
use  of  authorized  books,  as  determined  by  article  14  of  the  Regulations 
of  the  Catholic  Committee. 
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Your  bulletins  should  be  transmitted  to  my  Department  in  the 
time  fixed  by  paragraph  13  of  article  225  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catho- 
lic  Committee. 

You  are  aware  of  the  importance  of  the  task  confided  to  you.  I 
trust,  therefore,  that  in  the  best  interests  of  our  primary  schools,  you 
will  fulfil  it  with  all  the  zeal,  competence  and  distinction  you  have 
shown  in  the  past.

Please  find  enclosed  the  table  called  Statistical  Summxary  which 
you  will  kindly  fill  in  with  the  greatest  care,  guiding  yourself  for  that 
purpose  by  the  sample  attached  to  the  table,  and  transmit  the  Summary 
to  me  with  your  annual  report.  Note  that  No.  5  of  the  Summary 
relates  to  children  of  school  age  according  to  the  census  of  the  secretary- 
treasurer.  It  is  important  that  the  totals  of  No.  60  and  80  correspond 
exactly.  Make  this  summary  in  such  a  way  that  it  will  be  free  from 
all   criticism, 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  EDUCATION  ACT. 

I  enclose  with  this  letter  the  circular  which  I  have  just  addressed  to 
Catholic  School  Commissioners  and  Trustees.  You  will  kindly  read 
the  chapter  concerning  the  amendments  to  the  Education  Act  during 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature. 
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It  will  be  your  duty  to  enlighten  the  commissioners  and  trustees 
respecting  these  amendments  and  to  do  all  you  can  to  have  them  faith- 
fully observed,  especially  as  regards  statistics. 

The  entire  set  of  amendments  to  the  Act  will  be  pubhshed  in  the 
Enseignement  Primaire  of  June  next.  I  refer  you  to  them  so  that  you 
may  learn  what  the  amendments  provide  respecting  the  Pension 
Fund  and  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the  teachers. 

statistics. 

You  must  have  noticed  by  the  copies  of  letters  written  to  commis- 
sioners or  trustees,  which  I  have  been  sending  you  for  some  time,  that  the 
statistics  furnished  by  the  bulletins  and  those  supplied  by  the  annual 
reports  of  ^he  school  commissions  do  not  always  correspond.  It  will 
be  necessary  to  give  to  secretary-treasurers  all  the  information  they 
require  so  that  the  figures  may  agree. 

Kindly  give  this  matter  your  particular  attention. 

BONUS    to    municipalities    THAT    ENGAGE    LAY    TEACHERS. 

Kindly  let  me  know,  from  now  to  June  next,  if  you  have  to  strike 
off  or  add  one  or  more  names  of  school  municipalities  in  table  B  of  the 
Superintendent's  Report,  1917-18,  pages  308  and  309.  State  the  name 
of  the  municipality,  the  county,  the  title  of  the  school  (model  or  aca- 
demy). State  also  whether  the  school  is  under  a  male  lay  or  religious 
teacher. 

Only  rural  or  village  municipalities  where  there  are  model  schools  or 
academies  exclusively  attended  by  boys,  under  control  and  in  charge 
of  male  lay  or  religious  teachers  have  a  right  to  the  special  bonus  for 
the  engagement  of  male  lay  teachers.  The  male  lay  teachers  must 
have  diplomas  and,  when  there  is  only  one  in  the  school,  he  should 
receive  a  salary  of  at  least  $400.  When  more  than  one  Brother  or 
male  lay  teacher  are  teaching  in  the  same  school,  the  salarj'^  should  not 
be  less  than  «250. 

The  answer  to  this  latter  point  should  be  sent  to  rne  under  No.  800-19.

To  Commissioners  and  Trustees  of  (1) 

Catholic  Schools  of  the  Province  of  Quebec. 

Gentlemen, 

Several  amendments  to  the  Education  Act  were  made  during  the 
last  session  of  the  Legislature.  All  of  the  amendments  will  be  published 
in  VEnseignement  Priviaire  of  June  next  :  I  refer  you  to  them.  But  it 
is  my  duty  to  draw  your  attention  at  once  to  some  of  them. 

AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  EDUCATION  ACT. 

1.  Article  2702  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  (the  same  number  as 
in  the  Education  Act,)  is  amended,  by  giving  to  the  school  inspector 
the  right  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  commissioners  or  trustees. 

2.  Article  2718  of  the  Revised  Statutes  is  amended  by  replacing 
the  word  "May"  by  the  word  "June"  ;  that  is  to  say,  commissioners 
or  trustees  may  hereafter  notify  male  or  female  lay  teachers  that  they 
have  decided  to  discharge  them,  by  resolution  adopted  at  a  regular 
session,  before  the  first  of  June,  and  not  the  first  of  May,  as  the  Act 
required  previously  to  the  amendment  above  indicated. 

3.  Article  2768  is  amended  by  replacing  the  words  ''September 
and  the  first  day  of  October"  by  the  words  "January  and  the  first  day 
of  February".  Thus,  in  the  future,  the  secretary  treasurer  must  take 
the  annual  census  of  children  of  school  age  between  the  first  day  of 
January  and  the  first  day  of  February. 

4.  The  following  paragraph  has  been  added  to  article  2768  : 

"  If  the  secretary  does  not  take  such  census  at  the  said  date,  the 
superintendent  shall  have  it  taken  at  the  expense  of  the  school  muni- 
cipaUty." 

(1)  The  Secretary-treasurer  should  send  a  copy  of  this  circular  without  delay  to    each  member  of 
the  scoool  commission. 
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I  draw  your  serious  attention  to  this  new  paragraph,  and  I  trust 
that  no  municipality  will  make  it  necessary  for  me  to  have  the  census 
taken  at  its  cost  and  expense. 

5.  I  also  draw  the  attention  of  those  whom  it  maj'  concern  to  the 
following  article  inserted  after  article  2768  : 

''2768a.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  article  2768,  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in  Council  may  order  that  a  census  of  the  children  of 
one  or  naore  school  municipalities  included  wholly  or  in  part  within  a 
city  or  town  municipality,  be  taken  in  such  a  manner,  upon  such  condi- 
tions, at  such  time  and  in  such  places  as  may  be  deemed  advisable." 

6.  Another  very  important  paragraph  is  added  to  article  2931,  as 
follows  : 

"6.  That  a  statistical  report  according  to  a  form  approved  by  the 
Superintendent  of  PubUc  Instruction,  attested  under  oath  and  signed 
by  the  majority  of  the  commissioners  or  trustees,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  by  the  secretary-treasurer,  has  been  sent  to  the  school  inspector 
previous  to  the  fifteenth  of  July  of  each  year.  If  the  said  report  is  not 
sent  to  the  inspector,  the  latter  may  proceed  to  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary-treasurer during  the  following  month  of  August,  to  obtain  the 
school  statistics  ;  and  the  expenses  incurred  b}'  the  inspector  shall  be 
paid  by  the  school  corporation  in  default." 

TO  MUNICIPALITIESADJOINING  THE    TERRITORY    UNDER   THE  JURISDICTION 
OF  THE   CATHOLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  MONTREAL. 

Catholic  school  municipalities  and  the  trustees  of  schools  adjoining 
the  territory  of  the  Catholic  School  Commission  of  Montreal,  must 
hereafter  compl}^  with  the  amendments  which  have  been  made  to  Act 
George  V,  chapter  28,  and  especially  to  the  following  paragraph  : 

"2.  The  Catholic  school  municipalities  and  the  trustees  of  the 
Catholic  schools  of  the  island  of  ^Montreal  are  bound  to  submit  to  the 
Central  Board  of  the  ^Montreal  Catholic  School  Commission,  for  its 
approval,  all  proposed  purchases  of  school  lots  and  all  plans  and  specifi- 
cations of  the  schools  they  intend  to  build,  sa\dng  appeal  to  the  Superin- 
tendent from  the  decision  of  the  Central  Board." 
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SCHOOL    STATISTICS 

In  several  of  my  previous  circulars,  as  was  the  wont  of  my  predeces- 
sor in  office,  I  drew  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  school  statistics. 
You  will  note  by  the  amendments  that  have  been  made  to  the  Education 
Act  what  importance  the  Government  attaches  to  accurate  statistics. 
It  is  for  you,  Gentlemen,  to  see  that  the  Secretary-treasurer  of  the  school 
municipality  acquits  himself  well  and  intelligently  of  the  duty  of  taking 
the  annual  census  of  children  of  school  age  and  making  out  the 
report  that  Commissioners  and  trustees  are  obliged  to  furnish  me  before 
the  15th  of  July  each  year.  New  report  forms  will  be  sent  to  you  : 
see  that  the  secretary  fills  them  in  wit),  the  greatest  care.  I  remind 
you  again  that  the  secretary  must,  in  his  census,  make  a  distinction 
between  children  from  7  to  14  years  and  those  from  5  to  7  years;  between 
children  from  14  to  16  years  and  those  from  16  until  they  have  com- 
pleted their  18th  year.  He  must  state  the  number  of  those,  in  each 
category,  who  attend  school  (see  amended  article  2768  of  the  Educa- 
tion Act.) 

Here  is  the  way  the  different  categories  relating  to  school  age 
should  be  interpreted  : 

Children  from  5  to  7  years  are  those  who  are  beginning  their  6th  year 
until  they  have  completed  their  7th  year ;  children  from  7  to  14  years  are 
those  who  are  beginning  their  Sth  year  until  they  hare  completed  their  ll^th 
year ;  children  from  14  to  16  years  are  those  who  are  beginning  their  15th 
year  until  they  have  completed  their  16th  year;  children  from  16  to  IS 
years  are  those  who  are  beginning  their  17th  year  until  they  have  completed 
their  ISth  year, 

ENGAGEMENT  AND  PAYMENT  OF  MALE  AND  FEMALE  TEACHERS 

The  Department  has  often  reminded  you  of  the  importance  of 
changing  teachers  as  little  as  possible.  I  have  frequently  drawn  your 
attention  to  the  disadvantage  of  these  annual  changes  which  are  too 
often  made  for  trifling  reasons  and  are  due  to  a  wrong  idea  of  economy. 

Make  it  a  duty  to  retain  the  services  of  good  teachers  whom  you 
may  have  in  your  municipalities.  To  this  end  pay  them  a  good  salary 
corresponding  to  the  cost  of  living  and  the  importance  of  the  services 
they  render.  It  is  very  painful  to  note  that  there  are  still  some  muni- 
cipalities where  teachers  with  a  dipkmia  are  paid  only  from  $150.  to  |'175. 
a  year.  On  behalf  of  the  dearest  interests  of  our  Province,  I  beseech 
you  to  break  with  this  bad  custom  and  to  raise  the  salaries  of  good 
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teachers  to  the  level  of  the  cost  of  living  and  the  part  they  take  in  the 
shaping  of  the  destinies  of  our  Province.  The  law  provides  that  teachers 
be  paid  their  salaries  each  month. 

SCHOOL    VISITS 

The  number  of  commissioners  who  visit  the  schools  twice  a  year  is 
increasing  and  I  wish  to  congratulate  you  thereon.  But  there  are  still 
too  many  who  are  satisfied  with  visiting  the  schools  only  once  a  year. 
A  visit  from  the  commissioners,  when  well  and  kindly  made , encourages 
both  teachers  and  pupils.  It  is  a  powerful  stimulant  that  always 
produces  happy  results.  By  doing  your  duty  in  this  respect,  Gentle- 
men, not  only  do  you  comply  with  the  law,  but  you  also  perform  a 
patriotic  work. 

CONTRACTS  OF  ENGAGEMENT — NON-QUALIFIED  FEMALE  TEACHERS 

Article  2715  of  the  Education  Act  states  that  a  copy  of  the  contracts 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  Superintendent  within  15  days  from  the  date 
when  the  contract  is  signed.  Nevertheless,  many  delay  in  sending  in 
these  copies  and  some  do  not  send  them  at  all.  No  school  commission 
should  neglect  this  provision  of  the  Act,  for  these  copies  have  often 
to  be  referred  to  by  my  Department. 

The  number  of  non-qualified  teachers  is  notably  decreasing  every 
year  and  I  am  glad  to  note  this  fact  and  to  congratulate  the  commis- 
sioners, who  thus  show  that  they  recognize  the  importance  of  ha\'ing 
none  but  qualified  teachers.  I  hope  you  will  continue  in  this  way, 
and  that  in  the  near  future  there  will  be  no  longer  any  necessity  for 
engaging  teachers  without  diplomas. 

Commissioners,  nevertheless,  who  are  obliged  to  have  recourse  to 
these  latter  kind  of  teachers,  must  conform  strictly  to  articles  25  and  26 
of  the  Revised  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee.  The  author- 
ization of  the  Superintendent  should  be  applied  for  before  the  date  of 
the  engagement  and  not  several  weeks  afterwards. 

SWEEPING,  HEATING  AND  CLEANING  CLASSES. 

Article  69  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Catholic  Committee  states  : 
"Provision  shall  be  made  by  every  school  board  for  sweeping  each 
school  house  daily  and  for  scrubbing  the  floors  at  least  every  month, 
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and  for  making  fires  one  hour  before  the  time  for  opening  school,  when 
requisite  ;  but  teachers  shall  never  be  required  to  do  this  work,  unless 
there  is  special  agreement  to  this  effect,  between  them  and  the  school 
board." 

It,  therefore,  belongs  to  the  commissioners  or  trustees  to  look  after 
the  cleaning  and  heating  of  the  class  rooms.  It  would  be  showing  a  poor 
understanding  of  their  duty  for  commissioners  or  trustees  to  impose  upon 
teachers  the  task  of  sweeping,  cleaning  and   heating    the  class  rooms. 

In  the  interest  of  the  health  of  the  teachers  and  pupils,  too  much 
care  cannot  be  taken  in  looking  after  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools 

"l'enseignement  primaire" 

The  number  of  commissions  that  bind  V Enseignement  Primaire  ^ 
which  is  addressed  to  all  schools  under  control,  is  increasing.  No  com- 
mission should  neglect  having  the  copies  bound,  as  the  numbers  of  this 
pedagogical  review  constitute  quite  a  large  volume  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  It  makes  a  good  addition  to  the  school  librarj^,  and  enables  the 
teachers  to  procure  very  useful  information  in  regard  to  teaching. 
I  would,  therefore,  ask  the  Secretary-treasurer  to  have  all  the  numbers 
of  this  publication  bound  during  the  month  of  July,  each  year. 

ELECTIONS    BY    BALLOT. 

In  some  municipalities,  the  election  of  commissioners  and  trustees 
should  be  held  by  ballot,  in  the  following  instances  : 

''Article  2668a.  Every  school  municipality  whose  territory  is 
wholly  or  partly  situated  within  the  boundaries  of  a  municipality  where 
the  municipal  elections  for  mayor  and  councillors  are  held  by  ballot, 
shall  hold  the  elections  of  its  school  commissioners  and  trustees  accord- 
ing to  the  pro^isions  of  this  sub-section." 

It  is  important  that  the  secretary-treasurer  study  attentively 
articles  2668a  and  also  5414  a  to  5424,  and  5426  to  5546  of  the  R.S.Q., 
1909,  which  apply  to  elections  held  by  ballot. 

The  secretary-treasurer  should  act  as  returning  officer  for  these 
elections.  He  should,  this  year,  on  or  before  the  18th  day  of  June,  give 
public  notice,  according  to  form  G,  page  514,  of  the  2nd  Vol.  of  the  R.S.Q. 
1909,  under  his  signature,  designating  : 
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a.  The  place,   day  and  hour  for  the  nomination  of  candidates  ; 

h.  The  day  on  which  polls  will  be  opened  if  voting  is  necessary  ; 

c.  The  appointment  of  an  election  clerk. 

This  year,  the  nomination  of  candidates  should  take  place  exactly 
on  the  26th  of  June,  that  is,  ten  clear  days  before  the  first  juridical 
Monday  of  Julj\ 

According  to  article  5415,  the  election  clerk  should  be  appointed  by 
the  secretary-treasurer  two  days  at  least  before  the  day  before  the  notice 
above  mentioned  is  given. 

In  school  municipalities  that  are  not  subject  to  this  new  law,  the 
election  of  school  commissioners  and  trustees  shall  be  by  open  voting, 
the  first  juridical  Monday  of  July,  which  this  year  will  be  the  7th  day 
of  the  month.  If  this  election  cannot  be  held  on  the  1st  Monday,  it 
should  be  held  on  one  of  the  other  juridical  Mondays  of  the  said  month 
of  July. 

A    NEW    EDITION    OF    THE    "SCHOOL    CODe". 

A  new  edition  of  the  School  Code  will  be  published  by  the  Govern- 
ment in  a  few  weeks.  Six  copies  of  this  Code  will  be  sent  to  school 
corporations  governed  by  commissioners  and  four  to  those  under  trustees. 
In  the  first  instance  a  copy  must  be  sent  to  each  of  the  commissioners 
and  to  the  secretary-treasurer,  and  in  the  second  instance,  a  copy  must  be 
sent  to  each  of  the  trustees  and  to  the  secretary-treasurer. 

Please  note  that  this  Code  will  be  the  property  of  the  school  com- 
mission and  not  of  the  persons  to  whom  it  will  be  sent.  Every  com- 
missioner (or  trustee)  at  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  is  bound  to 
return  to  his  successor  the  Code  which  he  possesses  on  leaving  office. 

Gentlemen,  I  am  confident  that  you  will  strive  to  promote  the 
interests  of  primary  education  in  the  Province,  since  education  is  the 
basis  of  the  material,  intellectual  and  moral  progress  of  our  population.

To  the  Commissioners  and  Trustees 

of  Protestant  Schools. 

Dear  Sirs, 

I  have  the  honour  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  following  matters 
of  importance  in  connection  with  your  duties. 

ANNUAL    CENSUS. 

The  School  Law  (Art.  2768  R.  S.  Q.,  1909,  amended),  now  requires 
that  in  addition  to  the  enumeration  of  all  children  in  the  municipality 
of  the  ages  from  five  to  seven,  seven  to  fourteen,  and  fourteen  to  sixteen, 
there  shall  be  enumerated  also  the  children  from  sixteen  to  eighteen 
years. 

The  annual  census  of  the  children  in  the  school  municipality  is 
very  important,  and  secretary-treasurers  new  to  their  duties  should 
be  instructed  to  attend  to  it.  In  some  instances  the  annual  reports 
of  the  secretary-treasurers  entirely  omit  the  census  figures.  This  is 
a  serious  neglect.  The  third  page  of  the  annual  report  calls  for  the 
Census  figures  and  for  the  Enrolment  figures,  and  both  should  be  given 
completely. 

ANNUAL    REPORTS 

Since  my  last  circular  letter  on  this  subject  there  has  been  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  matter  of  sending  the  annual  reports  to  the  Depart- 
ment in  the  month  of  July.  I  regret  to  have  to  add,  however,  that 
too  often  they  are  forwarded  in  an  incomplete  state,  and  thus  have 
to  be  returned  for  the  needed  information.     The  omissions  occur  in  the

Financial  Statement  and  elsewhere.  A  frequent  omission  is  that  of 
the  names  of  the  two  securities  for  the  secretary-treasurer,  or  the  name 
of  the  guarantee  company.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  school 
board  who  certify  to  the  correctness  of  this  annual  report  to  assure 
themselves  that  it  is  complete  in  every  respect. 

In  this  connection,  also,  I  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
inspectors  are  sometimes  obliged  to  make  frequent  applications  to  the 
secretary-treasurers  for  the  statistics  and  other  information  they  are 
required  to  furnish.     Prompt  replies  should  be  sent  to  these  requests. 

PERMANENT    RECORD 

Every  school,  elementary  and  superior,  is  now  required  to  be 
supplied  with  a  copy  of  the  Permanent  Record.  It  is  intended  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  the  scholastic  record  of  every  pupil,  for  future 
reference.  The  advantages  of  having  such  a  record  hardly  need  to  be 
emphasised.  It  is  of  use  to  new  teachers  in  a  school  in  showing  the 
past  standing  of  the  pupils  in  the  several  subjects,  not  only  for  promotion 
purposes  but  also  in  indicating  where  special  attention  may  be  needed 
in  a  subject.  It  is  of  use  to  the  pupils  who  may  be  entering  upon 
some  occupation,  and  who  may  require  a  certificate  as  to  the  work 
covered  by  him  or  her  in  the  school  course.  It  is  of  use  to  the 
school  board  as  a  means  of  determining  the  character  and  amount 
of  work  done  in  each  particular  school,  and  for  comparison  with 
that  of  former  years.  When  properly  maintained  it  will  constitute 
a  clear  and  concise  history  of  the  school,  from  which  every  intelligent 
commissioner  or  trustee  may  obtain  useful  and  instructive  information. 
In  the  case  of  Model  Schools  and  Academies,  the  head  teacher  or  prin- 
cipal is  required  to  enter,  each  year,  the  report  upon  the  June  Examin- 
ations received  from  the  Inspector  of  Superior  Schools.  At  the  Elemen- 
tary Schools  the  Inspectors  will  examine  the  Permanent  Record  yearly. 
The  Permanent  Record  is  obtained  from  the  Renouf  Publishing  Compa- 
ny,  Montreal.     A  single  copy  should  last  many  years  in  a  school. 

CONSOLIDATION 

The  need  of  rural  school  consolidation  is  becoming  more  urgent. 
The  Autumn  Reports  of  the  inspectors,  now  being  received,  show  that 
quite  a  number  of  schools  are  closed  because  of  the  lack  of  teachers. 
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Salaries  of  $40.00  and  $45.00  a  month  have  been  offered  in  the  adver- 
tisements, but  without  effect.  In  most  of  these  cases,  however,  it  is 
possible  to  convey  the  pupils  to  another  school  where  there  is  a  teacher, 
and  this  at  less  expense  than  would  be  incurred  in  keeping  the  school 
open.  This,  of  course,  is  the  simplest  form  of  consolidation,  and  not 
the  best,  because  is  does  not  provide  for  the  larger  course  that  is  afforded 
in  the  Consolidated  Model  School.  Nevertheless,  with  the  increased 
salaries  now  needed  for  teachers  this  simple  form  of  consolidation  is 
quite  as  economical  as,  and  much  better  than,  maintaining  several 
schools  in  a  municipality  with  only  a  handful  of  pupils  in  each. 

The  true  aim,  wherever  the  conditions  will  permit,  is  to  establish 
a  Consolidated  Model  School,  with  from  50  to  100  or  more  pupils.  This 
system  is  so  frequently  brought  to  your  attention  by  officers  of  the 
Department  and  by  the  inspectors  that  I  do  not  need  to  dwell  upon  it, 
but  I  may  point  out  that  in  the  recent  June  Examinations  the  Consoli- 
dated Model  Schools  generally  attained  very  high  results  in  the  ''General 
Percentage"  marks.  The  highest  marks  obtained  by  any  Model  School 
were  78.  Three  Consolidated  Model  Schools  obtained  76  marks,  one 
74  and  .)ne  73.  The  improved  average  attendance  under  the  conveyance 
system  accounts  in  part  for  this  good  result,  and  it  is  certainly  an 
advantage  to  have  a  regular  attendance. 

It  is  difficult  at  times  for  the  rural  boards  to  provide  conveyance 
for  two  or  three  pupils  isolated  in  a  district  and  at  some  distance  from 
a  school.  This  problem  is  one  that  confronts  commissioners  and  trustees 
in  certain  parts  of  the  Eastern  Townships,  and  no  self-respecting  board 
considers  that  it  has  done  its  full  duty  towards  the  children  when  it  has 
merely  exempted  the  parents  from  taxation.  The  children  have  a 
moral  right  to  be  educated.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  hardly  reasonable 
to  expect  the  school  board  to  engage  a  team  for  the  conveyance  of  so 
few  pupils.  A  practical  compromise  seems  to  be  the  only  solution  of 
the  problem.  The  parent  should  make  some  sacrifice  and  convey 
his  own  children  to  school,  with  a  moderate  compensation  from  the 
school  board  for  so  doing.  The  amount  of  compensation  should  be 
determined  by  thfe  circumstances  of  each  case — -distance  from  school, 
etc.  In  some  instances  the  boards  have  paid  the  parents  ten  cents 
per  day  for  each  pupil  conveyed. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  it  is  frequently  asked,  "At  what 
distance  from  a  school  should  conveyance  be  provided  for  the  pupils?" 
Or  in  other  words,  How  far  may  children  be  expected  to  walk?     No 
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absolutely  general  rule  can  be  laid  down.  The  question  is  a  relative 
one,  depending  upon  several  factors,  such  as  the  condition  of  the  roads 
und  the  ages  of  the  pupils.     Art.  2609  R.  S.  Q.,  1909,  reads  :— 

"No  district  shall  exceed  five  miles  in  length  or  breadth,  unless  the 
"commissioners  or  trustees  have  provided  means  for  conveying 
■'children  to  the  school,  in  conformity  with  article  2611." 

With  the  school  presumably  in  the  centre  of  a  district  of  that  size 
the  inference  is  that  the  limit  of  walking  distance  is  two  and  a  half  miles, 
although  in  a  district  not  more  than  five  miles  square  the  arrangement 
of  the  roads  may  be  such  that  some  of  the  pupils  may  have  to  walk 
much  further  than  two  and  a  half  miles,  unless  the  school  in  an  adjoining 
district  is  more  convenient  for  them.  But  the  essential  point  is  to 
consider  the  m.atter  from  a  practical  and  just  point  of  view.  A  walk 
of  three  miles  may  not  be  too  great  for  healthy  boys  and  girls  of  twelve 
years  and  upwards,  provided  that  the  winter  roads  are  kept  properly 
open.  But  very  young  children  say  from  five  to  eight  years  of  age, 
should  not  be  expected  to  walk  more  than  two  miles.  Forty  and  fifty 
years  ago  pupils  walked  much  longer  distances  to  school,  but  it  must 
be  remembered  that  the  pupils  were,  in  general,  older  than  the  majority 
attending  the  Elementary  Schools  to-day.  Everywhere  the  actual 
school  age  is  earlier  than  it  was  years  ago.  It  is  hardly  possible  to 
€ompare  conditions  of  the  earlier  time  with  those  of  the  present,  in  this 
respect.  The  school  boards  have  now  to  deal  with  much  younger 
pupils,  and  a  greater  consideration  for  their  health  and  strength  is  now 
needed. 

SCHOOL    FAIRS 

I  am  pleased  to  learn  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  School  Fairs 
throughout  the  Province,  and  of  the  encouragement  they  are  affording 
to  the  young  people  to  take  a  deeper  interest  in  the  work  of  the  farm. 
The  exhibits,  I  am  told,  are  improving  every  year.  The  movement 
is  one  that  well  deserves  the  support  of  school  officials. 

THE    SCHOOL    YEAR. 

The  proper  school  year  is  ten  months.  A  considerable  number  of 
the  Protestant  rural  boards,  however,  keep  their  schools  open  for  a  less 
period  of  time.     I  am  pleased  to  state  that,  owing  no  doubt  largely 
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to  the  Minimum  Salary  grants  of  the  Government  of  the  Province,  the 
four-month  schools  have  practically  disappeared.  But  too  many 
schools  are  still  open  only  six  or  eight  months  in  the  year.  That  is 
one  reason  why  teachers  with  diploma  are  difficult  to  obtain  for  these 
schools.  What  encouragement  is  there  to  obtain  a  professional  training 
when  the  proper  school  year's  salary  is  not  obtained?  In  the  interest 
of  the  pupils  also,  the  ten  months  term  is  needed.  I  hope  to  see  consi- 
derable improvement  in  this  respect. 

THE    WAR 

The  splendid  progress  of  the  AUies  at  the  present  time  gives  hope 
that  the  war  may  soon  be  ended.  But  the  wisest  counsellors  of  the 
Empire  are  rightly  urging  that  no  efforts  should  be  relaxed  until  Victory 
is  won.  The  same  kind  of  advice  is  appropriate  with  regard  to  our 
efforts  in  education.  Now  more  than  ever  should  every  effort  be  put 
forth  to  make  the  schools  more  efficient  and  more  useful,  in  order  that 
our  people  may  be  better  fitted  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the  new  time 
which  the  vast  struggle  has  opened  up  for  the  world. 

With  the  sincere  hope  that  your  efforts  may  be  fruitful  in  results 
for  the  rising  generations,
